In view of the recent serious loss by fire of our 01d 
Sun School at Gleichen, Alberta, I made another careful survey 
of both these buildings from the point of view of fire risk 
and facilities for escape from the building. The result of this 
inspection prompts me to write and ask if the Department would 
sanction the purchase of the following supplies: 


2 = Guardene Fire Extinguishers, 2% gallon type. 
1 - only 30' Extension Fire Ladder. 
2 - Pyrene Fire Extinguishers, 1 gallon type. 


There are only two extinguishers in this building and I feel that 
these are not sufficient. The ladder is needed, in order to 
approach and get into this building from the outside. Being a 
Girls' Home, you will clearly understand that we must keep this 
building tightly locked at night and, in the event of fire being 
observed from the outside of the building, a ladder of this type 
would enable us to get into the building from the outside and 
help in clearing the dormitories. 


The Pyrene extinguishers are needed for the oil house, 
as the Guardene type are useless in fires breaking out amidst 
oil, gasoline or other inflammable substances. 


This equipment, coupled with systematic and frequent 
fire drills, will make this building reasonably safe from loss 
of life in the event of fire.

Dear Wr. Scott: 


I find that I have not yet acknowledged the 
receipt of your very kind letter of the 13th. ult. 
giving an account of your visit to Alért Bay, and of 
your decision with regard to the site for the proposed 
new School at this centre. As w iscussed, during your 
recent visit to Winnipeg, various aspects of this question, 
further reference, I think, need not be mde to them here. 
There was one point, however, to which I omitted to refer 
at that time, and tiat is with regard to the pupilage 
which the new School should have. I have recently received 
a letter from Mr. Anfield, the Principal, suggesting that 
it should have accommodation for 175 pupils, namely, 100 
boys and 75 girlg. It is not very clear to me how such ace 
commodation could be provided without sacrificing the symme- 
try of the School building, and I am of the opinion, that it 
would be better to have a building with a capacity of 200 
pupils. Mr. Anfield states that he has 100 applications 
waiting, and as there are 4,640 Anglicans in B. C., accord- 
ing to the Departmental Report for 1926, with only two resi- 
dential Schools, namely, the one at lytton, and this one at 
Alert Bay, it seoms tt» me that accommodation should be pro- 
vided for 200 pupils or more. As our General Secretary will 
probably call on you early next week, I shall be glad if you will 
further discuss this important matter with him.

In compliance with your instructions 
of recent date, an investigation having refer- 
eme to the suitability of the site, water supply 
and sewage disposal for the new industrial school 
at Alert Bay has been completed. I submit as 
follows:- 


INTRODUCTION 
The new school buildings at Alert Bay 


as proposed are similar to those recently com- 
pleted at Lytton, with an accommodation of 
approximately 175 persons. The site selected is 
in close proximity to the present structures. 
This selection was contingent on the finding of 
suitable ground to bear the weight of the new 
building. 


BUILDING SITE 
Tests were carried out over the ground 


to be cogupied by the new buildings. 

The soil on the site was found to be 
gravel for the first four feet in depth. This 
gravel is very loose and unsuitable for footings. 
However, at a depth of four feet the gravel 
becomes finer and it was at approximately this 
depth that all teste were made. 
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The test pits were contimued down to 
@ maximum depth of 7$ feet. The soil between 
4 and 74 feet consisted of layers of fine ani 
course gravel. 

Tests were carried out as follows:- 
one at each of the four corners and two in the 
centre of the largest and heaviest portion of 
the building. These tests were made on bearing 
surfaces of 1 sq. ft. and 2.25 sq. ft at each 
hole. The log of the various holes is appended 
herewith as well as sketch showing location of 
the holes. 

A safe bearing load of 4 tons per 
square foot is indicated by these tests. 

However, as the weight of this build- 
ing is not very great and the footings may be 
spread to carry a load of two tons per square 
foot without adding materially to the cost, I 
would recommend that this latter amount be not 


exceeded. 


WATER SYSTEM 
The supply of water on the island on 
which the Alert Bay school is situated is 
derived entirely from wells. 
The well at the school has been supply- 
ing a sufficient quantity of excellent water for 


a@ number of years. 

A test run of the pump showed a Gap- 
acity of 10 gals. per minute for 13 hours with- 
out diminution of supply. 

The system proposed for the new school 
is to consist of a pumping unit, reservoir and 
eravity pipe line. 
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The pumping unit is designed to 
deliver 20 to 25 gals. per minute and con- 
sists of a orude oil engine, belt connected 
to a deep well pump. 

The reservoir, of reinforced con- 
crete, is to have a capacity of 25,000 gals. 
and the pipe line, of cast iron pipe, a cap- 
acity of 480 gals. per minute. The excess 
capacity of reservoir and pipe line is to 
provide for fire protection purposes. 

Under these conditions two fire 
streams of maximum capacity and pressure would 
be available for ome hour. The cost of this 
system, imoluding outside fire hydrants, would 
be $8320.00. 


RAIN WATER SYSTEM 

Due to the necessity of pumping water 
for all purposes a rain water storage system 
has been provided. This consists of a concrete 


storage tank of 6000 gals capacity into which the 
leads from the roof are to empty. An automatic 


pumping system, to operate off the electric light 


plant, is provided to supply the laundry. the 
cost of this equipment wotild be $1432.00. 


SEWAGE 

At the present time sewage is disposed 
of directly into the sea, not only from the school 
but also from the village of Alert Bay which 
stretches along the coast for a distance of two 
or three miles to the south of the school. 

Strong tidal currents prevail close 
inshore and carry all deposits away. ‘There 
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appears to be no reason why this method of 
disposal could not be continued as the prov- 
incial Department of Public Health is agree- 
able to such practice. 

However, the sewer system has been 
designed so that a septic tank may be added at 
any time without disturbing the present arrange- 
ment. The outfall of the sewer into the bay 
has been protected ani it has been removed as 
far as practicable from the vicinity of the 
school. 

A separate outlet has been provided 
for the laundry and kitchen, as well as over- 
flow from the rain water tank. 

Manholes are provided at suitable 
locations for the clearing of obstructions. 

The cost of the system as designed 
would be $1508.00;with the addition of a 
septic tank the cost would be $2960.00. 


DRAINS 

Drains have been provided for the low 
area to the rear of the school to prevent Beep- 
age into the new building. The cost of this 
would be $652.00. 


FIRE PROTECTION 

Sufficient water is to be supplied for 
fire protection purposes. However, equipment 
: for the proper application of this water is nec- 
essary if the fullest measures for fire preven- 
tion are to be provided. The equipment suggest- 
ed is:- for outside, a hydrant cover with doors 
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at each hydrant and each equipped with 150 feet 

of hose, noszle and hose wrench; for inside, 

two hydrants on each floor of the main building, 

and one each on the two of the rear wing, equip- 

ped with hose hanger, 75 feet of hose and nozzle. 
The cost of this equipment, exclusive 

of installation of water supply pipes within 

the building, would be $1142.50. 


PROVIDING ROAD FROM WHARF 


fo provide a road from the sawmill 
wharf to the school, several old, disused 
buildings would have to be disposed of. These 
are the property of the Coast Missionary Society, 
and, I believe, their permission could be read- 
ily obtained. The accompanying sketch of the 
location shows the buildings to be demolished. 
I believe that no question of compensation 
would arise. The cost of demolition ani the 
necessary grading would amount to $450.00. 


HEATING 

Heating is provided in the old school 
buildings by a furnace and stoves. ‘The cost of 
wood fuel has become very great and of coal the 
Same may be said. Coal of approximately 10,000 
B.T.U. is delivered at the beach for $11.50 
per ton. I believe that there would be a saving 
in operation if fuel ofl was used. ‘This, how- 
ever, would be contingent on the securing of a 
suitable gravity system capable of berning oil 
of a gravity of at least 28° Baume. 
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A suitable lecation for tanks well 
above the height of the boilers is immediately 
to the rear of the boiler room. Shelter could 
be provided and steam pipes run to the tanks. 
If, however, pressure tanks are necessaty, the 
motor feed type burner would be preferable as 
it would burn an ofl of @ lower gravity and 


consequently cheaper. 


ADDITIONAL WORK TO BE INCLUDED IN SPECIFICATIONS 
FOR NEW SCHOOL 


While there aré some details in con- 
nection with the comstruction of the new plant 
at Alert Bay upon which I have not been asked to 
report, I should perhaps point out that these 
details are not included in the specifications 
for Lytton school. Among these are: the supply 
of water and light to the new barn to be erected, 
and the installation of inside pipe lines for 
fire purposes. I presume, however, that these 
details will be included in the new specific- 
ations and I have accordingly shown them on the 
attached plan. 

fhe water supply system for the laundry 
should be provided with a shut off from the 
main domestic supply and outlets provided for 
connecting up the automatic pump from the rain 


water system. 
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In respect to disposal of the 
excavated material from the school site, 
it is suggested that the surface soil for 
a depth of at most one foot be placed 
immediately to the front of the new building. 
The remainder should be disposed of along the 
foreshore immediately adjoining the playground. 

The foregoing is respectfully sub- 
mitted for your consideration. 

Attached hereto are plans of work 
proposed and additiomal information on tests 
earried out respecting stability of ground for 
school site.

The estimated cost of the water supply 
and sewace systems without a septic tank amounts t< 


$14,855. It does not appear under the circumsts 
that a septic tank is necessary at the present ti 


Mr. Webb states that the matter of 
sewage disposal was fully discussed with Dr. Y 
in charge of the provincial Department of Health, 
and the latter is quite agreeable that the install 
should be built without a septic tank, with the 
understanding that provision be made for installi 
a tank in the future should it be found necessary. 
This is provided for in the report and the additional 
cost of a septic tank is estimated at about $1450. 


I shall be glad to have your further 
instructions with regard to this matter.

I have to aclnowledge the receipt of your letter 
of the llth. inst. #156~0-5 embodying a statement from the 
Indian Agent at Alert Bay relative to the difficulty in oper~ 
ating the pump at that School and stating that the difficulty 
was due to engine trouble, the engine having been run without 
vater, "and en they turned the water on i cracked the head 
so that it was leaking when it came in", 


A copy of your letter was forwarded to the Princi- 
pal with a request that he should fumish an explanation as 
to the cause of the difficulty, and I enclose herewith for 
your information a copy of his reply. 


In a further letter from Mr. Anfield, dated Oct.24, 
he writes with regard to this subject, in part, as follows; - 

"With further reference to my letter of the 22nd, dealing 
with the pumping situation h - o © advise you that I 
oa id a call on Mr. Halliday, the local Indien Agent, today and 
had a long talk with him about the whole matter. To sum it up, 
he took back his statement about the trouble being caused by 
running the engine without water, but as to whether he will so 
1otify the Department, I do not Imow, I assured Mr. Halliday 
that I was most anxious to work with him and he promised me his 
Support and help. In fact he was very nice, and seemed to feel 
that perhaps he had been at fault in not helping us more. It 
would be a good thing to forward my letter ora copy of it to 
the Department, but it might be wise to withhold the last page 
as I have no desire whatever to make any trouble for the gentle- 
man in question," 
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From the information set forth above it seems 
to me to be quite clear that the difficulty with the 
pump and engine was not due to any carelessness on the 
part of the School Management, but rather to the fact 
that the engine which passed throvgh the fire when the 
pump-house was burned down, was patched up and made to 
continue in service instead of being replaced by a new one. 
It had already been in service for five years, but despite 
the request of the School Management for a new engine at 
the time, the Indian Agent insisted on having the old one 
repaired, and it has been giving trouble ever since. 
I am returning the bills for your further consideration 
and trust that you may agree to a prompt settlement of the 
same,

Ref. yours of the 15th instant dealing with the Dept.'s 
156-0-5 of the llth October,acdressed to you,and enclosing an account 
of $21.80 plus 55¢ freight,on goods ex B,C,.Equipment Oo. , Vancouver. 
I am compelled to teke exception to the statement made by the Indian 
Agent in forwarding this accounfto the Department. It might be best at 
this time to submit a full report on the whole pumping situation. 


Immediately after my arrival here it wae found necessary to instal a 
new foot-velve in the pump at this echool. This was purchased and 
installed by the order of the Indian Agent, and I purposely refrain- 
ed from having anything to do with it. I should say,however, that the 
pump sent up by the Marshall-Wells Jo. wes equipped with , foot-valve 
which came attached to the pump itself. Apparently the persons instal- 
ling this equipment were unaware that this foot-valve was to be dis- 
connected and inserted in the bottom of the pumping cylinder, as the 
mechanic who made the repairs manufactured a foot valve on the half- 
ball type, enclosed in a cage also made locally. This was installed 
and for a while all went well, although the pump never worked at the 
Capacity intended. Then came the fire and the subsequent repais made 
to both pump and engine. I should mention that when the fire took 
place, the teép rods of the plunger were burnt to ashes, and the whole 
plunger fell to the bottom of the barrel, and quite conceivably caused 
damage to the cage containing the foot-valve. Previous to this I should 
also mention the trouble we had had with the engine, due to the ab- 
sence on it of an a&tomatic lubricator. After some delay authority was 
ert by the Department for the purchase of a Madision-Kipp type of 
ubricator, but less than a month after installation, the pump house 
was burned to the ground, necessitating the purchase of a new one aft- 
er repairs had been made to the engine. 


From this time on, we have had serious trouble with the pump, which 
would stick on the up stroke and jam the engine. This to my mind in- 
dicated one of two things, either trouble with the pump itekef, or an 
obstruction in the pipe line. I consulted experts, saolnding Se local

hauled. Due to a shortage of help and pressure of work, the mechanic 
could only put one man on the job, and so, on account of the schools 
havpythem been without water for some days, I worked myself for sixteen 
hours on the engine without a stop, and we had it inmatalled that night. 
The engihe was set up with the head complete, the water connections made 
and the w. + Then the engine was started but it refused to 
work, although we us several starters on it. I though perhaps that it 
was the gasket at fault and that water wae running into the cylinder 
and as it was then midnight, I took the boys down to bed, after turning 
off the water into the cylinder. The next morning, Sunday, I sent for 
the mechanic who came up and tried for an hour to start it. Then we 
removed the head and re-set the gasket. In order to geal the gasket 
the mechanic sterted the engine without turning in the water, and at 
Started right off, and as soon as it was Tunning, the water was tuned ir 
and the engine Beeea. thus proving that there was a leak in the head 
prior to thie ection. Mr. Halliday, the Indian Agent, was present when 
this took plsce.I think that any engineer will admit that it is not 
dangerous to start an engine and immediately turn in the water, thus 
rencering easy the starting of an engie in cold weather. In fact Mr. 
Hallidey informed me f in his office that he does the same thing 
with his boat engine” . borrowed a head from the Sawmill engine 
and ran with it until the new one, authorised by Mr. Beriiday for 
Ghase, after I had been down to see him and taken the 41d head wit me, 
arrived on the 5.8.Louise the following day. The engine now runs mei) 
8 perfe and I should inform you at we only ve 
to pump Por three our # at the most, three times a week, where- 
as prior to this overhauling, we pumped for as long as fourteen hours 
a day and got but little for our trouble. 


These are the facts of the case, and whilst this report is lengthy, it 
is necessarily so, as I want th you and the Department to realise wh: 
we have been up against with the equipment since the fire of a year ag 
Mr. os statement is a grave mistatement of fact, and how he 
can say that the pump would not work because the Suatie was giving 
trouble, I fail to see. Never once,and I have the word of the engineer 
and the boy who hae charge of the engine, has this engine been run wit 
out the water betng turned in, outside of the one time when it was don 
by the mechanic in question who was apparently doing it intentionally 
to find out if it was water thet was Gausing the trouble with starting 
In any case this man was working for the Indian Agent who had given 
suthority for the work to be done.

I have 
tried repeatediy to work with hiw, out when he writes back to me that 
he will not even pavs my suyveations on to the Vepartinent for consid- 
eration, it is smail wonder that I try to approach them in other ways. 
When I vrote to bim about the truck orovided by the Departwent, he in- 
forned me that he would not send in the request to Ottawa for their 
consideration, and if I had not have taken it up with you, we would 

not have got th. truck, which ha@ paid for iteelf already in work per- 
formed. I have always been willing and am yet to work through Mr. Hall- 
iday, and wili go the limit to meet the wishes of the Department in 
this respec’, but though J regret to say it, if we only had what Mr. 
Halliday has got for the school, we would have mighty little. There is 
a big work to be cone here and it has not been deveb&ped as it should 
have been, due to lack of financial help in the past. Now, with the ad 
vent of the new and eniaryed school, wants have become necessities, and 
the money involved oas been considerable. Let me assure you that I wily 
do my best, though if you fgel that I am at fault in the matter of 
co-operation as far as Mr. “alliday is concerned, I am willing to step 
asice and let someone else try.

Dear Mr.Anfield,- 


I beg to acknowledge receipt of your letter of 
the 10th inetant with which you furnished a sketch of what 
you consider should be the lay-out of the barn and hog house 
for the new sthool at Alert Bay. While it is a little early 
to consider matters pertaining to the out-buildings, I ma 
Say that the sketeh which yéu sent conforms generally wit. 
the plans of other such buildings which the Department has 
erected in the past at other schools. I note youvant pro- 
vision made for twenty cows, but I may say that with the small 
amount of land which will ve available for pasturage and hay- 
growing at Alert Bey, I can not see how you Gan possibly take 
care of a herd of that size. Surely they will supply more than 
enough milk for the School. ‘Twelve animals, to my mind, would 
be sufficient. I, however, will send your sketch on to our 
Architect at Ottawa. 


With regard to the temporary shool room now in use, 
I may say that the plans and specifications deal only with 
the main building and no mention is made about moving this 
building or the cottage. This work, no doubt, will be attended 
to by the contractor as an extra, after a price has been sube 
mitted through the Inspector of Works, who will be in come 
munication with the Department as the work progresses. The mogt 
important thing at the present time is to get the main buildings 
under construction as Carly ag possible.

2. Sewage disposal. Whilst in town I had a long chat with Mr. Webb, the 
onre? Yngineer of the Water Power Branch of the Dept; of the Interior, 
whose Dept. handled the report on the water and sewage systems for the 
new school here. Mr. Webb assured me that the new plant would be well 
and safely handled by the outfall system recommended, but that should 
a shtuation arise that would demand the installation of the septic tank 
system, that provision is being made in the plans for such a system to 
to be installed without interfemence with the building at all. I feel 
that it would be best to leave this matter as it stands now and abide 
by the expert advice in possession of the Departmant, 


3. + The plant installed in the Lytton school is a 6 and 3 K.¥ 
ster-Bruston Automatic gas. plant. I unde§stood from Mr. Lett that the 

plant was ample for the requirements of the school there, where the plar 
provides no power at all outside of lighting. The situation here should 
be carefully watched as the engineer's report and location plans show 
that the same plant in addition to lighting the building, is to have 
lines run to the proposed new barn up the hill, and in addition is to 
provide power for pumping purposes, both for the main and auxiliary 
systems. This is a considerable load to put on a plant of this type,and 
although the Department will doubtless consult expert opinion,we should 
make it our business to see that adequate power is provided for all the 
requirements of the new inst&tution. 


4 Rewpicritson pl it. A large ammonia plant is installed in the Lytton 
ilding, whic. 8 to be used as a main supply refrigerator and also as 
a_ kitchen refrigerator. This means that the refrigerator is opened and 
closed many times during the d and if large pieces of meat are to be 
stored there safely, the operat: costs of keeping this refrigerator 
going are going to be high. It ld also be borne in mind that the door 
of the refrigerator is only a stone's throw from the kitchen range. When 

the time comes, it might be wise to sugvest that the main refrigerator 
be placed elsewhere and kept only for storage of meat, and a small type 
such as the "Frigidaire" be placed right inthe kitchen and hooked on to 
the power plant, for it is apparent that a ‘plant will be needed here cap. 
able of providing pewer for several purposes.

ARR fthoee i tue I enclose sketches of alterations desired. In con- 
nection with e chen corridor, as far I can see, this corridor is 
not needed and if taken out would enlarge the kitchen and the staff 
dining-room, both of which are too small,especially the latter. This 
would undoubtedly save money as two walla and two doors less would be 
needed. My purpose in asking for the door at the other end of kitchen 
to be moved is that it is too near the range which will not fit in if 
this door is left as at present shown on the plan.

Double doors are required at both ends of corridor on main floor as the 
children undress for bed in the bacements and proceed upstairs in their 
night attire, and with no doors at either end it is liable to lead to 
trouble. There should also be a door on the left end of the corridor on 
the second floor as it means that any boys proceeding to the infirmary 
would have direct vision into the Girls’ dormitories. Little changes like 
this involving but little money will mean all the difference as far as 
supervision.is concerned. 


Just whether or not this is the right time to bring these matters be- 

fore the Department I leave to you, though I feel that it might be bet- 

ter to hold off until the contract is let and an inspector of works is 
on the job.

Dear Sir :- 


In connection with the proposed new building to be erected 
by the Department of Indian Affairs at this centre during the coming 
winter, I am venturing to bring to your attention certain suggestions 
that I feel might aid the Department in erecting a —— which will 
enable + the Commission to administer it with a minimum of inconven- 
idence, and which will in addition possibly save the Department some 
money in extras. I should say that I have but recently returned from 
a visit to Lytton where in conjunction with the Principal, I went over 
the buildi recently built there by the Department, a replica of 
which building is to be erected here. It is a magnificent institution 
and well worthy of the Department that built it. However, there are 
certain circumstances at Alert Bay that are totally different from 
those existing at Lytton, and a few changes might be helpful. 


1. Reversal of plans. On his recent visit to Alert Bay, I asked Dr. 
Scott if 1t would be possible to have the plan reversed, and he 
assented. This would necessitate the removal of the Principal's 
residence to the right of the plan, and the boys’ and girls’ sides 
would also change. This will leave the boys and girls on the same 
sides as they are here now in the twe separate schools. Such action 
is absolutely necessary on account of the placement of woodsheds, 
and the layout of the farm,etc., On talking this matter over with 
Commissioner Ditchburn in Victoria this past week, he seemed to be 
of the impréseion that the reversal would only mean the changing 
of the residence and then automatically making the right wing into 
a girls' wing, and the left for the boys. It should be clearly un- 
derstood before work commences that the reversal of the plan mst 
be complete, including the reversal of the laundry and boiler rooms. 
In fact the plan should be read in ite entirety as a left hand plan. 
If for example the laundry were to be left as at present shown, it 
would meam an acute disciplinary problem, as the girls would be 
working on the same side as the boys' wing, and the same would 
apply to the kitchen, whilst the boys who would be working in the 
boiler room would then have access to the girls’ wing. The upper 
floors,especially the ground floor would have to change to suit the 
plumbing arrangements of the basement. This matter should be most 
carefully watched or we are going to have an appalling time with 
supervision in the new building.

In looking over the conditions very critically, 
I feel more than ever satisfied that the Department was wise 
in selecting this site vor the building. In spite of the 
heavy rains which we have had lately, the ground is absolutely 
dry and if a drainage system is installed at a slight distance 
from the building when everything is complete there never should 
be any trouble as there has been in the Girls Home Building. 


I have not yet been advised as to who will 
inspect the work as it goes along, but I thought it wise to 
inform you that the contractor was making good headway and that 
he expects his tirst shipment of cement in three or four days.

Dear Sir:- 


After long and careful consideration, I have reached 

: the place where I consider it necessary that this school should 
in the near future be provided with a gas-boat, and I must ask 
yeu to give careful consideration to my request that a recommend- 
ation in this respect go forward to the Department of Indian 
Affairs, with a view to an estimate for same being inelyded in 
the Departmental expenses for next financial year, should the 
Department give favourable consideration to our request. 


Personally speaking, I am much averse to having a boat at this 
school, as I realize quite well that they are a liability and a 
worry. But there are features that quite offset these, and I 
will detail them as follows:- 


1. Food supply, fishiof different kinds. Although this school 
has been running for rty-seven years, as far as I can find 
out, the school has never put down a winter's supply of fish, 
certainly not since the Commission took over the schools. For 
the past two years I have been in possession of a permit to take 
out up to one thousand fish from the Nimpkish River, but I have 
been unable to take advantage of this permit on account of lack 
of boat facilities. At the time when it is best to take these 
fish the Indians are all fishing on seine boasts, and it is 
impossible to get an Indian to give one any fish, as they are 
being paid big money for them. The few small gas boats 
available for charter are expensive, and in most cases are 
unsafe for crossing over to the Nimpkish in rough weather. 

As this type of fishing is done in the early morning at a fish 
trap, it means that we have to go over the river in the dark, 
and this needs a good boat with a good engine. i/e have been 
over three times this year, and took out two hundred fish, 
Which we have salted down for use during the winter. We could 
hdve gone over more often, but the only boat I could charter 
was too small, and the owner would not take it out, (It is a 

16 ft. boat) on account of rough weather. ith a boat of our 
own, we gould go over to the river and camp there for two or 
three days at a time, and thus get enough fish to keep the 
school in food, and thus save on the meat bills which are out- 
Yageously high. The children need, and should have fish for food 
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Fish is the natural food of the Indian of the coast, and both the 
Indian and Fisheries Departments go to great lengths to see that the 
Indian people have ample facilities for getting fish for winter food. 
Yet here in the schools, in the centre of the fishing district of the 
whole goast, it is impossible for us to get fish at any price unless 
we go and get it ourselves. It siene pe asked why do the Indians 
not give us fish for their om children. This is answered by the 
fact that all fish caught are the property of a whole orew, and in 
any case the prices received for their catch are so high that it 
does not pay to be generous. Another feature that I am well aware 

of is the fact that the local Indians are not any too well disposed 
towards the schools on account of the presence of the northern 
children. Many years ago, when the locals refused to send their 
children to s@hool, children from the north were beought down, and 
have been here ever since, we now having on the rolls children of 
parents who were in theix turn pupils at Alert Bay. This action 
brought about a feeling that has never quite disappeared. This 
might also be the reason why they are not keen on taking us over the 
river to gaff fish out of theiz (as they put it) fish traps. 

Apart from the fall-fish which we would salt down, we could get 
fresh fish from the same trap from the month of June on, including 
sockeye and other types. /e could also engage in halibut fishing 

on a small scale when they are running this way in the spring, as 

we have all the necessary gear here now, but no boat from which to 
use ite I fished halibut with my small gas boat a year ago, and 
with great success, but Lt had to sell the boat as it was unsafe 

for rough weather being only a sixteen foot boat. In the new school, 
with a large pupilage, it is almost imperative that we have 
facilities for securing fish for food purposese 


Re ee and creighttiue As you are aware, the Departnent are 
making extensive clearing on the school reserve. This is going to 
mean a tremendous amount of fenoing. In addition, all our other 
fencing much of wifich has been up for many years, needs replanning 
and replacing to suit the new conditions at this centre when the 
new school is completed and in operation. Fence posts on this coast, 
€o be worth anything at all, must be of cedar. There is no cedar at 
all on this island, and we are going to have topay Indians to go 
out and haul in cedar be for fence posts. This will cost money, 
as they will charge for the logs as well as the towage. If we had a 
work boat of our own, the cost would be that of fuel alone. I can 
assure you that we are going to need hundreds and hundreds of posts 
when we do start fencing in earnest, as the Department of Animal 
Health demand that the school land be entirely enclosed, and at 
present, although the Department authorized it, not even the line 
fence is in. In addition to this need, 4 boat could be very useful 
for hauling freight from the different wharves to the school. 
Although it is possible that the Department will fix the Sawmill 
wharf, ox make arrangements to have it declared a public wharf and 
placed under the Public Yorks Department, there are many poats that 
bring freight to us that will not call at any wharf butthe Cannery, 
and in summer when we are short handed, it is no light task for a 
couple of men to have to truck or pack freight for a mile, especially 
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nen the goods might be large and cumbersome such as W.A. bales. 
A boat would make short work of such a task. 


3. Visiting out-stations and villages. We have quite a number of 
children who live in villages only 6 tew miles from the school, 
yet during the summer months, when the parents are busy fishing, 
and all boats are employed either seining or trolling, we have 

had cases of children who have peen weeks late in returning to 
school solely because there was no way for them to get down. 

Whilst I grant that the fathers should make arrangements to bring 
them in on time, yet you know that it is hard to get an Indian to 
quit fishing just to take their ohildren back to school. At any 
vate, they don't do it, and if we had a boat, we could run up 

and pick up all these ehildren in short order. A gyeat deal of 
work, and valuable work too, gould be done in the way of reoruiting 
4zrips during the winter, when the Indians are in their winter 
village which in most cases are only accessible to small gas-boats. 


The foregoing matters more or less convince me of the necessity of 
our having a boat, and the yemaining factor to consider it what kind 
of a boat. I would suggest a boat of at least 30 feet in length, 
and equipped with a heavy duty type of engine. Such a boat could 

be procured second hand for abouts $1,000.00. Mr. Halliday, the 
Indian Agent, is a good judge of boats, and I think that should the 
Department decide to make a grant, that the purchase could safely 
be left in the hands of lit. Halliday, whose knowledge of this coast 
and the needs of the school, would enable him to select a type that 
would be both useful and serviceable to the schools. 


fay I commend this matter to your most careful consideration, 
Yours very sincerely,

The Department of Indian Af- 
fairs is erecting a new Indian resi- | 
dential school at Alert Bay. 

The structure, on which consid- | 
erable work has already been done, | 
will accommodate 175 children, and | 
is intended as a monument to the | 
work of the pioneer missionaries | 
whose efforts carried to the native 
peoples of the Coast their first real 
knowledge of the white man’s re- 
ligion and culture. It is furthermore, | 
a witness to the keen interest taken | 
by the Government of Canada in 
the Indian peoples. The building 
and its equipment will cost in the 
neighborhood of $250,000. 

In view of the acute economic 
situation among the Coast Indians 
at present, the Alert Bay School 
principal and staff, as well as the 
Indian peoples of the district, are 
hoping that the Department of In- 
dian Affairs will equip the school 
with modern shops and machinery 
so that the children may leave with 
sufficient technical knowledge to be 
able to augment their living as fish- 
ermen with some useful trade or 
handicraft 

A high school section is to be pro- 
vided for in the new building, and 
within the next twelve months some 
pupils, it is anticipated, will be ready 
for classes in this, 

The building is modern in every 
respect. In addition to the five 
classrooms there are big dormitories, 
infirmaries for boys and girls, and 
spacious playrooms. The auditorium 
will accommodate 300, and will be 
convertible into a gymnasium. One 
of the classrooms will be used as a 
chapel until further provision is 
made, either by the Diocese of Co- 
lumbia or the Department of Indian 
Affairs,

Mr. Anfield, the Acting Principal of our Society's School at 
Alert Bay, has expressed to our Commission his very deep concern that 
the recommendation he made to the Inspector of Works on the new school 
building, with regard to the provision of proper chapel accommodation, 
has not been accepted. His recommendation as set forth in his letter to 
the Inspector of Works on Jan. 19th last, was as follows:- 


"That the roof of the coal cellar be raised up one floor also, 
and that a door be provided to connect the new room thus formed 
With the auditorium. A little explanation is needed here. No 
chapel is provided in this building, and the local church will 
not nearly accommodate the number of children that will be 
enrolled at this school. This means that we will hage to 
utilize the auditorium as a temporary chapel until the local 
church ig enlarged or other provision made. If our auditorium 
is used in this way, we will have a temporary and movable altar, 
prayer desk, lectern, etc., and we must have somewhere to store 
them when the auditorium is used as a gym, ox phy room, or 
concert hall. We would further require a vestry for the presiding 
clergyman to robe in. ‘This corner room would just suit the 
Situation ideally, as well as provising a store room for 
auditorium chairs, etc., I wish to press this item most srongly." 


Our Commission have very carefully considered this recommendation with 
the blue print plans before them, and fhey feel that it deserves re- 
consideration by your Department. I beg to suggest, therefore, that the 
attention of your architect be directed to this important matter, and 
that steps be taken, if at all possible, to incorporate in the new 
building, the impsovement suggested.

I notice from a perusal of the ground plan 
of the new building, that no provision has been made for a 
floor drain in the main dining room, and I would appreciate 
your careful consideration of this_matter, with a view to 
reporting on this question to the Dgpartment. 


Although thie floor is to be of the terrazzo type, I stil 
think it would be most advantageous to have a floor drain 
put in, as the floor will be washed dowm daily. Although I 
am far from being an engineer, I would not think that it 
would be negessary to grade the floor for swoh a drain, as 
idea is werely to have a drain into which the water could 
be guided with broome or mops, rather than to have a gravit 
flow towards such a drain.

CONCRETE 

Conorete used for the foundations of the 
machinery shall be composed of the following ingred- 
ients proportioned by volume into what is known as a 


1:2:4 mixture; 


cement 1 part 

fine aggregate 2 parts 
coarse aggregate 4 parts 
water 


The cement shall be a first-class Portland 
cement of standard brand, free from lumps or foreign 
matter, and until it is used shall be stored in a 


pbuilding which will protect it from the weather. 


FINE AGGREGATE 

Fine aggregate shall consist of sand, 
crushed stone or gravel screenings; the particles 
shall be hard, dense and Aurable and such that they 
will pass through a 1/4 inch mesh screen. It shall 
be clean and free from soft particles, clay, loam 
and all organic matter; and it shall be so graded 
that when dry and well-shaken the voids will not 


exceed thirty percent. 


COARSE AGGREGATE 

Coarse aggregate shall consist of crushed 
stone or gravel having its smallest particles 
approximately 1/4 inch in diameter and its largest 
particles approximately 1s inches in diameter. It 


ghall be graded from the smallest to the largest 
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particles and shall be clean, hard, durable and 


free from all deleterious matter. 


WATER 


Water used in mixing concrete shall be

Sir: 


I wish to draw your attention to the fact that although Mr. 
Carson, the contractor on the new school has almost finished with 
the building proper, nothing has been done yet about the out-build- 
ings nor about the water supply. I heard indirectly that a firm in 
Vancouver, by the name of Bartholemew & Montgomery, had got the con- 
tract, but they have not yet appeared on the ground, and if the 
building is to be ready for occupancy by September first they will 
have to make the most of their time, and to use a common expression, 
"get a move on", 


When the school closed for the summer holidays, it was decided 
that, if possible, it would open in the new building on September 
first, or if there happened to be a few days delay, a timely notice 
would be sent to the pupils so it would not be necessary to re-open 
in the old buildings, as I understand there will be a sarge influx 
of new pupils, and if they could not come in with the others, it 
would only lead to confusion, delay and unnecessary expense for the 
pupils concerned. 


If you can do anything to expedite matters, it will be greatly 
appreciated.

Acting under instructions from Mr. Ditchourn, and in company 
with the Principal, Mr. Anfield, I have made a complete list of 
certain mill work - boarding for cupboards, etc. - necessary for 
the new Indian Residential School here, & short specification of 
which is herewith attached. It was found necessary, in order to 
quote on such a large order accurately, to get prices from Van- 
couver on small panel doors, tables, benches, etc. This I have 
done, and find a difference of only $48.00 between the two com- 
panies which submitted prices. 


In my opinion, the present contractor, Mr. Carson, would be 
the only man capable of carrying out this work satisfactorily, 
and at the price which I am about to quote, it must be borne in 
mind that this material is of such @ nature that it requires a 
lot of handling. He has the facilities for draying, and his own 
dock immediately adjacent to the building, whereas if a stranger 
was to attempt the work, it is possible the nearest place he could 
have the material dumped would be Cook's dock, which is fully half 
a mile distant, and there is no other motor truck in the village 
save Mr. Carson's. Besides, he has on hand, and will have for the 
next four or five weeks, competent workmen, such as are really nec~- 
essary to carry out the installation satisfactorily. I must here 
remark, however, that Mr. Carson impresses upon me that while he 
is willing to do the work providing it is done before he completes 
the school, he at the same time also states that if his men have 
left he would be unable to undertake it. He should, at the present 
rate of progress, be finished with the main building not later than 
the 5th of September, so in the event of this work meeting with 
your immediate approval, may I ask that the advice of it being 
carried out be sent me by wire. 


The following is roughly what Mr. Carson gives me as his def~- 
{nition of the different costs in connection with the work; the 
total sum being $5,922.50.

With Mr. Halliday I went over the new building 
very nearly completed. This will be a fine school though it 
strikes me that the dining room is going to be small. I 
was pleased to see that an improved form of flooring 
4n the basement is being used, consisting of a sortof 
mosaic chip. This will save the constant trouble and 
dust nuisance as in other schools where straight cement or 
composition has been used. I did not meet the principal 
he unfortunately being away. The builder informed me 
that he anticipates trouble with the windows leaking as 
at present constructed. Apparently here the rain blows in 
with considerable force against the glass, and owing to 
wind pressure will not easily get away. He suggests the 
use of wood or copper strips on tie outside of the windows 
leading over the edges of the windows where they leak.

I should be pleased if you would inform 
the Department of Indian affairs that tenders are being 
called for the supply of hose, nozzles and equipment 
for outside fire hydrants for the above mentioned school. 


This material was not included in the 
contract of Messrs. Bartholomew, Montgomery and Company. 
Copies of tender forms are enclosed for your information. 


In connection with the inside fire equip- 
ment for the school, I would be pleased to have you call 
the attention of the Department of Indien affairs to the 
specifications for the school building. These state that 
the inside fire hydrants shall be equipped with 6 feet 
of hose. I presume this wes intended for 60 feet but the 
contractor has supplied only 6 feet. 


The specifications also state that the 
pipe supplying the inside hydrants shall be connected to 
the domestic service pipe. This should not be, as in 
the event of fire, so much water pipe is exposed to the fire 
hazard that a break anywhere would so reduce the pressure 
as to make the inside hydrants almost useless. In 
addition, when the fire engine is put in operation, no 
water would be available for inside use when the reserve 
in the tank is used up. 


As the cost of segregating these pipes 
would not exceed $100.00 and as outside connections 
have already been provided for this purpose, 1 would 
advise having it done now.

Relative to the question of fuel for the heating plant for 
the new building shortly to be completed at this centre, please be 
advised that I have made a careful investigation into the possibility 
of burning sawdust instandard sawdust burners, and beg to submit the 
following information for your consideration. 


A. Suitability. It is pretty generally conceded that where conditiom 
are equable, this type of fuel is from all points of view more 
economical and more easily handled than any other, excepting oil, 
which as faras this plant is concerned, is not at present very 
practicable, due to lack of electrical energization. 

Storage. We have a coal cellar here of 20! x 20*' x 10', or 4000 
cuefeet, or 20 units of sawdust, There is also @ailable the coal 
cellar of the Girls' Home, with a capacity of 5000 sacks, or 120 
units of sacked sawdust. Working on a basis of 200 units per year 
or at the most 300 units, it will be seen that we have sufficient 
storage space for all our needs. 

Source of supply. Whilst it is conceded that the sawdust burner 

8 suitable, yet everything depends on a Guarantee of supply. This 
has been very carefully gone into, and the Telegraph Cove Mills ,Ltq 
situated only 45 minutes towing time from the school beach, is 
prepared to guarantee unconditionally a full supply of sawdust for 
at least five years. They have at present, on a personal check, 
sufficient sawdust on hand to last us for three years, andas thei 
investment is sufficiently large to preclude any quick closing up 
of the business, we are reasonably safe for that time, and the 
saving on this type of fuel in that space of time will have been 
sufficient to offset thec apital expenditure made for the initial 
installation of this equipment. This firm proposes to ship the 
sawdust in large 100 1b. sax., which worked on a basis of 4000 lb. 
to the unit, means 40 sacks to the unit. 

De Comparative Heating values. In order to ascertain the comparative 
heating values of sawdust and coal, our present fuel, I have appr- 
oached the Forestry Dept. for a report. Remembering that the “unit 
of sawdust is derived from the approximate equal content of 1 cde 
of wood, they find as follows:- 

1 cord or unit of fir equals 1 ton of coal 

2.10 cedar bi be 
hemlock ® 
spruce ® 
larch L ® 


The wood in these tests was air dried, with 12% moisture only. 


The coal on which the test was based was of 14,000 B.T.U's per ton. 
We should remember however, that the sawdust to be supplied here 
would have a considerably greater moisture content than 12%. on the 
other hand, it must be borne in mind that the coal used here is of 
only approx. 10,500 B.T.U's, or atthe outside 12,000 B.T.U's per ton 
The equational comparison would therefore remain approximately 

the same. The Telegraph Cove Mills cut over @ year is on an average 
50% himlock, 40% fir, and 10% cedar which would give us a norm. of 
1.50 units of sawdust to the ton of coal. Taking into account 

the moisture content of this sawdust, which onaccount of open air 
storage would be somewhat heavy, we could reasonably say that we 
would use 2 units of sawdust to the ton of coal.

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a ost. The Telegraph Coré Mills Ltd., offer inwriting with a five 
ear guarantee of suppby, 100 lb. sack of sawdust for lig per sack, 

the school to provide the sacks. This price is f.o.b. the mills at 
Telegraph Cove. Assuning 40 sacks to the unit, this would mean 
a price of 60¢ a unit. (Victoria and Vancouver prices are $2.25 - 
$2.50 a unit dela). ‘The Mills are prepared to haul our small scow 
to and from the Mills for $1 a unit, and the scow would hold approx 
3 units.e On the other hand, if the school had a boat of its own, 
we could haul ourselves and save 50% of the hauling coste The scow 
will be delivered at the school wharf, and we could 
120 sacks in about one half hour, enabling the scow 
same trip. 


Assuming that we would use 100 tons of Coal per annum, we would 
use 200 units of sawdust.

Fe. Objections to Sawdust burner The primary objection to these 
burners is of course instability of fuel supply. This, in my 
opinion is reasonably covered. Another objection which we have 
given serious consideration is the question of the action of 
salt water sawdust to the tubes of the boilers. Whilst I have 
record of certain of these burners being removed for this reason 
yet we have close to hand the case of the Alert Bay Sawmill 
boiler, which for fifteen years has burned sawdust in a satur- 
ated state direct from the saws. They have not had to replace 
a tube in the fifteen years of operation. One other objection 
Taised is the question of blow-back through the hoppers. This 
is a danger only met with incrtain types of burners, but 
any burner well guarded with triangular plates in the f eed 
lines should not have any trouble in this connection. 

G. Recommendation In view of the foregoing, I would recommend 
that serious consideration be given to trying out these burners 
on the following basis:- 

1. To instal on one only of the two furnaces a 24 inch burner 
of approved and satisfactory make. I might mention here that 
the Fuel Mills, Ltd., Vancouver, B.C. have a 24 inch burner, 
second hand, that they are willing to install for $150.00, 
subject to satisfaction. Should the burner be not satisfact- 
ory, it may be returned and we will only be out the freight. 

2 To install on the high pressure steam boiler for the laundry 
one only 16 inch burner of approved type. 

This would give us the other furnace and the jacket heater for 

coal, vroviding double protection in the event of either not 

functioning. 

I attach hereto measurement form on the two boilers in question 

that lettered “a* being the large low pressure heating boiler, 

and that lettered "3" being the high pressure boiler for the 

supplying of steam to the laundry machinery.

I would appreciate your bringing to the attention 
of the Department the matter of fire hose for the hydrant 
stands in the new building. You will have observed that 
there is but six feet of hose on each stand pipe, and whilst 
I realize that these have been installed in accordance with 
the specifications, yet it does not seem very practicable, 
nor does it provide sufficient fire protection for this plant. 


Thinking that the purchase of this hose might have 
been left with Mr. Warren, the Water Works Engineer, I have 
not brought this matter to your attention before, but on ask- 
ing Mr. Warren yesterday regarding this, he informed me that 
it was mo part of his work. I would recommend that at least 
fifty feet additional hose and possibly more, be added to each 
hydrant stand in the building.

notify the Contractor to pay such account, and if a week elapse and the same be not paid 
in full, the Superintendent General may pay such account and may charge the same to the 
Contractor, and the Contractor covenants with the Superintendent General to repay ut once 
any and every sum so paid. 


8. That if the Contractor fails at any time in paying salaries or wages of any pe’ son 
employed by him upon or in respect of the said works, or any of them, and any part of 
such salary is one month in arrear, or if there be due to any such person one month’s wages 
or salary, the Superintendent General may notify the Contractor to pay such salary or 
wages, and if two days elapse and the same be not paid in full up to date of payment, or 
to such other date as may be in accordance with the terms of employment of such person, 
then the Superintendent General may pay to such person his salary or wages from any date 
to any date and to any amount which may be payable, and may charge the same to the 
Contractor, and the Contractor covenants with the Superintendent General to repay at once 
any and every sum so paid. 


4. That pursuant to the Statute in that behalf, this Agreement is made subject to the 
express condition that no member of the House of Commons of Canada shall be admitted 
to any share or part of this Agreement or any benefit to arise therefrom. 


5. That the Contractor shall not assign, transfer or set over this contract or any 
interest therein to any person or persons whomsoever, without the consent, in writing, 
of the Superintendent General of Indian Affiirs first had and obtained.

* ‘urther to my letter of the 5th ultimo having 
reference to the recommendation of the Principal of the 
Alert Bay School that a large sawdust burner should be 
installed on one of the big boilers and a smaller one on 
‘he high pressure boiler, I beg to say the Mill fuels 
Limited, of Vancouver, have had a representative ¢o to 
Alert Ray to see what size sawdust burners would be most 
suitable and he has now reported that a 40" one would be 
necessary for the big boiler and a 15" one for the high 
pressure boiler. The cost of these two burners installed 
at the School would be 950.00. 


At first they wanted 20% down and the balance 
on installation but they were informed that the Department 
did not purchase on terms of this nature and it would be 
necessary to give some kind of euarantee as to their proving 
satisfactory, I have received a further letter stating they 
are willing to install these burners for the Department and 
payment to be made after thirty days trial upon the same 
being found satisfactory, failing which the burners will be 
removed at the expense of the Company. I am, therefore, of 
the opinion it might be a good idea to give these sawdust 
burners a months trial as undoubtedly if they are satisfactory 
the cost of fuel at the Alert Bay School will be a very great 
percentage less than would be the case if they had used coal. 
As stated in my previous letter the Sayward Building, Victoria, 
has a saving of 30% over the cost of slab wood which is also 
a very cheap fuel, but with coal the saving should be a much 
larger percentage. I am attaching hereto copy of the Company's 
letters.

The last four items on the list of extras, you will notice, were 
done under my authority, as being urgently needed during the course 
of construction and no time to obtain authority from the Department.

Deas’ Sir: 


Tn the specification there is no provision made for door bumpers; 
it would be, as you are aware, perfectly fatal to be without them in 
a building of this nature; I therefore had them placed on the various 
doors et a cost of $40.00. 


There was also no mention of a front door lock; a first-class 
combination double night latch Yale lock in solid brass, has been 
placed on the front door at a cost of $20.00. 


Item No.3, extra sewer connection for bakery and kitchen sink 
at a cost of $20.00 really became necessary on account of the switch- 
over of the building, bringing all the sewerage and rain water out 
on the one side in place of, as shown on the original block plan, 
part coming out on either side. 


Concerning item 4, we discovered towards the close of the con- 
tract that there was no provision made for hot and cold water and 
steam mixing taps to soap barrel. This I authorized to be done in 
the laundry. Also a flush-out tap to attach hose to, there being 
nothing, as you are aware, on the laundry tubs excepting spring bib- 
cocks, and also had provided a tap in the boiler room.

Would you kindly advise me what is intended to be done 
with the surplus material in the old school buildings. The 
Missionary Society of the Church in Canada have an idea they 
have some claim on it, but on the other hand, a great deal of 
the material was purchased directly by the Department. There 
are two kitchen ranges, one in each building, and unless some- 
thing is done with them, they will very quickly deteriorate. 


I should also like to be advised what is intended to be 
done with the old Boys' School, whether it should be sold for 
the material that is in it, or whether it should simply be des- 
troyed and burned. I do not think that any great sum could be 
»btained from it, as when a building is torn down and the lum- 
ber taken, it is usually so full of nails and other blemishes 
as to be not worth very much, in fact hardly worth the tearing 
down. 


Has any decision been arrived at yet regarding the old 
Girls' Home? There has been a good deal of discussion regard- 
ing this building, and personally I am of the opinion that if 
the Department intend establishing a tubercular sanitarium for 
the Indians, that this would make a good central station for it, 

eing used as an administrative building, while the patients tham- 
elves could be put in small huts outside. As you are aware, 
ere have been many recommendations made on this matter, and 
some of the most eminent specialists on tuberculosis have made 
extensive researches regarding this disease. If this place was 
et aside for incipient cases, more particularly for children,and 
@ competent staff appointed to look after it, the children could 
be educated, as there are classrooms in this building itself, and 
I think there would be very little danger on account of its close 
proximity to the new building.

We have to acknowledge with pleasure 
your 15/6/16520 of the 16th instant, conveying the information 
that the Department is contemplating the early construction 
of a stock barn for this School. The enclosed blue print has 
been carefully studied in conjunction with your request, and 
we have the honour to place before you the following suggestionsi- 


(1) Size of herd. 


This in our opinion should take into 
consideration our capacity for providing feed, and also 
and very important, the capacity of the school, which 
we might say will averave 170 to 175. It is, we know, 
the earnest desire of the Department that their Indian 
children receive as much milk aw possible, and we must 
expect to have to provide hay and feed for some two 
years or more yet. May we amend your suggested number 
of 12 to a total stall capacity of 16. , 


(2) Additional needs to stalls: 


We would suggest that the plan includ 
a bull pen, calf pen, and calving pen for cows. A sketch 
is enclosed which we pass on to convey our ideas to you. 
Instead of the large amount of space allocated to cow 
stalls we would suggest accommodation for one team of horses 
with harness room, one dairy with concrete cooling pit, and 
beneath this a root cellar with a capacity of at least 25 
tons of roots and vegetables. 


(3) Weather conditions: 


In view of the vast amount of 
rainfall at Alert Bay, we place before you for consideration: 
(a The need of a concrete manure pite — 
The essential meed of careful tile drainage around this 
barn. 
That the walls of the weather side be waterproofed as 
much as possible (we draw to your attention the fact that 
the weather side walls of the residence of the new 
school are always damp). }~. 
That the concrete walls of this barn be built up to 
4 feet 6 inches from the floor. ¥ 


That all floors and mangers be of concrete rather than 
plank. We would estimate that the weather here 
especially in winter would render plank floors a poor 
investment. 


(4) Ventilation Shafts.

Dear Sir:- 


With reference to your letter of April 15th, 1930, 
#15-6~-17399 and also your letter of more recent date, I deeply 
regret that I have been for the last few weeks quite ill, and 
unable to attend to this matter at an earlier date. 


I now have pleasure, however, in submitting my report 
together with a letter given me by Principal Anfield at the 
residential school at Alert Bay, of May Sth. ‘This letter I am 
glad to say will show that with the exception of the remarks 
which I have to make regarding the seepage and the raising of 
the chimneys that lir. Anfield appears to be from the enclosed 
letter perfectly satisfied with all else in connection with 
the building. 


I now beg to submit my report. Upon arriving at 
Alert Bay, I first got in touch with your Indian Agent, lr. 
Halliday. He seemed to be perfectly satisfied that I shoulda 
simply act upon the former list of complaints submitted to you 
by the Principal, of which at the time you also sent me a copy, 
with the result that I went up to the school and for two or 
three days made a thorough investigation of everything, even 
before going up I was convinced that it was not the roof which 
was leaking, and upon investigation was further convinced that 
this was the case. I know of two or three Places in town here 
which have given exactly the same trouble, and it is simply a 
matter of heavy drifting rains penetrating the brick and gettin 
into the plaster. The methods used here have always been to 
thoroughly waterproof sections of the outside, and I feel sure 
that if this is done on certain portions of the school at 
Alert Bay, that the question of dampness will be eliminated. 
I need scarcely go into the matter of which portions of the 
building this need be applied to, but would say that the ex=- 
tent needing such a thorough waterproofing is not one half of 
the entire exterior of brick work. The front of the building, 
as you are probably aware was done under construction at my 
request. Mr. Halliday however appears to be fully conversant )_ 
with the portions needing such treatment and has even got prices 
of certain waterproofing material. I imagine I need not go 
any further into this matter. It is not that the job of neo- 
essity would be very expensive, except for the fact that at 
Alert Bay there would be no one eapable of carrying it out It 
would therefore mean that men and equipment must of necessity 
go from Vancouver. This matter I took up with the Principal 
and his wish in the matter was that the work in any case be no 
carried out until July, when the summer holidays started, and 
of course we were both agreed that if the proposed barn was going 
to be built, that the question concerning the waterproofing with 
the contractor on the job would be materially lessened, 


The only other matter as seen bg the principal's 
letter was the matter of the raising of the chimmeys, These 
chimneys are constructed according to specification (or at least 
within a few inches of such) but I am fully convinced that+to 


BOtosncers 
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get the best results from the large chimey carrying the two 
main boilers, that it should be raised to a height of twenty 
feet in excess of what it is at present. The chimney from the 
kitchen and laundry would not of necessity need to be raised 
more than another four or five feet to obtain good results 

I think, The only remaining one then, is that on the 
residence, which undoubtedly should be carried up to a height 
two or three feet in excess of the main building, or I am 
afraid no matter how they cap it, with certain winds it would 
be liable to give trouble. 


I am deeply so that this report has not been 
submitted at an earlier date, but it was absolutely unavoidable. 


Referring again to your letter of May 27th, 15-6-17821 
and referring to the last paragraph re account for services 
rendered, I herewith enclose accounts in triplicate as requested 
and would ask that owing to having been laid up for such a 


length of time, that if possible the account be forwarded to me 
from Victoria instead of Ottawa.

We have to acknowledge your instructions from Mre 
Ditchburn, Indian Commissioner, under his file 15/6/1799 of 
the 15th inst., to inspect the pbuilding with a view to as- 
certaining any defects, and to report on what remedial measures 
should be taken, if required. 


After a careful inspection of the plant, we, the 
school, find that following Mr. Carson's last trip, no struc- 
tural defects are now apparent, other than some abnormal shrink- 
age in wood work. The roofs and coping are, in our opinion, 
now water tight. 


We however suggest that you report fully on the 
question of water coming through the walls, and also of the 
necessity of raising the main and other chimney stacks. 

Something must be done about waterproofing the 
brickwork, if the health standard of our children is to be 
maintained, and in the interests of economical administration, 


the stacks should be hoisted. We also would appreciate your 
report on the condition of the Principal's residence.

I bee to acknowledge receipt of your letter of the 
16th instant from which I aw pleased to learn that kr, Carson, 
the contractor of the Alert Bay Indian School, has visited that 
institution since 1 wrote you on the 7th ultimo and made the 
necessary alterations and repairs and that the Principal is now 
perfectly satisfied. I, however, have not received any report 
from the Principal in this matter but, no doubt, your statement 
is correct. 


In connection with that part of your communication 
which states lir. Carson requests you take up with me the matter 
of some Shree Hundred odd dollars still owing to him, 1 beg to 
say this apparently has to do with the work mentioned in the 
letter to myself from Principal Anfield, dated October 3lst, 
1929, which you certified as correct. A copy of that communica- 
tion I forwarded to you on the 20th December, addressed to the 
Angeles Hotel, Vancouver, but in the event of your not receiving 
the same a further copy is submitted herewith. I may inform you, 
however, that as no accounts in connection with the construction 
of the school were sent in by this office, the information con- 
tained in the latter of Mr. Anfield was taken as information only. 
You were the man representing the Department during the con- 
struction of this school and had the authority for submitting any 
accounts for extras which were authorized and that procedure 
should have been taken in connection with this particular work. 
If Mr. Carson is fully convinced that he was not paid for this 
work, the only thing for him to do is to make out an itemized 
account and have it submitted to the Department after being fully 
certified by yourself. This may be either forwarded to my office 
or to the Department direct at Ottawa. A checking will have to 
be made at Ottawa as to whether or not this work has already been 
paid for. 


‘or your information I may say Mr. Carson called at my 
office some little time ago, but I was over at the Parliament 
Buildings when he called. He, however, promised to come back 
before he returned to Vancouver, but did not do so.

Carson has asked you to 
look into certain matters for him and that you would like some 
information with regard to an expenditure of §j240.00 and you can 
not recollect whether it was for the uncratinge of furniture and 
the placing of desks, etc., in the school and also Lr. Carson seems 
to be of the opinion that he omitted to charge the sum of $16.50 
for four sets of castors for the laundry trucks. 


in reply 4+ beg to say that the 240.00 item apparently 
covered the work mentioned in a letter written by Principal 
Anfield on the 3lst of Uctober, and which was certified to by 
yourself. A copy of the same is attached hereto for your informa 
tion. It is anticipated that you sent in a voucher to Ottawa for 
this amount in favour of Mr. Carson. 


As regards the $16.50 vor the four pairs of castors 
for the laundry trucks, I may inform you that I was under the 
impression that Mr. Carson charged for these, when he made the 
trucks, for on the 7th of September last Principal Anfield, when 
writing to me with regard to the laundry trucks, intimated that 
these were being manufactured at the School and asked if he 
could purchase castors and forward the bills to myself.

I have received various letters from the Principal of 
our Alert Bay School advising me of the damage sustained by the 
new School building through the heavy rains which obtain in 
that part. As the Principal had reported the situation fully 
to your local Indian Agent, and reauested him to submit the 
same to your Department for immediate action, I did not consider 
it necessary to address any communication to you in this 
connection, as I felt assured that immediate steps would be taken 
by you to remedy the defects in the flat roof and to make the 
walls of the building weatherproof. As I have not been advised 
by the Principal that any remedial action has as yet been taken, 
I shall be obliged if you will kindly let me know if this 
important matter is receiving your attention. The seriousness 
of the situation is revealed by the following statement in a 
letter received from the Principal, and dated Feb. 22nd:- 


" During one recent heavy rain, I visited the Jr. Girls' 
dormitory, and the walls were literally running water 
into pools on the floor. This is going to pe fatal to 
the childrens' health......+. and will ruin the plaster 
of the entire face walls of the building." 


In his letter of the same date to Mr. Indian Agent Halliday he 
gives a list of the other rooms where the inside walls literally 
ran with water. From this information it is obvious that prompt 
and vigorous action is necessary to make it possible for the 
School management to carry on their work. The Principal hes 
reported different staff agents who are suffering from minor 
ailments and it is possible that these have been eiéher brought 
on or aggrevated by the damp condition of the building. I shall 
be deeply obliged, therefore, if you will kindly let me know

Several reports have been forwarded you regarding leaks 
in the new Residential School. During the past winter we have 

had several extremely heavy rains with wind, and the walls all 
through on the south-east end of the building were saturated; in 
fact one night it ran over the floor. The building, as you are 
aware, is a brick and tile structure, with only one thickness of 
brick on the outside walls, and it is quite apparent that the mois- 
ture comes through the walls themselves. I hav taken this matter 
up with a view of finding a remedy for it, and I to Marshell- 
Yells B.C. Ltd to see if they had any paint that co ] be used.

I am enclosing a copy of a letter which I have just received 
from the Principal of the Indian Residential School at Alert Bay. With 
regard to the last paragraph of his letter, in which he staies that 
wide cracks are showing in the corners of the rooms, suggesting to him 
that subsidence is taking place in the two heavier wings of the build- 
ing, I have to advise you that I went into this matter very carefully 
and there is no appearance of any subsidence, but there is an appear~ 
ance that the walls have not been properly tied to the floor joists, 
and that there is a certain amount of shrinkage, leaving a crack on 
both walls of about one-quarter of an inch. This, however, could be 
very easily repaired. 


The roof and walls of the Principal's residence are leaking 
badly, and on the time of my inspection, on the 4th instant, the wall 
in one of the bedrooms was saturated, and he advised me at the same 
time that on the sleeping porch of the residence, the water poured 
through freely with the heavy rains. 


To my mind, the most serious defect in the construction has 
been entirely overlooked by the Principal, although we discussed it 
on the 4th instant. There are two chimneys or flues in the back part 
of the building. One takes away the smoke from the heating furnaces 
and the steam boiler, while the other takes away the smoke from the 
kitchen and bakery. Both these chimneys are altogether too low, and 
should be raised at least fifteen feet higher. The winds are very 
variable here, and when it blows in certain directions, it strikes 
from the main building, and bléws down the chimney, filling the whole 
place with smoke. JI understand they had the same trouble with the 
Lytton school, and that they raised the chimney three or four times, 
but I would recommend that this be brick to a height of not less than 
three feet higher than the top of the main building, to absolutely 
protect it from the squalls which strike the building and blow the 
smoke down.

Ye have to advise you that after a careful inspection 
of the school and a study of the spe@ifications pertaining to the 
construction, we find that the following items have been either 
ommitted by the contractor or are in need of attention from him:- 


(1) Specifications call for 2 coats whitewash for boiler room. 
This has not been done. 


Liquid door checks are specified for all outside doors with 
exception of residence. None are installed and they are 

badly needed. 

No storm windows have been supplied. Whilst it is possible 
that they are not needed for all windows, we recommend that 
they be installed on all windows on south and southeast walls. 


Section 13 calls for a drainage plan to be supplied. We would 
appreciate a copy of this for use in locating drains, sewers,etc. 


(5) Specifications call for new slip safety treads on all outside 
steps. None are installed. 


(6) Section 25 not carried out at all, as no steel plates have been 
put on any doors in school. 


(7) No sereen doors have been supplied (Section 37). 

(8) There are no ventilating registers in bathrooms or kitchens. 

(9) No fastenings or catches installed on windows in kktchen corridor. 
(10) Several cupboards without necessary fittings. 


(11) One large pane muranese glass broken by carpenters not replaced. 
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Ye have to advise you also that the roof and walls of te 
Principal's residence are leaking badly, one inside wall of bed- 
room being continuously in a soaked condition. The roof of the 
corridor between auditorium and main building also require attention. 


It is also necessary that we inform you that in several 
places (chifly in the central part of the building) wide cracks 
are showing in the corners of rooms, suggesting to us that sub- 
sidence is taking place in the two heavier wings of the building. 


Ye will be grateful to you for advising your Department 
of these conditions.

Work was commenced on the above project 
on the 22nd of August and completed early in 
November. 

Some few alterations were made and some 
additional work required as outlined in my memo- 
randum of December 2nd, 1929. 

The total cost of the work was $18,095.20 
including all extras, fire equipment and super- 
vision. The equipment supplied by the contractors, 
Messrs. Bartholomew and Montgomry, Co., was pro- 
cured through Messrs. Pumps and Powers, Ltd., as 
manufacturers! agents. Types and manufacturerst 


names are given below. 


FIRE PUMPING EQUIPM®NT 
Pump. Worthington Pump Co. - Type 4L3. 


6-inch suction and 4-inch discharge which 
has been enlarged to 8-inch suction and 6-inch 
discharge. 
Engine. The pump is direct connected to a 60 H.P. 
6-cylinder 4-cycle continental engine, 
with a governed speed of 1800 R.P.M. This engine 
is provided with dual ignition consisting of magneto 
and battery type. This pumping unit is capable of a 
considerable increase in output over its specification 


rating of 500 g.p.m. 
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DOMESTIC PUMPING PLANT 
This plant, also supplied through Messrs. 


Pumps and Powers, Ltd., consists of Petters 

5 HP. crude oil engine (Manufacturers! agents 
B.C. Equipment Co.) belt connected to a Pomona 
deep well pump. 

The installed length of pump and casing is 
65 feet, the depth of the well being 76 feet ani 
depth of water 55 feet. 

The pump is a 15 stage type fitting into a 
6-inch casing. A full description is given in 
Messrs. Pumps and Powers quotation, dated March 
22, 1929. 

Tests run of the pump showed a capacity of 
45 @eDem. into the reservoir but the engine at 
this output was apparently overloaded and the 
pump capacity was reduced to 30 geDeme, the out- 
put for which the plant was designed. 

When it was originally decided upon 
adopting this type of pump no information was 
available as to the capacity of the well, nor 
was there means at hand for testing this, the 
greatest output possible with the old pump 
being 12 gepem. The object in view was the 
development of the well to its full capacity so 
as to obviate the necessity of long hours of 
pumping. When it becomes necessary to renew or 
overhaul the present Petters engine I would sug- 
gest that an 8 hep. size be installed in its 
place. This will allow an increased output to 
60 or possibly 65 gep»m-, which is more desirable 
for the school where so much water is used. 


Alterations have been made in the working 
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drawings corresponding to the changes noted in

As stated in letter of the 27th ultimo, the Depart- 
ment is not favourably impressed with the terms under which the 
Firegas extinguishers are furnished by the Company manufacturing 
same.

With further reference to my letter of July 21st, 
dealing with certain matters pertaining to our Alert Bay 
School, I now beg to direct your attention to certain other 
important requirements at this institution, and to ask you to 
kindly undertake to provide the same. They are as follows:- 
le The height of the brick dhimney above the engine room should 
be increased by not less than 15 ft., so as to improve the 
draught. The Principal's residence was not warm last 
winter, as the heat from the central heating system failed 
to reach it with sufficient power to affect the temperature. 
He believes that this will be remedied when the furnace room 
chimney has been heightened. 


A larger box stove for heating the sad irons is required for 
he laundry. The stove already installed for this purpose 
would be suitable for a smaller school, say for one with a 
capacity of 25 or 30 pupils, but is practically worthless in 
a school like Alert Bay. 


Bither bedside chairs or stools with a box top should be 
provided for each bed. The Principal pointed out that the 
pupils when dressing and undressing generally sat on the side 
of the bed with the result that bed springs are broken and 

the bedding worn out prematurely. The provision of chairs or 
stools with box tops for holding smaller articles of clothing 
such as collars, ties, etce, would prevent this. Possibly 

if the material were supplied the stools which I have suggested 
might be made as part of the manual training course. he 
chairs would cost about $€.00 each, and approximately 
would be required. The stools could probably be made 
if the material were supplied by your Department.

I acknowledge receipt of your letter of August 2, 
with reference to water=-proofing the walls of the Alert Bay 
Residential School. 


I have given this matter considerable study, and I 
find that Bondex Cement Paint is recommended as being the best 
obtainable. I have a quotation from a wholesale firm in Vans 
couver in which they state that Bondex sells at nineteen dollar 
a hundred pounds, and each pound covers bebe 22 -five square feet 
It is usually mixed seven pounds to a gallo a end requires two 
coats to give a perfectly satisfactory job. “This will make the 
material for the painting amount to probably three hundred and 
fifty dollars. It is made in white and sixteen tints, but as 
all the building does not require to be done, only the portions 
exposed to the south-east storms, it would be as well to use the 
brick-red, which is yractically the same color as the other walls 
of the building. 


This can either be put on with a spray or by means of 
brushes like whitewash, and the advantage of it is that if it 
touches the woodwork or the glass windows, it washes right off, 
while on the brick it sets and wears like iron, according to the 
advertisements, under any aid all weather conditions. I would 
suggest that the work be done by day labor, as it would only 
require two men with a portable scaffold which would hang from 
the roof,and there are men living at Alert Bay, who while not 
expert painters, could do the work perfectly, and would keep 
the money in the village. I could not Say definitely how much 
it would cost to put on the paint, but there will be close to 
fifteen thousand square feet to cover.

Since the receipt of your gust Sth, referring 
to the heightening of at least fifteen feet to the top of the brick 
chimney above the engine room at the Alert Bay Indian Residential 
School, I would advise you that I have gone into this matter and I 
find that it will take 4500 brick and about four barrels of lime to 
. do the necessary work. I have a quotation from Evans, Coleman & 
¢*% Bvans, who handle practically all the brick on the coast of B.C., 
° and they give me a quotation delivered at Alert Bay, for common 
brick $34.16 per thousand, and lime per barrel $3.71, making a 
“total cost of material $168.56. It would require about $20.00 
q “worth of material for scaffolding. Mr. Gibbens, who is the fore- 
man on the building of the new barn at the School is a fair brick- 
layer, and he estimates the labor at about one hundred dollars. 


I may say that this really should be done, as being sit- 
uated in a hollow, the wind blows down from the top of the hills 
and strikes on the chimney and creates a bad smoke through the whole 
pbuilding. 


Regarding a larger box stove for the laundry, I would recommend 
that a 36" box stove be obtained for them instead of the one they 
have. It is used for heating the irons for their work, and the one 
they have is too small to keep their irons hot for the number of girls 
needed to carry on the ironing, and a new stove 56", all cast-iron, 
would cost in Vancouver $23.75, with a probable extra $5.00 for pack- 
ing, shipping and freight.

I a nclosing you voucher No. 169 in my 
own favor for 12.00 for cash paid out on account 
of wages for the raising of the chimney at the In- 
dian Residential School. 


It will be noted that I have slightly ex- 
ceeded the estimate in the matter of labor, but it 
was found when the work came to be done that it cost 
a great deal more for the erection and destroying of 
the scaffolding than what had beer figured, on account 
of it having to be built on the flat roof of the audit- 
orium, and an extra floor had to be laid there to insure 
the safety of that building, and then the floor taken up 
again after the work was done. 


The chimney was raised about seventeen feet, 
and has materially increased the draft from the furn- 
aces, and the engineer in charge tells me has very mat- 
erfially reduced the consumption of fuel. 


The school is, as you know, under a hill, and 
occasionally even when the wind is blowing toward the hill 
it circles down and blows down on top of the building, and 
this was the cause of the trouble before. Since the com- 
pletion, we have had two very windy days, and it has been 
very closely watched, and while occasionally a puff of wind 
seems to cut the smoke off at the top of the chimney, none 
of it has ever come back, so it is to be hoped that the uure 
has been effective. 


I also wish to make some reference to the chimney 
from the two fireplaces in the frincipal's residence. This 
has proved very unsatisfactory, as if there is any wind at 
all both fireplaces smoke very badly. It had been my intent’

above the coping of the roof, but before doing so I have 
arranged with Mr. Anfield for him to conduct two daiffer- 
ent experiments to see if the chimney cannot be remedied 
without raising it.

cause it to topple over, and it would require some sixteen 
or eighteen feet edditional height to get ebove the top

have to advise you that during the past 
week we have had unusually heavy rains at Alert Bay 
which probably only occurs at periods of some five 
or six years; the last one was four years ago. It 
brought a serious condition of affairs at the Res- 
idential School at Alert Bay; It so happened that 
I was away for a few days holiday, and while I was in 
Vancouver I received two letters from the Principal of 
the School drawing my attention to the state of affairs. 


In past letters, particularly to those of March 
22nd and August llth, attention was drawn to the fact that 
the walls of the School were not water-tight, and a recom- 
mendation was made to the Department in these communications 
that they should be covered with a water-proof paint on the 
stormy side of the house, and while a complete estimate of 
the cost was not given, it being rather difficult to figure 
on the cost of labor in this place, a complete inventory of 
the cost of the paint was submitted, but to this there has 
been no reply received up to the present time. I have just 
returned from an inspection of the school, and have before 
me the letter from the Principal referring to the walls. He 
says the outstanding defects are:- 


(a) The two girls' dormitories on the first floor had 
walls, the entire face of one and large sections 
of the other, streaming with water. 

(bd) Serious leaks were discovered in the boys' two top 
dormitories. 

(ec) Five electric light shades were found half fillea 
with rain water, which apparently had followed the 
conduit and got into the lamp shades. This must be 
looked into or we will have serious trouble with 
our light plant. 
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’ Six window sills in the basement were allowing 

\ water to leak through, one in the boys' side so 
badly that children have been kept mopping up the 
floors almost all day. 
Bad leaks, with consequent flooded floors, were 
noted at the rear kitchen entrance, in the laundry, 
one of the infirmaries and in the electric light room. 

(f) The entire face wall of the residence abutting the 

main building has streamed water all day, and those 
occupying these rooms have had to move. 


Regarding the above, which are copied from the 
Principal's letter, I may say that I looked into them all, 
and find that the statements are quite correct, and in my 
opinion if the walls were water-proofed these would all be 
avoided. Had the water come in through leaky roofs it would 
come in during any ordinary heavy rain, but these conditions 
have never prevailed excepting during continuous heavy rains 
accompanied by south-east winds, and as you are aware, the 
building is built of tile with a brick veneer, and all brick 
will absorb water up to a certain point and hold it, but after 
that point it will leak through. This, getting into the hollow 
tiles is, in the opinions of all who have looked at it, the reason 
for the walls being wet, and this can easily be avoided by having 
the building water-proofed. 


On December 10th the Principal wrote again, but this 
had to do more withoutside matters. Tf you will look at the 
plan of the drainage system as prepared by the Department of 
the Interior Dominion Water Power Reclamation Service, their 
file No. 114, you can see the leyout of the outside drainage. 
On the extreme right of the blueprint there is an open drain 
approximately 520 feet long, and a twelve inch tile drain com- 
ing through the bank to the fields at the back of the school. 
This tile drain has an inlet made of a concrete block in which 
the tile is set, and at the exit has another concrete block, 
but for 250 feet of its length there is very little fall, and 
apparently it chokes. 


While in Vancouver I took the matter up with the 
engineer who had laid out the works, Mr. w.C. Warren, and ob- 
tained from him blue-prints showing all the drainage system for 
which his Department was responsible, and I discussed the matter 
with him, and he was of the opinion that had the inlet end of the 
pipe been kept clear, the water would have been kept cown, but 
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én examination today I find thet this is not quite the 
Wypase. When the water rose in the field, which it did 
S11 in one night, they tried to clear the end and found 
nothing there, and so went about six or eight feet down 
the length of the pipe, shovelling the earth from above 
it, and broke open the tile, and immediately a rush of 
water ensued which drained the field fairly well, and in 
doing so it washed away the bridge at the road next the beach. 


I have gone all over this metter today, and have 
compared it carefully with the profile plans of the blue- 
print, and I am of the opinion that the system should be 
somewhat changed. I would recommend that I be allowed to 
take up all the covered drain, giv. it at least two feet 
more pitch, as there is plenty of fall available, put in 
sixteen inch tile at the upper end with three man-holes so 
4t can be cleaned out in event of any dirt getting in, and 
continue the twelve inch tile right to the beach, and make 
a concrete culvert commencing at the bridge and coming right 
through to the beech, where the water would be discharged. 
The expense would not be very considerable, excepting for 
labor, which could all be done by Indians, but it is urgen- 
tly recowmended. It would require possibly forty sacks of cement 
and one hundred feet of sixteen inch tile and possibly one 
hundred and fifty feet of twelve inch tile, which is not 
very expensive. This is urgently recommended, although poss- 
ibly there may not be another flood such as we have had in the 
past week for several years; but there is no reason why it should 
not occur again within the next month, as it has occurreé several 
times before, to my recollection. 


There is another difficulty equally as bad, and that 
is in connection with the drainage of the boiler room. When I 
was there this morning there was six inches of water in the 
floor of the boiler room, and from what the Principal tells me, 
during the worst of it they had to work practically day and night 
with buckets and pumps to get any fire at all, and I believe for 
one day they were without any fire in the furnaces. This con- 
dition, in my opinion, has arisen from two sources. The clogging 
of the drain from the field behind allowed the ground around the 
building to become super-saturated with water, and in the drain- 
age system there is no evidence to be found of any outlet from 
the small drain which shows in the floor of the boiler house. 
There was a row of weeping tiles put round the building which 
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should have been connected with the sewerage system, but 

I can find no evidence of it having been done, and Mr. 
‘Warren tills me that he does not know if this drainage 

as connected with the sewerage, for which he was respon- 
sible. The Principal is of the opinion that this little 
drain that was put in only was connected with a weeping 

tile drain which ran a short distance and then died away 

in the gravel. This would ake care of a small amount of 
water, as gravel does not hold water, but curing the lest 
flood time that they had the water came into the boiler 

room through this pipe, showing that it is choked someplace, 
but nobody knows where it is, or with what it is connected, 
and I would recommend that a six inch glazed tile be put from 
the beach following round the west end of the School end be- 
ing connected with the engine room, to prevent any such things 
in the future, with one clean-out manhole about twenty feet 
away from the boiler house. The chief expense in doing this 
would be the labor in digging the ditches, as the cut through 
the bank would require to be about seven feet deep, and there 
is always trouble with the banks caving in while the work is 
being done. However there would be no occasion to have any 
engineer or inspector come to take charge of the work, as I 
am quite capable of looking after it myself, and I can get 
local labor to do the work, as a number of the Indians are 
jdle and looking for work, and there are several white people 
who would be glad of a few days work at even minimum wages. 


As mentioned before, it might be that we have flood 
conditions again this year, or it may be that we do not have 
them again for three or four years, but with an institution 
of this kind having upwards of two hundred people living under 
the roof, their health should be thefirst consideration, and 
I would ernestly recommend that imnediate authority be given 
me to have the necessary work done along the lines that I have 
suggested. 


I am sending a copy of this letter to Mr. W.C. Warren, 
the engineer in charge, and if he makes any objection or has 
any suggestions with regard to it, I should be very glad to 
entertain them, but it would seem that haste is very necessary 
in connection with it. I am also sending a copy of this com- 
munication to Mr. Ditchburn, Indian Commissioner in Victoria.

I beg, respectfully, to drew your attention to the contents 
of the enclosed copies of correspondence (copies of letters, dated 
the 9th and 10th inst. from the Principal of the Alert Bay Indian 
Residential School, to the local Indian Agent) as matters of very 
urgent importance. 


The fact that the condition of affairs as described seems to 
furnish a complete vindication of the recommendation of our Indian 
Residential School Commission that the new building should be erected 
on one of the higher levels, does not, unfortunately, remedy the 
existing situation which appears to be due, in large part, to bad 
construction. 


May I, in closing, once more earnestly submit this matter 
to your immediate consideration as one of urgent and outstanding 
importance, and in the hope that early and effective remedial action 
will be undertaken.

buring the past two days rain was fallen wlmost 
incessantly, with the result that the building once more 
presents a deplorable picture to thoge charged with main - 
taining the health and welfare of the pupils of this school. 

The following outstanding defects were noted on m inspection 

of the school;:- 

(a) The two girls' dormitories on the first floor haf walle, 
the entire face of me and large sections of the other, 
streaming with water. 

(>) Serious leaks were discovered in tne boya' two top 
dormitories. ’ 

(ce) Pive electric light shafes were found half filled with 
rain-water, Which apparently had followed the conduit and 
got into the lamp shades. This must be ltoked into or we 

Will have serious trouble with ovr light plant. 

(4) Six Window sills in the basement were allowing water to 
leak through, one in the boys' side so badly that children 
have been kept mopping np the floors almost all day. 

(e) Bad leaks with consequent flooded floors were noted at the 
rear kitéhen entrance, in the laundry, one of the infirmaries 
and in the electric light room, 

(f) The entire face wall of the residence abutting the main 
building has streamed water all day and those occupying 
these rooms have had to move, 


We might say that we have carefully inspected all tie 
roofs and have to advise that all the rain hoppers are clear 
and funetioning normally. 

The urgent attention of your Department is requested 
80 that this condition may be remedied. We are of the opinion 
that the Department hardly mwalises that we nave children in 
this school sleeping in dormitories, the wal”3 of which are 
streaming with water, and are hardly ever free from damp. 

We are having enough worry with health these‘ days, and 
we really cannot be asked to take the re sponsibility for what 
must inevitably result unless conditions are remediged forth- 
with. Our regret is keen indeed that y u are are not heretodgy 
to see for yourself the prevalent condition of affairs. 

At the same time we mst report that, in spite of the 
drainage provided, the fields behind the echool are now badly

AS requested by you, I made in inspection 
of the above mention d school and submit for your 
consideration as follows:- 

On arriving at Alert Bay I interviewed the 
Principal of the school, Mr. Anfield, and was informed 
that prior to my visit by about two weeks, a very 
heavy rain had occurred extending over the ereater 
part of a week, and as a result of insufficient draine 
age facilities, the boiler room had become flooded to 
a depth of two or three feet. He also pointed out 
that @ considerable amount of seepage had taken place 
through the exterior walls of the building on the ex- 
posed face, that is the south east side, The evidence 
of this was quite noticeable and the outside wall was 
still in a saturated condition. 

From examination of the premises and from 
information obtained from others, it is apparent that 
extremely Wavy rain prevailed for three or four days, 
quite possibly in excess of that recorded by the 
meteorological station. To the heavy rains and to the 
fact that the relief drains were not in working con- 
dition, owing to accumulation of debris in them, may be 
attributed the flooding which ocourred. Materinl damage 
was very small but the discomfort must have been very 
ereat owing to the dampness within the building and to 


the impossibility of keeping the heating plant operating.

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fhe school is situated about 200 feet from 
the seashore and on ground approximately 20 feet above 
high tide. Immediately to the rear of the school is a 
depression about 1000 feet long and several hundred 
feet wide. Beyond this depression the ground rises with 
a moderate slope for a quarter of a mile or more. 

At the time the school was built a drain was 
installed to prevent the acoumalation of water in the 
depression. A part of this drain is open diteh and 
part covered, the covered portion consisting of 12-inch 
pipe 385 feet long. This Grain has an ordinary cap- 
acity of 265 Gefese and was designed for a maximum 
rainfall of 3 inches in 24 ours, the heaviest recorded 
at Alert Bay between the years 1923 and 1929. It is, 
however, Gapable of handling double this quantity 
without serious flooding. 

The floor of the boiler room of the school 
is several feet below this depression and is provided 
with ite own drain. The contractor for the achool 
installed this for his own use and did not connect it 
to drains leading from other parts of the school system, 
but carried it out under the school to ite outlet at a 
point about 50 feet in front of the school. fo this 
@rain in the boiler room he connected all the tile 
drains around the rear of the school. 

On examination I found this drain blocked 
at some point under the school and several inches of 
water on the boiler room floor. Apparently the inter- 
cepting tile at the rear of the sohool had brought its 


drainave into the room without means of exit. 
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All other drains were reported as functioning 
satisfactorily, and I found them quite clean. 


R F OFR DING 

To obviate the possibility of future flooding 
of the boiler room it is necessary to provide a new 
drainage system for this part of the building, either 
in whole or in part. 

The interceptor drain at the rear of the 
school should be provided with a different outlet, 
preferably to the existing system. ‘This may be attain- 
ea hy re-laying this drain and reversing the direction 
of flow and providing it with an outlet into the 
inspection chamber immediately to the east of the 
school. 

The boiler room floor drainage may be taken 
care of by a sump pump discharging to the laundry drain 
if it is found impossible to recondition the present 
Grain. The cost of this work would be $599.00, inolud- 
ing the cost of the pump installed. 

To provide a gravity drain from the boiler 
room including connections from interceptor drain and 
additional outlet for the depression at the rear of 
the school would cost $1286.35. while the cost of this 
is high, it has the advantage of providing additional 
drainage facilities, should a storm of such proportions 
or, for that matter of greater intensity, again visit 
the locality. 

Improvements and repairs to the farm drain 
are Suggested at a cost of $329.00. These inolude a 
new road crossing to replace that washed out and a 
gutter from the present end of the pipe to the new 


culvert, as well as a screen on the intake. 
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In addition it 1s suggested that the boiler 
room walls be waterproofed on the inside and that the 
leaky windows in the basement be ecaulked at an approx- 
imate cost of $50.00. 

A summary of the cost of carrying out the 
suggested improvements including the altern tives sug- 


gested for drainage is appended. 


SREPAGE 

fhe most serious result of the heavy rains 
was the seepage through the outside walls, especially 
those with a south east exposure. The effect of this 
was quite noticeable along the wall above the adjoining 
Principal's residence and between the engine room and 
boiler room and as reported to me, around a number of 
windows. Some seepage was reported ae coming through 
the basement walls of the boiler room and coal bins, 
below ground level, although this had ceased at tho 
time of my visit. 

the seepage through the exterior walls I am 
informed has taken place ever since the school was 
built and that it attained maximum proportions during 
the heavy rain previously referred to. 

While I am not able to confirm these state- 
mente, I observed that the walls were in a saturated 
condition and a very heavy efflorescence was evident 
on the interior surface. 

The only solation of this difficulty appears 
to be the complete waterproofing of the exterior walls 
on the south and east exposures. ‘hile the expense 
involved is considerable, the probable resulting damage 
under present conditions may exceed any expenditure for 


such a purpose by a wide margin. 
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Aside from the material damage such conditions, 
if allowed to continue, would undoubtedly seriously 


affect the health of those resicent in the institution. 


WATERPROOFING 


Several methods are available for water- 


proofing. The most widely used and possibly the best 


commercial form is Minwax, a colourless preparation of 


bitumen which does not discolour the brick. This pre- 
paration is applied by brueh or spray to a clean dry 
surface, 
The Sylvester process consists of the applic- 


ation of one or more pairs of soap and alum solutions, 


alternately. While the cost of materials in this 

process is very reasonable, the cost of application is 
high and as the method of application determines the

Referring to your letter of 18th June last in 
which you instructed me to arrange for the building of a barn 
in connection with the Residential School at Alert Bay, I 

have now pleasure in informing you that the building was com- 
pleted at the end of November at a total cost of $6097.41. of 
this amount $3176.60 was expended on labor and $3060.91 on 
material, less credits $140.10. Owing to delay in receiving 
credit; from Messrs. Evans, Coleman & Evans, it was impossible 
for me to send in a full report until today. I am attaching 
hereto final statement in connection with the transaction. 


I am also herewith submitting cheque No.7 for 
$123.40 from self, being 4 refund of the balance of the $3,300.00 
forwarded to me to be expended in the payment of wages, also 
cheques amounting to $140.10 as refunds from Messrs. Beatty 
Bros.-§36.55; Evans; Coleman & Evans-$66.35; and Marshall-Wells, 


$37.20. 


Wage accounts have been submitted to you from time 
to time during the course of construction. 


Agent Halliday informs me that it will be necessary 
to resurface a portion of the cement floor in the barn during 
the coming summer on account of the cement not setting as well 
as it might have during the wet weather. 


In conclusion I beg to say that the amount above 
mentioned ($6097.41) covers also the work of removing the 
workshop from the 01d school to the new one as well as demolish- 
ing the o1d4 boys' school, from which considerable good timber 
was salvaged. 


Two snapshots taken of the building are attached 
hereto for your information. The dimensions of this barn are 
33 x 66, being a few feet less in length than the barn con- 
structed by the Department for the Cariboo Indian School. I 
think you will agree with me when I say that this is a very 
creditable building for the money expended.

Since forwarding you my report 
of the 7th inst. I have received information 
that the heavy rain storm referred to, 
occurred during the 7th, 8th and 9th of 
December, when the precipitation was 1.75, 
3.95 and 0.36 inches respectively, as 
recorded by the Meteorological Service. 

My visit to the school was on the 19th 

and 20th of the same month. 


It will be noted that the precip- 
itation on the 8th was about one inch 
greater than on any date previously 
recorded and was no doubt an exceptionally 
heavy storm. 


There need, however, be no 
uncertainty as to the ability of the drain 
to handle storm water. There is sufficient 
evidence to that effect in the fact that 
when the pipe end was cleared of debris, 
the accumulation in the depression, which 
was estimated at from three to four feet 
in depth, was removed in less than 24 hours. 


As stated in my report the drain 
was designed for a normal capacity of 265 
GefeSe It will, however, convey 4 GelfeBe 
without topping the ditch, a comfortable 
margin over any anticipated runofi 


Aside from the inconvenience of 
having water lie in thia depression there 
is no danger whatever to the school build- 
ing attending the accumulation of water 
in the depression and had the intercepting 
drain around the school been provided 
with a proper outlet the flooding of the 
boiler room would not have occurred.

In accordance with your instruc- 
tions, repairs and replacements were carried 
out to the drainage system at Alert Bay 
School, as suggested in my report of January 
5th. The work was commenced February 9th 
and sompleted February 24th. 

The accompanying plan shows in red 
the location of the improvements. Detailed 


description of work carried out follows:- 
INTERCEPTING DRAIN 


The intercepting drain, which had 
originally been laid around the rear of the 
school building, with its several outlets in 
the boiler room, was relaid and diverted to 
the inspection chamber immediately to the 
east of the building. This drain throughout 
its length was laid below the footing so as 
to intercept all seepage to that depth. In 
all 220 feet of tile was laid for this pur- 
pose, consisting of 110 feet 6" tile and 110 
feet 4" tile. 


BOILER ROOM DRAIN 
It had been intended to provide

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@ pump for taking care of the seepage into 
the boiler room but efforts to clean out the 
old drain were successful. 

The drain was therefore reconditioned 
where it could be got at, and extended to 
the beaches Sizes of tile are as shown on plan. 
Underneath the building the slope is very flat so 
that the drain soon silts up. In clearing the 
drain it was found that about fifty feet had 
been completely filled up with silt. ‘The old 
inlet in the boiler room was unsuitable as it 
aid not provide access to the drain for clean- 
ing purposes. 

In re-constructing this drain a 
sump 3° x 3" x 3" was installed to allow for 
the accumulation of debris and to provide 
means of access for cleaning. A cover ani 
soreen were installed and a cleaning cable 
provided. 

It will probably not be necessary 
to install a sump pump if reasonable precautions 
are observed in keeping the drain in working 


order. 


SEEPAGE 

As stated in my report of January 
5th, seepage occurred through the walls of 
the boiler room and coal bin. I have since 
found that such was not the case but that 
the seepage occurred along the joint between 
the floor and the walls. Nowhere could I 


find the concrete basement walls porous. 
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The new drains and the clearing 
of the boiler room drain should provide for all 
surface water likely to accumulate around the 
boiler room which is the lowest part of the 
building. 

While excavating for the sump con- 
structed in the boiler room, at a depth of 
four feet below the floor surface, a water 
bearing stratum was encountered. Although water 
rose in the pit to the drain outlet or about 
three feet in depth it is not anticipated that 
trouble will be experienced from this source, 
as sufficient drainage has been provided. 

This seepage would appear to be from a source 
not in the immediate proximity of the school. 


SURFACE DRAINAGE 


Owing to stoppage of the covered portion 
of the farm drain during the extremely heavy 
precipitation of last December it was found 
necessary to provide a screen chamber to prevent 
& recurrence of such obstruction. In addition 
an inspection chamber was added midway in the 
length of this drain to facilitate cleaning. 

The soreen chamber consists of a concrete 
chamber with a sump and supporting a substantial 
steel trash rack 3' x 3", ‘The inspection 
chamber is of sufficient size to provide for 

the ordinary cleaning operations. 

As a result of the release of the 
accumulated water by the clearing of the drain, 
&@ very heavy washout occurred from the end of 
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the covered drain to the beach including 

the road culvert. The metal road culvert 
was replaced by one of reinforced concrete 
24" x 20" x 25" long and a concrete lined 
gutter 160 feet long, with 24" bed, provided 
from the end of the covered drain to the 
culvert. 

The gutter should be re-surfaced 
at some future time as it was spoiled by 
bad weather at the time it was laid. ‘The 
cost would be approximately $30.00.

The estimated cost of the work was

The fire escapes were badly pladéed in the rear of the 
school. ‘he greatest fire risk in the school is within thirty 
feet of the foot of the fire escapes. 
‘he doors from the girls' dormitories to the Fire Escapes 
are kept locked. ‘The supervisors in rooms quite near but across 
a corridor had keys to these doors. This for various reasons seems 
a very dangerous plan. I pointed out some of the dangers to the 
Principal and suggested the provision of small glass boxes with 
‘spare keys placed near the doors leading to the eseapes. The 
Principal had these glass boxes and keys in position within 48 hours. 
Fire Drills are regularly held. At the one held while 
I was inspecting the school, everyone was clear of the building in 
less than two minutes from the first sound of the fire gongs. 
Delay was caused by those in the laundry and boiler room not hearing 
the alarm. A large fire gong, at least 10 inches, is required. 
It should be placed near the laundry. ‘The present system of 
gongs is quite j{naudible there when machinery is in operation. 
I also beg to recommend that a 50 foot rope ladder with wooden 
steps be placed in the sun-room off the infirmary, one end being 
bolted into the wall of the verandah under the window. This 
would aid the escape of patients under extreme emergency. 


Sanitary Conditions :- 


fhe drains run to the sea. The school is experiencing 
trouble at times with the sewers. These are, I understand, FOUR 
INCH to the outlet. The Principal has had to place a temporary 
wooden man hole clean out at the outlet. A permanent cement man 
hole will be necessary here. May I please be permitted to state 
that a four inch sewer pipe in such a pbuilding as this is in my 
opinion quite inadequate. If you will please refer to the plans 
for the building, you will see that a SIX INCH sewer was called 
for under the floors of the basements. The kitchens, lavatories, 
toilets and boiler rooms are kept clean. 
Floors: 


There is considerable shrinkage in the soft wood floor 
NTS of 
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of the auditorium. 
Walls: 


. The rain has been driven through the walls on 

the S. E. side of the buildings. During the wet weather, 

the rain came in by gallons and collected in the dormitories. 
Effervescence has set in badly in the plaster of the dormitories 
and in the Principal's Residence. Mr. Indian Commissioner 
Ditchburn has this matter in hand. The school will need 
replastering in part at an early date. 


Laundry : 


About 2600 articles pass through the laundry per 
week. No proper guards were placed over the belting and the 
more dangerous parts of the machines. The Principal is having 
wooden guards placed wherever there is any danger. There is far 
too much hand ironing required. One steam ironer is needed as 
soon as funds will permit the Department to supply such a 
machine. The 5 H. P. boiler for laundry steam is far too small. 
At least a 10 H.P. boiler is required. I watched the engineer 
try to keep the pressure up to 100 pounds in the present boiler. 
When the laundry machines were turned on the pressure fell from 
over 100 pounds to less than 80 pounds in less than 350 seconds. 


Farming: 


There is a small Dairy Building. The concrete cooling 
tank leaks. ‘The rectifying of this is in the hands of the Indian 
Agent. A large new barn has been constructed. In this a 
hopper system of feed bins has been constructed by the manual 
training class. ‘The concrete floor of this new barn has been 
very badly leid. The concrete did not set properly, hence it 
is very uneven. Temporary planking has been laid over the 
concrete to act as cow stands.

tion made by lire Engineer Warren it was found thet a drain pipe 
from the boiler room had become blocked up apparently from 
ashes, snd in order that this might not occur agein I wrote to 
<rincipal Anfield pointing out the necessity for him taking 


precautions to see that the drainage works did not again become 
cloggede 


On the 29th April in a letter received from /rincipal 
Anfield he pointed ont that although the specifications called 
tor a hydrant stand in the boiler room and ample hose, the same 
had not been installed when building the school, and that in 
his opinion the safety factor in regard to flooding conditions 
would be considerably augmented if a proper hydrant stend and 
hose were supplied for the boiler room in question.e 


In looking up the specifications for this school I 
found a clause which stated that the contractor was to "provide 
and put up a stand pipe protection service at centre of main 
corridor om each floor ond in the boiler room". 


I, therefore, deemed it essential to write to lire 
Carson, the contractor, asking him why this connection had not 
been made, and I am today in receipt of a letter from him to 
which he has attached a letter from the contrector who installed 
the plumbing system. From this communication it would appear 
that there was an extra room added above the coal room which meant 
raising the roof drainage pipe 11 feet, slso hose tap and piping 
over floor drain in the boiler room, as well as steam and hot 
water connections to soap barrel in the laundrye ‘he contractor 
states that it was arranged at the time with the Clerk of the

With reference to past correspondence 
regarding the water at the Alert Bay Indian Residential 
School, in which it was promised that a report of the 
analysis would be forwarded, I would advise you that I 
have just received from Mr. Anfield his correspondence 
regarding it. In the letter which I wrote you I stated 
that the Boiler Inspector believed that there must be a 
heavy vegetable matter in the water, but the report from 
the G.S. Eldridge Company, who are probably the best chem- 
ists operating in British Columbia, states as follows:

“The above analysis shows the chief scaling 
compounds in this water to consist of lime sulphates, lime 
carbonate and magnesium carbonate. We would suggest as a

vent scale formation and precipitate the solids in the form 
lot a sludge, which can be readily eliminated by means of "blow- 
ing off" after suitable periods of operation." 


You will see from this that they are in error 
as to the presence of organic matter being the cause of the 
trouble in the boilers; it is a scale which forms in the water 
through the combination of Silica and Lime, and they suggest a 
corrective for it.

in favor of the Vancouver Iron Works for repairs to 
the upright boiler at the Alert Bay Indian Residential 
School, used in connection with the laundry. 


The Principal has forwarded this account to 
., me on instructions from the Commission who have informed 
\ him that it is the obligation of the Department to keep 
*" the major items of mechanical repairs at the School in 
working order. They found that the tubes in the boiler 
were leaking, and it was necessary to send the machine 
to town for retubing. They are in receipt of a letter 
from the Vancouver Iron orks stating that the trouble 
was caused by water conditions, being impregnated with 
vegetable matter, and requesting a sample of the water 
for chemical analysis. The Principal states that this 
has been forwarded, and the results will be sent to me 
/\ on receipt of the analysis. However with regard to the 
water conditions I cannot see how it could be at fault, 
as it is artesian water and is pumped from a depth of 
ninety feet in the earth, and I cannot see how it could 
be impregnated with vegetable matter. 


The Boiler Inspector recently went over the 
three boilers at the school, and reported the same thing 
to the rrincipal in person, and he advised the use of Milk 
\} of Lime in the water in all the boilers. He stated that 
\ \y y \ otherwise there would be a constant pecurrence of the trouble.

, The Commission have also desired the Principal to 
draw the attention of the Department to the fact that the 
high-pressure boiler is too small for the requirements of 
the laundry, for which it supplies the necessary steam. 
The Boiler Inspector's report shows this plant is register- 
ing 3.6 H.P., but they state that the specifications for the 
installation of this equipment in the school on page 87, par- 
agraph 1, state as follows:

In regard to the washing, lavatory and steam 
heater for laundry purposes, reference to the specificat- 
fons accompanying plan 577 (St George's school, Lytton) 
on which the Alert Bay school was apparently built and 
equipped, shows(on the last page but one) that a 5 H.P. 
boiler was to have been installed. ‘There is nothing on 
file to either support or question the statement of the 
Principal to the Inspector of agencies that the allegedly 
inadequate steam heater is only 3% H.P. nor have we any 
previous reports that the washing and lavatory accomodation 
has been found to be inadequate. 

In regard to the smoky chimneys in the 
Principal's house, however, I would refer to the letter of 
Indian Agent Halliday to the Department dated January 7th,1930 
and also the Department's file No. 156-0-15, especially letters 
dated January 30th, 1930, and April 8th, 1950. The 
complaints subsequently dealt with by correspondence 
between the Commissioner and the Department touch rather 
upon certain deficiencies of attention to requirements of 
building specifications than upon new work to be dwne,. 
Hence the question of raising the chimneys appears to have 
been held in abeyance. In a letter received here by the 
Commissioner from Principal anfield, dated May Sth, 1950. 
he stated:- 

"Something must be done about waterproofing the 
"brickwork, if the health standard of our 

"children is to be maintained; and in the interests 
“of economical administration, the stacks should be 
"hoisted. We would also appreciate your report on 
"the condition of the Principal's residence." 

In a letter to Mr. Ditchburn, dated June 3rd, 
1930 M. Gow, the Building Inspector who was ap pointed to 
supervise the erection of the Alert Bay Residential school 
stated:- 

"IT am fully convinced that to get the best results 
"from the large chimney carrying the two main 
"boilers, that it should be raised to a height of 
"twenty feet in excess of what it is at wesent. The 
"chimney from the kitchen and laundry would not of 
"necessity need to be raised more than another fouror 
"five feet to obtain good results I think. The only 
firemaining one then, is that of the residence, wich, 
undoubtedly, should be carried up to 4 height of two 
“or three feet in excess of the main building, or I 
"am afraid no matter how they cap it, with certain 
"winds it wuld be liable to give trouble." 
The foregoing was sent to the Department by 
Mr. Ditchburn on June 11th,1930, under cover of a 
letter for the attention of Mr. Orr. 
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The Department by letter No. 156-0-5, dated 
January 16th 1931, advised the Commissioner that the 
Dominion Water Power Branch were being instructed to have 
the outside walls of the building water-proofed. this, 
however, was not carried out and the Department advised, by 
letter dated August 6th, 1931, that it would be impossible 
to authorize the wrk in that year as there were no funds 
available. Hence the waterproofing has not been @®ne, 
and the raising of the chimneys seems to have disappeared as 
an issue until the receipt of Inspector Pragnell's report. 


We have no estimate on the cost of raising the 
chimneys, but if the Department is now able to have this 
attended to, I shall be pleased to obtain an estimate of the 
cost, if instructed to do so. ‘the Department will also be 
able to advise if or when funds can be made available for the 
waterproofing of the brickwork, 


Perhaps it would be advisable to have Mr, 
Orr consider the questions, mooted by the Inspector, as 
to his idea of the inadequacy of the washing and lavatory 
accomodation as well as the question of the laundry steam 
heater referred to previously herein,

SCHOOL 


During my visit the .ndian residential school 
was closed for the holidays, a few children being in 
residence for various reasois. I went over the school 
with the Reverend Principal, Mr. Anfield. The washing 
and lavatory accomodation in this school seems to me to 
be inadequate. Some classrooms were being moved to the 
old buildins to make more room in the new. The principal 
informs me that the steam heater for laundry purposes 
is inadequate being only 34 h.p. and should be 10.h.p. 
The chimneys in the Principal's house smoke badly and 
should be raised in height. I found the building well 
kept and in good order, though the leaks ti.rough the 
porpusness of the brick on the windward side show up 
badly. I believe the Derartment is attending to this. 

I found cultivation being well attended to and greatly 
improved since my last visit. he rather scrub stock of 
cows at the school are being gradually replaced by 
guernesy cows,

Dear Mr. Halliday:- 


At the opening of the present term we placed four of 
our five classrooms in the building previously known as the "Girls! 
Home", now utilized as an Academic Block. In this building we have 
placed electric light, have done a great deal of painting, and have 
overhauled and put into first-class shape the heating plant, all at 
the cost of school grants. Tremendous relief has been experienced in the 
main building as @ result of moving the classrooms to the academic block; 
we have more room available for play room space during the long w et 
winters, and we have been able to turn one of the former classrooms into 
a manufacturing room where the girls can under proper tuition take 
dressmaking and sewing in a proper way. 


We have already formed a conclusion, however, that it 
will be necessary to build a covered walk from the rear of the present 
main building to the front steps of this academic block. As you are aware, 
the rainfall here during the winter is extremely heavy, and though all 
our children are equipped with coats or slickers, yet we feel that the 
kealth of the youngsters demands that there be a covered way from one 
building to the other. In this connection we have drawn a rough sketch 
plan which we attach herewith showing the proposed arcade or covered walk 
from the laundry entrance of the main building to the front steps of the 
academic block. The material required to complete this structure would

{The Department has received a telegram from 
Rev. Dr. Westgate, stating that the bake oven at the 
Alert Bay Indian Residential School is out of commis- 
gion, through burnt out flues, caused by back draught 
in chimneys. It is stated that, to place the oven in 
workable condition, an expenditure of approximately 
$150 would be required for new brick flues and labour. 


The Department will approve of you inourring 
an expenditure not exceedi approximately the amount 
stated, to cover the cost of material and labour in 
having the work required to the flues carried out. 
Please obtain accounts, in triplicate, covering the 
cost of the brick and other materials necessary and 
also covering the labour employed in having the work 
performed. These accounts, you should certify and 
forward to the Department for payment. The Department 
will leave the carrying out of this work in your hands, 
to make the best arrangements and at the lowest possible 
cost. 


Dr. Westgate states that the chimneys should 
be heightened next year, in order to provide better 
draught. I shall be pleased to have an estimate of the 
cost of material and labour in this connection and it 
is possible that funds for the purpose can be provided. 


If the work now required in placing these 
chimneys in workable condition for the use of the bake 
oven oan be deferred until the Department has an estimate 
sogarasae the cost of heightening the chimneys, it might 
not be necessary to carry out same at the present time, 
as the heightening of the chimneys would overcome the 
aiffioulty now experienced in the use of the bake oven. 
However, if you consider it necessary to have the work 
mentioned above performed immediately, you may proceed 
to have it done, as instructed above. However, you 
should take into consideration the question of cost.

Ifjhave the honor to acknowledge receipt of 
Departmen tal Metter dated September 21st, No.156-0-5, in regard

Dear Sir: 


le The special report dated January Sth, 1931, prepared 
by Mr. Engineer W. C. Warren of the Dominion Water Power and 
Hydrometric Bureau on repairs and improvements to the school 
draining system amd waterproofing of building indicates that the 
cost of what is known as the Minwax treatment to be given the 
school walls on the south and east exposures will amowt approxi- 
mately to $1890.00, which waterproofing could only be carried 
out in dry weather, preferably in the month of July. It appears 
therefore out of the question to wdertake any expenditure on 
waterproofing since the rainy season has now begun. It is to be 
hoped therefore that this appropriation could be held in abeyance 
for expemiture after the end of the current fiscal year. 


26 The raising of two chimneys to an additional height 
of 15 feet each, from the kitchen anda laundry on the one hand 
and from the Principal's residence on the other, should be pro- 
ceeded with immediately. It is understood from Mr. Indian Agmt 
Halliday that the main chimney was raised at the same time a 
barn was constructed recently at Alert Bay. It may be necessary 
to secure the services of a carpenter at Vancouver to Zo to Alert 
Bay to attend to the scaffolding, while the services of a brick~ 
layer may be obtainable in the vicinity of Malcolm Island, and 
such a man I am informed by Agent Halliday resides there and is 
able to do excellent work. Under separate cover I am writing 
the Department in regard to the removal of old buildings from a 
sawmill site recently acquired under lease by the Department 
from the Synod Authorities of the Anglican Church. It is thought 
that the carpenter who does the work connected with the chimneys 
might also be able to supervise the demolition of the old build-= 
ings at the same time and his rate of pay for such work will not 
of necessity be the same as paid for strictly carpenter work. 
The prevailing rate of pay for this work would be that of the 
Public Works Department, whatever that May be. It is estimated 
that the cost of erecting the chimney extensions together with 
material, freight and fare of the carpenter to and from Vancouver 
should not exceed approximately the sum of $425.00. Of course 
the cost would be kept as low as possible” Compatible with a 
satisfactory job. I would suggest that Mr. J. Woods of Vancou- 
ver, who has done some very good work for the Department before 
at the Indian villaces of Klahoose, Homalco and Pemberton, be 
sent to Alert Bay to supervise both of the above mentioned jobs. 
He is sober and reliable and widerstands the Indians.

Mr. F.E. field, Principal of St. Michael's 
Indian Residential School\ Alert Bay, has placed before me 
two propositions for providing Indians with labour during 
the present winter. 


(1) A considerable amount of clearing and slashing 
to be carried out on land belonging to the school. The school 
authorities will be able to expend $400.00 for the supply of 
dynamite and stumping powder, also supplement the relief wages 
of men actually employed in handling the dynamite by $1.00 a day. 


(2) The dismantling of a sawmill building now in 
disuse, the property of the Diocese of Columbia. Some economy 
could be effected here by the careful dismantling intact of 
all the framework and the salvage of good lumber, which could 
be used in the erection of work shops at the Residential School, 
another project which is on tapis. 


Kindly inform me if authority could be furnished 
to proceed with this work as soon as possible, so that the Ine 
dians may have something to do; making allowances for weather 
conditions, it is likely that this work would extend through 
the entire winter, and thus curtail the direct relief issue to 
a considerable extent. I would request that the rate of wages 
be the same as last winter, i.e. $2.00 per day for married men, 


and $1.50 per day for single men.

In reply I have to say that the Department 
regrets the inconvenience and 4 caused, Upon 
taking this matter up with the Assistant Indian 
Commissioner, he recommended that the waterproofing of 
the walls be carried over until next year, and that it 
would be necessary to have this work done during dry 
weather in the month of July. An item is being in- 
cluded in our Estimates for the next fiscal year to 
cover the cost of thie work. The Assistant Commissioner 
is eens requested to bring this matter to the attention 
of the Department in May, next, and to give a recommend- 
ation as to the treatment that should be given the walls 
in order to make them waterproof. 


Authority is being given the Commissioner to 
have the old saw mill buildings on the school site dis- 
mantled and the two chimneys raised to an additional 
height of 15 feet; also for the supplying of the material 
required in the erection of a wooden arcade between the 
main school building and the classroom block. He is 
also being requested to have an engineer visit the school 
to report on the condition of the fire engine. 


Enquiry is beimg made as to which is the more 
urgent - the supplying of an 8 H.P. engine or a new set of 
storage batteries for the electric lighting equipment. 
There are sufficient funds only to supply one or other 
of the above. 


Other requirements at this school sare being 
noted for our Estimates for the next fiscal year.

press that the recent fire at the Roman Catholie School in 
Sagkatehnewan was caused by short circuiting. 


Cowling our engineer erports, 4 we have in- 
vestigated and found his statements correct, that the batteries 
in the lighting room are worn to such an extent that they are 
short circuiting within themselves, causing serious lo of 
electric current which is impre *nating all the metallic surfaces 
of the engine room, and so much so that on eli:mbing up to fill the 
water tanks for the main engines one sets a decided shock on 
frandling the valvese hese tanks sre approximately ten feet 
from the batteries. What is really happening is that the cor act 
plates within the batteries are fusing causing complete short 
circuits within the cells. 


As the engines operating this plant are sé soline 
type, it is our op nion that this condition s mld be brought 
{mmediately before the attention of tae Department, and to this 
end we are forwardai today under separate cover otations on 


new battery installation.

Memorandum Mr. Webbs 


I visited Alert say School on the 4th 
to 7th of January for the purpose of examining 
the fire pumping plant of the school. ‘The 
principal of the school, Mrs SseheAnfield, had 
reported under date of Lecember 16th that on fMequent 
trials the pump would not deliver water in suffioient 
quantity or at a great enough pressure to cover 
the school building. He further reported that 
the aifficulty was probably due to stoppace of the 
intake screen which had frequently become corrodede 


“pon examination I found that the 
cause of the difficulty reported by Mr Anfield 
wes due to clogving of the pump impeller, several 
pieces of wood and some small stones having become 
lodged in the suction side. No damage was caused 
to the pump however, and it functioned perfectly 
when cleared. It ie probable that this foreign 
material found ite way into the suction pipe when 
firet laid and took some time to work up to the 
oump. On test two streams of water at 85 lbs. 
preseure were obtained which were capable of 
coverin, the roof of the buildin with a moderate 
wind blowin, and without making use of the reserve 
power of the engine. 


ghe suction screen was found to be fairly 
free having recently been cleaned by the school on ineere 
Tt eppears that the soreen, which is of cast iron 
and ham an aggregate opening ares in excess of 200

was also to have been employed in supervising the erection and de- 
molition of scaffolding around the said chimneys, I beg to state 
that Mr. F.E. Anfield, the Principal, has now raised the question 
as to the safety of erecting brick chimneys, and has suggested as an 
alternative that steel metal jacks be used instead.

At the request of Mr. 6.6 Perry, an 
inspection has recently been made of the fire pumping 
Plant at the Alert Bay Indian Residential School by 
Mr. Warren.A copy ot Mr. Warren's report dated the 
13th instant is enclosed from which it will be noted 
that the pump was out of order due to the fact that 
several pieces of wood and some small stones had 
become lodged in the wor<ing parts. This has been 
rectified and the Plant is now working satisfactorily. 

It is recommended in tne report that the 
Pipeline and intake should be extended about 40 feet 
into deeper water at an estimated cost of $265.00. 

This recommendation is concurred in by Mr. 
Webb and the sugeestion is made that this work if 
authorized, Could best be carried out in June or July 
when extremely low tides prevail.

In vel to your letter dated January 20 re the 
above, I beg to state ‘that with reference to your first pragraph 
that an accountable cheque for $250.00 has not yet come to hand, 
but no doubt it will be received here by the next mail. 


With reference to the second paragraph of your 
letter, in which you state that labour returns in triplicate 
should be kept, I would state that these are being made out in 
accordance with your instructions and are being f orwarded to the 
Assistant Commissioner in Victoria as instructed. 


The work on the demolition of sawmill buildings 
in accordance with the Department's agreement with the Columbia 
Anglican Synod or Diocese is not completed, but has been stopped 
owing to the appropriation for labour of $500.00 having been 
slightly exceeded. This was referred to in my letter to you 
dated January 21, and also in my letter to the Assistant Comm- 
issioner of January 24th. 


Other work provided for was the raising of three 
chimneys, not two, at the Alert Bay Residential School to an 
additional height of fifteen feet each. This is held in abeyance 
owing to the *rincipal raising the question of safety. This is 
referred to in my letter to you of January 21 in which I requested 
that plans of the Residential School at Lytton if possible might 
be forwarded as similar work was undertaken there some years ago, 
also that the Department architect might be asked for his opinion 
on the matter as there are so many phases to be considered. 


In regard to the building of a wooden arcade conn- 
ecting the main school building and the classroom block, material 
for this has been ordered and is being delivered here and handed 
over to the Principal immediately after inspection. very effort 
will be mde to have this completed before the end of the fiscal 
year.

j To complete the work of demolishing the sawmill 
dings it will be necessary to employ ten Indians for a further 
§1x days at relief rates. For this work there is no white foreman 
needed, as a reliable Indian can take charge of it. This would 
consist mostly of tearing down the platform and moving piles 
which still stand and clearing up the land generally. 


The quickest method of raising the three chimneys 
at the Residential School would be to use the metal jack method 
as recommended by Mr. Anfield. However only one estimate can be 
received for this locally, and I think the figure quoted, $300.00, 
is somewhat excessive. To use brick, three ply, with all the nec- 
essary safeguards, would cost more than the balance of the approp- 
riation which has been granted for this, namely $312.00 from the 
original appropriation for this phase of the work, i.e., $425.00. 
Payment has been made to the foreman-carpenter at the rate of 
$6.00 per day for fifteen days and his transportation from Van- 
couver and return has been paid; this amounted to $113.00. 


Kindly inform me if authority can be given to 
complete the demolition of the Sawmill for which a further sum 
of $120.00 would be required.

I am enclosing copy of a letter dated March 17 
which I have received from Mr. Anfield, Principal of the 
Alert Bay Residential School. 


I do not recommend that this work be done at the 
present time, in view of the fact that there is a movement 
on foot locally to have a Government wharf erected for gen- 
eral community use at Alert Bay, which the Residential School 
authorities would be free to make use of in common with others. 
I have in mind the fact that these wharves are in constant 
need of repair and entail great expense and under conditions 
which prevail here need to be almost re-constructed every two 
years. 

The Sawmill Wharf referred to is now of no further 
use but present conditions do not warrant any expense being 
incurred in demolishing it. The small wharf in front of the 
school is safe to be used for a little while longer until it 
is known whether the Government is putting in a wharf or not. 
If this is done, this small wharf in front of the school will 
be more or less of a luxury unless there are sufficient funds 
to provide for its upkeep. 


I would also recommend that the Agreement between the 
Synod of Columbia and the Department be cancelled and a new one 
drawn up if necessary, as owing to change in conditions here 
several of the clauses would now be considered obsolete. 


In any case I suggest that this whole matter be held 
over until tne next fiscal year.

Under a lease with the Synod of Columbia, the 
Department has taken over the control and upkeep of the structure 
known as the "Sawmill Wharf" for the use of the school. Consider- 
able work was done by a pile-driver on the main wharf shed over 
& year ago, but the school has been unable to use this wharf for 
over six months on account of the dangerous condition of the wharf 
approach, which to make safe at all, would require considerable 
repairs, consisting of complete repiling and redecking, also con- 
siderable number of piles driven under the shore end of the shed. 
This total cost would be prohibitive under present financial 
conditions, 


On the other hand we consider that the school must 
have facilities available for its coal and other heavy freight. 
All the routine freight could be brought in on the local steamers 
to the Cannery and transported by truck through the new road through 
the reserve. Our coal, slabs, hay and other freight could be exped- 
itiously handled by scow to the small wharf immediately in front of 
the school. This structure was built five years ago by the contrac- 
tor for the main building. It was taken over by the Department for 
the sum of five hundred dollars, but no repairs have been done since. 
It now needs repiling and extending at least two bents. A local 
pile-driver concern has given us a tender for extending this wharf 
two bents or twenty-eight feet, putting in 20 piles and all necessary 
timbers and planking and leaving the structure in a first-class 
condition for $250.00 inclusive. 


This is a very reasonable figure indeed and we would 
ask that you place the matter before the Department for consideration 


and advice. To do anything at all with the "Sawmill Wharf" would 
cost over a thousand dollars,

Cow. ing standing on the intake of the 
fire pump installation of his school. He is standing at 
the extreme intake end of the pipe-line leading to the main 
centrifugal pump. 


We mention this fact so that the Commission may 
be fully aware and if they so desire notify the Depart- 
ment that it is possible for this school to be without the 
use of the fire fighting equipment on very low tides. The 
statement might be made that the domestic water supply tank, 
containing seventeen thousand Us S. Ae Gallons, could handle 
a fire situation until the sea pusp became available. It 
should be remembered, however, that the domestic tank cannot 
be kept 100 per cent full and during mornings of most days 
and in the evenings of several, there is a heavy run of water 
from rg tank for domestic, laundry and bath use in this 
sehool.

The Department is in receipt of a 
report from the Dominion Water Power and Hydro- 
metric Bureau regarding an examination made by Mr. 
warren of the fire pumping plant at the Alert Bay 
Indian Residential School. This pump has been 
placed in good working order, and, upon test, 
satisfactory pressure was obtained. 


It is recommended, however, that the 
pipe line and intake be extended about 40 feet into 
deeper water, at an estimated cost of $265, and that 
this work be carried out in June or July, next, when 
low tides prevail. I am unable at the present time 
to give definite assurance whether funds for this 
purpose can be provided. You might draw this matter 
to the attention of the Department early in May, neat, 
at which time we will be in a position to state if the 
necessary funds are available.

| to Mr. Webb: 


I visited Alert Bay School on the 4th to 7th of 
January for the purpose of examining the fire pumping plant 
of the school. The principal of the school, Mr. F.H.Anfield, 
had reported under date of December 16th that on frequent 
trials the pump would not deliver water in sufficient quantity 
or at a great enough pressure to cover the school building. 
He further reported that the difficulty was probably due to 
stoppage of the intake screen which had frequently become 
corroded. 


Upon examination I found that the cause of the diff- 
iculty reported by Mr. Anfield was due to clogging of the 
pump inpeller, several pieces of wood and some small stones 
having become lodged in the suction side. No damage was caused 
to the pump, however, and it functioned perfectly when cleared. 
It is probable that this foreign material found its way into 
the suction pipe when first laid and took some time to work up 
to the pump. On test two streams of water at 85 lbs. pressure were 
obtained which were capable of covering the roof of the building 
with a moderate wind blowing and without making use of the reserve 
power of the engine. 


The suction screen was found to be fairly free having 
recently been cleaned by the school engineer. It appears that the 
screen, which is of cast iron and has an aggregate opening area in 
excess of 200 square inches, crows tuberclas over the openings and 
requires frequent cleaning in order to be kept open. The intake 
may only be reached during very low tides and in winter time it 
is exceedingly difficult to reach at all due to the prevailing 
wind. It would be desirable to have the cast iron screen changed 
one of cast bronze which would not grow tuburcles and which could 
readily be cleaned with a wire brush on a pole if found necessary. 


From observations I have come to the conclusion that the 
intake is now in shallower water than when first laid. This app- 
ears to be due in part to the shifting of the pipe line about 8 
to 10 feet and to the movement of sand. While ordinarily the 
working of the pump is not affected, during very low tides it is 
possible that the pump might not operate due to insufficient water 
over the intake. To overcome the difficulty the pipeline should be 
extended for about 40 feet. 


The cost of the proposed alterations has been estimated 
at $265.00 and could be most cheaply carried out in June or July 
when extremely low tides prevail. The suggested changes are re- 
commended to maintain the fire preventive service at its greatest 
efficiency.

May I refer to the report by Mr. WeC. Warren dated 
January 5th, 1931, on the Alert Bay School repairs,etc., in which 
the wall seepage was referred to on page 4 and sugrestions offered 
on page 5 aa to the best method of treating this condition. In 
this connection I am sending you herewith oopy of letter dated May 
10th, instant, No.156-0-5, received from the Department authorizing 
the carrying out of this work which was estimated by you under the 
Minwax treatment at a cost of $1890.00, You will notice that the 
sum of $2000.00 provided by the Departmnt is not wholly for this 
work but is the total sum provided in this year's Estimates for 
all maintenance and repairs required for the Alert Bay School. The 
Department does not state whether or not the repair of the fire 
pump pipe line at a cost of $265.00 is included in the item for 
$2000.00 but taking the Devartment's letter literally it looks as 
though no extra provision has been made for the repair of the fire 
pump pipe line.

Mr. F.E. Anfield, Principal of the Alert Bay 
Indian Residential School, has furnished me with a copy of 
a letter which he has addressed to the Secretary, Indian 
Residential School Commission, M.3.C.Ce, Winnipeg, embody- 
ing a list of requirements which it is considered the Indian 
Department should be asked to provide for this school during 
the fiscal year 1934-35. It is possible that these items 
will be forwarded direct to the Department by Dr. Westgate, 
put the whole will need careful investigation by myself be- 
fore I would feel justified in making any report or recomm~ 
endation, with the exception of Item 6, which covers "Repair 
to School Wharf". 


This wharf is situated right in front of the 
pbuilding, and is not the Sawmill wharf which is a different 
structure located some distance away from the school. I have 
examined this school wharf, and find that it is in dangerous 
condition and if it is to be continued in use, must be repiled 
at once. I have today had a discussion with Mr. Anfield re- 

arding this matter, and he assures me that the estimate of 
$250.00 which he asks for will cover expenses of repiling and 
general renovation to keep this wharf in a state of good repair 
for the next five years. He also claims that the provision 

of this wharf is essential, not as 4 steamer wharf - no steamer 
could get in there - but as a scow wharf on which to unload 
fuel, which approximates 210 tons of coal and 200 cords of 
slabs per year. In its present condition, this wharf could 
hardly hold one ton of coal. 


h Mr. Anfield the question of

May I bring to your Lordship's attention the 
enclosed excerpts from a report dated September 11th instant, 
received at the Department from Mr. &.G. Newnham, Acting Indian 
Agent at Alert Bay, in regard to the local wharf situation. His 
observations will be self-explanatory. 


Perhaps your Lordship will be aware that a public 
thoroughfare has recently been created at Alert Bay be the 
Provineial Government which gives access to the school and to 
the wharf to which the public has access for freight and other 
pur poses. In a recent conversation with the recently retired 
Agent, Mr. W.M. Halliday, he informed me that he considered the 
provincial thoroughfare would do away with the necessity of our 
agreement with respect to the upkeep of the old sawmill wharf;

In compliance with instructions contained in 
your letter dated September 26th re the above, I have to re- 
port that I interviewed Mr. F.E. Anfield, both in his capacity 
as Agent to the Anglican Synod and as Principal of the Resid- 
ential School in regard to the two wharves under discussion, 
and he definitely stated as follows:- 


(1) That there was an urgent need for the wharf in 
front of the school to be repaired. Departmental letter No. 
156-0-5 dated September 20 has already Sree authority for 
this to be done at a miximum figure of $250.00. I have there~ 
fore given Mr, Anfield authority to have this work proceeded with 
immediately under local arrangements stressing the fact that 
under no circumstances must the sum of $250.00 be exceeded. 


(2) In consideration of the foregoing, he had 
recommended to the Anglican Synod at Victoria that the Agreement 
dated June lst, 1931, whereby a piece of land forming a portion 
of Section 4, Cormorant Island, Rupert District, was leased by 
the Bynod to the Department of Indian Affairs at a nominal 
rental, be cancelled. 


In connection with No.l, I would state that the 
school wharf can be considered to be on the premises of the 
Residential Sehool, therefore the Anglican Synod office at 

| Victoria actually has not_hing to do with it. What new under- 
taking which may be considered necessary - if any = would be 
dealt with by the Anglican Indian Residential School Commission 
at Winnipeg. 


I attach a rough plan of the land referred to in 
No.2 by which it will be seen that the Department is saddled with 
unnecessary responsibility so long as the aforesaid Lease is in 
effect. On the left sidé of the public highway proceeding north 
is the site of the old sawmill now demolished. The sawmill wharf - 
now under discussion - is shown in red. On the right of the 
public highway are a number of buildings occupied by white persons 
who pay rent to the Synod. This site adjoins the Ind&strial Sehool 
Reserve, but is not part of it, and I do not see any useful purpose 
either to the Church or the Department, by the aforesaid lease 
remaining in effect, especially in view of changing conditions. 


In regard to paragraph 4 of the letter dated 
September 23rd addressed to you by the Bishop of Columbia, I would 
state that there is no need for any new undertaking between the 
Synod and the Department in regard to the school wharf, as this 
is already covered by the Agreement with the Anglican Indian Res- 
idential Sehool Commission.

In view of the fact that the Anglican Church has for 
the past nine years maintained a self-supporting Parish at Alert 
Bay as distinct from an Indian Mission, and another denomination

to official interference, it would seem that the only official 
contact which the Department need maintain with the Anglican 
Church at Alert Bay, ie in connection with St. Michael's Indian 
Residential School, which is administered by the Anglican Indian 
Residential School Commission at Winni peg.

I have your 16/6/31338 of the third 
instant, enclosing copies of communications between 
yourself and His Lordship the Bishop of Columbia 
‘and also with Mr. B. G. Newnham, Acting Indian Agent, 
regarding the wharves at the Alert Bay Indian Residen- 
tial School. 


with reference to the wharf situated in 
front of the school building, I have to say that Mr. 
Newnham has been authorized to repair same, at a cost 
not to exceed $250, provided there are sufficient funds 
left over from the appropriation of $2,000, which was 
allowed for repair work at the school. 


Regarding the sawmill wharf, which the 
Department leased from the Anglican Synod of the Diocese 
of British Columbia as from 7 1, 1931, at a nominal 
rental, I have to say it is noted tnat—this wharf is 
no use, either to the church authorities or the Depart- 
ment and considerable expenditure would be necessary 
for repairs. It is noted, further, that Mr. Newnhan 
and yourself recommend that the agreement between the 
Anglican Synod and the Department, in connection with 
this wharf, be cancelled. As you are of opinion that 
thie wharf is of no use in connection with the school, 
the Department will approve of the cancelling of the 
lease of same, provided the church authorities will 
agree. The Department does not appear to have a copy 
of the lease, as, by official letter dated July 17, 1931, 
game was returned to the late Commissioner Ditchburn, 
after execution by the Deputy Superintendent General. 
After taking the matter up with the church authorities, 
please advise if they will consent to the cancelling 
of the lease of the sawmill wharf. In view of the 
cancellation, the Department would give favourable 
consideration to the keeping in repsir of the school 
wharf, in so far as funds permit from time to time.

I enclose herewith copies of letters I have 
received from Mr. F.E. Anfield, Principal of the Alert Bay 
Residential School. There is no doubt thatimprovements to 
the power plant provided for domestic pumping at this school 
are necessary, and at normal times I would not hesitate to 
recommend it, but conditions peing as they are, I consider 
that these continual applications that are being made by Mr. 
Anfield to the Department in connection with certain improve- 
ments to the Residential School can to a large extent, be de- 
ferred until times are better. 


In the second paragraph of Mr. Anfield's letter 
you will note 4 mention of "a list of requirements submitted 
by our Comnission to the Department for inclusion in next year's 
estimates". In this connection I would state that Mr. Anfield 
forwarded me a copy of these requirements which he had forwarded 
direct to the Anglican Kesidential School Commission at Winnipeg, 
it being implied that the Commission would submit these direct 
to the Department at Ottawa.

Dear Sir: 


The need of a larger engine for our domestic water supply 
has been placed before you in previous correspondence and an 
estimate of at least $800.00 for an engine included in the re- 
quirements for this school for the fiscal year 1934-5. It is 
doubtful, however, if the present plant will continue to give 
the required service until that time and the following propos- 
ition is placed before you for consideration. 


The B.C. Packers Ltd. operating the local cannery took out 
this year, a 12 H.P. Petters semi-deisol engine and replaced it 
with one of 25 H.P. capacity. 


The presumed value of the 12 H.P. engine removed was $200 
and they are willing to make a straight trade for our engine of 
5 H.P. capacity for which they have a specific use next year, 
The big engine has been carefully surveyed and will cost #250 
in repairs for which sum the engine will be as good as new. It 
requires a new cylinder block, piston and other minor parts foll- 
owing installation. The engine should be good for at least ten 
years service. Whilst this plant is slightly larger than that 
needed for our pumping equipment, it would have 4 double use in 
that any time we could add to it an emergency dynamo which, in the 
event of an accident to our lighting plant, would provided the in- 
stitution with D.C. power during any period of protracted repairs. 
is fully realized that conditions are difficult and that money 
available for anything, even of an emergency nature, is very 
limited. I have, however, asked the local manager to hold this 
engine for us until the first of January next year and / am con- 
vinced, should it be possible to raise the sum of $250.00, that 
the investment made would be a good one. It might also be possible, 
should the Commission see its way clear to financing this work 
under next years budget, that the Department could be induced to 
refund the amount expended when it is shown thet a far larger sum 
had been saved by the acting taken.

In February, 1933, arrangements were made 
to raise the chimneys for the kitchen, the laundry and 
the Principal's residence at the Alert Bay Indian 
Residential School. The contract was placed, by Acting 
Agent Newnham, with the General Repair Shop, Alert Bay, 
B. C., for the sum of $300. 


When the work was completed, the above firm 
rendered an itemized account, covering the material and 
labour. This account included an item to the amount of 
G15 for freight charges and incidentals, for which there 
were no supporting receipts, and, when the account was 
paid, this amount was deducted. The General Repair Shop 
were requested, through the Acting Indian Agent, to 
forward receipts ey the freight charges, etc., and 
they replied that they did not see why they should 
furnish vouchers for the above balance of their account, 
as it was a straight contract job. However, the 
Treasury Board required receipts before making payment, 
and the above named Company have now forwarded a state~ 
ment in detail covering the amount of $15 - the balance 
due them. 


The receipts for each of the items have not 
been received. Mr. Allen informs me that, as the 
Department no doubt received full value for the work, 
payment could be made upon your approval of the voucher.

I have your letter of the 28th ultimo, your 
File No. 2643-WA, enclosing copy of a communication 
from Mr. Webb, your District Chief Engineer, aleo the 
report of Mr. Warren, who had oversight of the work in 
connection with the water-proofing of the walls of the 
Alert Bay Indian Residential School and the repaire 
carried out to the fire pump system. It ie noted that 
the above work has been satisfactorily completed, and 
I wieh to express the thanke of this Department for the 
services of the above officers of your Bureau. 


With reference to the accounts covering the 
cost of the above work, I have to say that an account- 
able cheque, to the amount of $1,890, was forwarded you 
under cover of official letter of June 9th, last, in 
favour of Mr. Webb. I would request that you have him 
forward accounts, in triplicate, properly certified 
covering the cost of all material, labour, supervision, 
etc. It ie noted, from the memorandum of Mr. Warren 
that the cost of the material, labour, supervision, etc., 
in connection with the water-proofing of the school 
building amounted to $1,481.80, that the cost of the 
extension to the suction line of the fire pump was 
$286.16, and that the overhauling of the pump and the 
supplying of new parte was $52.98. 


When forwarding the accounts, Mr. Webb should 


return the unexpended balance of the advance which he 
has on hand.

fhe following work was carried out 
at Alert Bay School during the months of July 
and August last, at a total outlay of $1820.96. 


Waterproofing School. 


All faces of the school building 
and residence facing south and east were given 
two coats of waterproofing material. in all 
approximately 14,000 square-feet of surface was 
treated. The unit cost of the work was approx 
imately 10% per square foot, the total cost of 
the work was $1481.80, expended as follows. 


Material eto. $887.83 
Labour 502.92 
Supervision etc. 91.05

The process of waterproofing consisted 
of the application of "Minwax" waterproofing mater- 
jals carried out in the following order. 


First, the application of one coat, to the point of 
saturation, on all exposed faces, south and 
east. 

Second,The calking of all windows, doorways, coping 
stone and roof flashings and the pointing 
of brickwork where necessary. 

Third, A second application of waterproofing on 
brickwork only, after completion of calking. 


Prior to first application of waterproofing 
the surface was thoroughly cleaned by wire brush 
and all loose material removed. Where necessary 
acid was used for removal of efflorescence. 


Conditions were ideal for the first 
application but some difficulty was experienced in 
making the second application on the east face owing 
to cool mornings and to the fact that this face of 
the building was in shadow during the afternoon. 


The brickwork on the east end of the 
building above the residence was in very bad con- 
dition as was also brickwork on a part of the residence, 
the joints being incompletely filled with mortar. 
The coping stone also proved to have unfilled or 
loose joints. 


Fire Pump System 


An extension was effected to the suction 
line of the fire pump. The cost of this work was 
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$286.18. In addition the pump was overhauled and 
a wt = and bearings provided at a total cost 
of $52.95. 


The work carried out consisted of the 
extension of the pump suction line a distance of 
48 feet and provision of a bronze intake screen. 
The full length of the suction line was re-calked 
and the pumping station generally overhauled and 
Placed in condition to operate effectively.

Dear Sir:- 


The Principal of our St. Michael's School at Alert 
Bay, B.C., has again directed the attention of our Commission 
to the need of a stronger engine to operate the pump which 
supplies the school buildings with water. He states that this 
engine which is a 5 hep. Petters Diesol is seriously over~ 
loaded, and cannot last much longer. He has requested authority 
to have it removed from the pump house at the school well, and 
installed in the laundry to operate the laundry machinery. Our 
gp Commi ssion cannot agree to this arrangement until provision has 
been made for the installation of a more powerful engine to 
iN operate the water pump. In the list of requirements submitted 
5 by our Commission to be provided by your Department at this 
school this year, a new engine to operate the pump was included, 
and you will find the same under section B, page 4a of that list. 
The kind recommended was pete mL pits As this 
matter has been reported on “before, r. Warren, Engineer 
of the Water Power Branch recommends the installation of a 
. larger engine to operate the water pump, our Commission sincerely 
trust that this equipment may be supplied immediately, before 
the smaller engine breaks down, and the school is left without

I have your 16/6/32239 dated December Sth, last, 
with regard to the lease, from the Anglican Synod of the 
Diocese of British Columbia, of a wharf at Alert Bay, B. Ce, 
and enclosing copy of communications between your office, 
Hie Lordship Bishop Schofield and the Diocesan Chancellor, 
also enclosing copy of the lease dated June first, 1931. 


Upon review of the correspondence in connection 
with this matter, it is noted, as stated in official letter 
of October 19th, last, the wharf in question is not of 
further use for departmental or school purposes and that it 
also is in need of considerable repair. At the time the 
new school building was erected at Alert Bay, it was under- 
stood that the school would make the main use of this wharf, 
but, since that time, it has been found that the smaller 
wharf near the school would be sufficient to serve their 
purposes. 


It ie understood that Bishop Schofield would 
consent to cancellation of the lease of the "Sawmill Wharf" 
on the understanding that the Department would agree to 
keep the emall wharf which is near the school in good con- 
dition. Ae stated in official letter to you of October

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the time the new school building was erected, and the 
Department was advised at that time that this wharf would 
be required for the future use of the school. It now 
appears, as stated by the Principal, the former Acting 
Indian Agent and yourself, that thie wharf is no longer 
necessary for school purposes. 


As the Church Authorities have a joint interest 
with the Department in the carrying on of the work of the 
school, it is considered, in view of the Department agreeing 
to keep the wharf near the school in repair, that they 
should agree to the cancellation of the lease of the old 
eawnill wharf, without compensation. I may say that in the 
event of the Church being unwilling to cancel the lease of 
the wharf referred to, the Department could not consider 
making any further expenditure on the wharf near the school 
as funds will not permit contributing to the maintenance of 
two wharves. Should the Chureh Authorities, upon further 
consideration, not consent to cancellation of this lease 
without compensation, no further action need be taken in 
the matter. I would request that you again take this 
matter up with the Church Authorities and advise the 
Department. 


The Department would have no grounds to approach 
the Provincial Government on the Synod's behalf, regarding 
the title to the site of the wharf covered by lease.

I have the honor to refer to Departmental letter 
No.156-0-5, dated October 19th, last, in regard to the lease of 
this Department with the Anglican Synod of the Diocese of British 
Columbia, dated June lst, 1931, of a wharf site at Alert Bay, B.C. 


I now beg to transmit herewith copies of the under- 
mentioned letters which will show what progress has been made with 
regard to the proposed cancellation of the lease, viz:- 


1. Letter from Commissioner's office to His Lordship 
Bishop Schofield dated November lst, 1933. 


2. letter from Bishop Schofield to C.C. Perry dated 
September 23rd, replying to letter of September 
20th of which the Department has a copy of file. 


Letter from Diocesian Chancellor (Lindley Crease, 
Esq.) represented by Crease and Crease, barristers, 
and solicitors, dated 4th November, 1933. 


46 Letter dated December 8th,1933, from C.C.Perry to 
Crease and Crease. 


The last mentioned letter was written following a personal inter- 
view with Mr. Lindley Crease on December 2nd, instant, by appoint- 
ment following consideration of his firm's letter of November 4th, 
ultimo. It will be noted that Mr. Crease asked for the sum of 
$1000 on the date of our interview which had not been mentioned 
by him in his letter of November 4th, ultimo. 


I believe that His Lordship Bishop Schofield would 
more readily acquiesce in the cancellation of the lease than would 
the Chancellor, who is his legal advisor and who is inclined to 
drive a hard bargain with the Department. For this reason I am 
inclined to take advantage of our right to question the title upon 
which the agreement is tased, which title was claimed by the 
Synod in its agreement but is now being sought after by the Synod 
through the medium of the Department and its lease. 


The lease was sent in duplicate by the Department under 
cover of its letter No.156-0-9 dated July 17th, 1931, to the 
Commissioner. One was handed to the Synod and the other retained 
on file here. It is presumed that the third copy was retained by 
the Department. In any event I am sending a copy herewith and 
would call attention especially to the 17th line on page 3 of the 
agreement where in the title of the site is claimed by the Synod, 
also to the letter of Messrs. Crease and Crease dated 4th November, 
ultimo, in which he asks that the Department assist the Synod to 


The Secretary, 
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"procure from the Provincial Government, & recognition of 
its rights." 


I cannot see any grounds upon which we could now 
approach the Provincial Government in the Synod's behalf as 
we have no further use for the wharf or site owing to the 
construction of the Provincial highway and the contemplated 
use of the school wharf, the latter having been purchased & 
few years ago from Mr. Carson, the contractor who constructed 
buildings for the Department under contract at Alert Bay.

Thank you for your letter of September 20th. with 
enclosed excerpts from a report of acting Indian Agent at Alert 
Bay regarding the local wharf situation there. 


I have consulted my Committee in charge of this matter 
and, after careful study of the existing agreement between the 
Anglican Synod and the Indian Department, it has seemed to us that 
there is a very considerable equity for our Synod Indian account 
at Alert Bay in the present agreement, as it definitely calls for 
an annual rental to be paid to this account by the Indian Department 
after a certain number of years’ use of the old wharf. I draw 
attention to this element first of all, because we feel that it 
should not be lost sight of. 


On the other hand, it was understood the School would 
make the main use of the old wharf, and if the School authorities 
really prefer the smaller wharf near the School we should not stand 
in the way of such an arrangement. 


It would seem only fair, however, that if the change 
is to be made the Indian Department should be prepared to make some 
definite, new undertaking as between the Synod and itself regarding 
the School wharf. 


If you will be prepared, for instameg to recommend that 
upon release from the former Contract the Indian Department would 
contract to keep the School wharf in condition for a stated number 
of years, at its own charge, we should be prepared to endorse such 
a proposal. 


I trust the fairness of these suggestions will appeal 
both to you and the Department and that the matter can be worked out 
satisfactorily to all concerned.

His Lordship, Bishop Schofield, has conferred wi th 
us on your correspondence with him concerning: - 


(1) The establishment of the wharf fronting on 
the Indian Industrial School at Alert Bay; 


(2) The wharf comprised in the lease of lst June, 
1931, from the Anglican Synod of the Diocese of British Col- 
umbia to His Majesty, of the parcel of land forming part of 
Section 4, Cormorant Island, Rupert District, and the water= 
frontage thereof, shown on the Plan marked red attached to 
the lease. 


This lease is for a term of five years, from lst 
August, 1930, at a nominal rental of $1.00 per annum, and 
for a further term of fifteen years at $100.00 per annum, pay- 
able in advance, the Crown binding itself to construct and 
re-build a good and substantial wharf on that site of the 
nature described in the lease, and undertaking to remove at 
the cost of the Crown, the old mill buildings. 


As intimated by the Bishop in his communication to 
you, the Church authorities would not stand in the way of 
meeting the wishes of your Department, provided that 4 fair 
arrangement is made for the cancelling of this lease, and pro- 
vided that fair arrangements are made for the future upkeep of 
the wharf opposite the School, which we understand it is now 
desired shall be maintained in substitution for the presmt 
demised wharf, which is commonly known as "the mill site wharf." 


There is another consideration to which we would in- 
vite your attention. The mill site wharf has been in exis- 
tence for a great number of years, and the title of the 
Anglican Synod to the site has been recognized. It has been 
the policy of the Church authorities to maintain and protect 
its title to this site by, amongst other things, seeing that 
the existence of the wharf is preserved. If the wharf is 
now to be demolished, we think that your Department may be able 
to assist the Church authorities, namely, the Anglican Synod, 
to procure from the Provincial Government, a recognition of 
its rights to this site, which are of value to the Church 
in connection with its work amongst the Indians at Alert Bay. 


The writer will be pleased to confer with you on these 
questions at your convenience. We are now writing to specify 
them so that you may have an opportunity of considering them.

Sirs- 


Recently it has been brought to my attention 
the necessity of caring for perishable food at the Residential 
School here in Alert Bay, and to check up on this I have made 
several trips to the school in order that I could get first- 
hand knowledge of the whole situation. 


I find the School is not provided with any means 
of taking care of this, and considerable difficulty is being 
experienced especially during the summer months. The school 
now have quite a large dairy, and as practically all their meat, 
butter, eggs, etc. are purchased in Vancouver and the boat service 
irregular, it is necessary that they order in large quantities to 
carry them over. It does appear that some form of refrigeration 
is necessary not only from a financial point of view but from a 
health viewpoint as well. 


The necessity of economizing is fully realized at 
te present time, and with this in view we have endeavoured to 
find a means of obtaining satisfactory equipment to serve the 
purpose at the lowest possible cost. If the Department would 
consider the purchase of this equipment at the present time, the 
school are prepared to install the Walk-In-Cooler themselves and 
by doing this the whole equipment complete, fully installed, could 
be purchased for the sum of 90.00. This seems to me a very 
reasonable figure, and I would request that the Department grant 
us authority to have this refrigerating plant installed during 
the summer holidays. The School in order to assist the Depart- 

ent have agreed to do all the labour in connection with the 
installetion, in the hopes that the Department will give favour- 
able consideration to their request. This would mean a saving of 
approximately $265.00. 


I might add this plant could be operated from the 
present electrical system with no difficulty whatever. I have 
gone to the trouble of having an expert get all the measurements 
and thoroughly go into it, and no difficulty will be experienced 
in installing this plant. In the ordinary course the Department 
would ask for tenders, but in this case a special price has been 
offered by Marshall-Wells when the school is prepared to do the 
work themselves. 


I would appreciate very much if the Department would 
give this matter their serious consideration and if possible grant 
authority for this work to be underteken. I assure you it is only 
after my fullest investigation of conditions at the school that I 
have decided to place the matter before you, and recommend that 
the installation of this equipment be carried out.

The capacity of the School, I understand, is two 
hundred children and there are a few more than this number 
in residence at present. If the Department felt they could 
supply four or five more beds I feel this would satisfy 
their requirements, 


In regard to the fire gongs, there is no 
gong on the girls' side except one in the hall. The Prin- 
cipal feels there should be at least two fire gongs installed, 
one in the dormitory and the other in the rear of the kitchen. 
I have gone into this matter thoroughly with him and I am of 
the same opinion. As school will be out shortly, thie matter 
can be left for a short time, but I would appreciate if the 
Department would advise me if I may have two gongs installed 
instead of one, as stated in your letter.

As stated in my Monthly Report for April, I 
wish to make certain observations in reference to the St. 
Michael's Residential School during the time in which I 
accompanied Capt. GH. Barry, Inspector of Schools, on his 
inspection. 


The fire drill which was carried out was very 

ood indeed. I timed the children leaving the building after 

fe fire alarm was given and they were all out in less than 
minutes, and the roll calls made and reported in four 

minutes. I might add the children were in bed when the fire 
alarm was given; they dressed sufficiently to withstand the 
cold and came out in a very orderly manner. I noticed only 
one thing which should be changed. The fire escapes are not 
sufficient, as the four dormitories all lead into one general 
fire escape and some confusion was noticed at this point. The 
hydrants were operated, and I found them in first-class working 
order. There appeared to be sufficient pressure to force the 
water high enough to reach any portion of the building. The 
fire-fighting squad of the older boys of the school appeared 
to be well drilled and knew their work. 


In making an inspection of the building itself 
I noticed one spot where the walls leaked, but I understand 
this is being repaired. 


I also noticed in No.2 dormitory there were some 
double beds, which I do not believe the Department approve of. 
It was brought to our notice there are no fire gongs on the top 
floor of the girls’ dormitory nor in the laundry in the rear of 
the building. This I feel is not in line with Departmental reg- 
ulations, and I would recommend that a fire gong be placed in 
each of these sections of the building. 


It was pointed out that a new stove was necessary 
for the Dispensary. This I believd will be dealt with in Capt. 
Barry's report, and I concur in this. 


In the old school, now used as a classroom block, 
I noticed the light was very poor in one room, and while I feel 
this should eventually be attended to, it is not an immediate 
necessity and I would not recommend that anything be done with 
this at present. I checked over the amount of lumber on hand for 
the manual training department, and the amount which was agreed 
upon by Capt. Barry and Mr. Anfield I would suggest would be sat- 
isfactory for this year's requirements. The matter of fruit trees 
was taken up and as they have a portion of their orchard as yet 
not planted, a requisition is being forwarded to complete their 
orchard, and I would recommend that the Department have these 
trees sent to them in due course,

The Department is in receipt of the report of the 
Engineer, Department of Public Works, Victoria, on his 
inspection, July, last, of the bodlers and machinery at the 
Alert Bay indian Residential school. He reporte as followe:- 


Bodler No. 44325 - "I gave thie boiler a careful internal 

7 and external inspection and found that 
ite condition was very poor. It has been pitting for some 
time, and, although the pitting has stopped, the damage to 
the plates he been done, and, after the coming season, it 
must be taken out and another installed." The longitudinal 
seam was found to be slightly leaking. 


Bodler No. 44557. - Found in first-class condition. The 
firebare are in need of repairs. 


Boiler No. 44261 - In good condition. There was quite a 

lot of sediment in the wet legs, which 
must be all cleaned out, and care should be taken to keep 
these clean and free from sediment. The steam gauge is 
slightly light. The fusible plug must be renewed. 


Boiler No. 44262 - The condition of this boiler was fairly 

good. The Engineer recommends that the 
same feed water treatment must be continued and that there 
—. LF water blown off to prevent the collection of 
sediment. 


The attention of the Engineer was drawn to the hot 
water storage tank. This tank is 12 ft. long and 3 ft. 6 in. 
in diameter and is suspended close to the roof of the boiler 
room in such a manner that it is very difficult to get at it. 
It wae leaking at the longitudinal joint on the top. The 
water pressure being quite low, a screwed plug can be in- 
serted if the leak ge* worse. Both the inlet and outlet 
pipes are badly corroded and must be renewed. While this is 
being done, the tank can be advantageously lowered, at least

the Principal the recommendations of the Engineer regarding 
the boilers and hot water storage tank. He should arrmge to 
have the suggestions carried out.

He should eee that these 
certificates are posted in a pro mt place in the boiler- 
room.

In spite of all the work done here last 
year, I have to report that in a very heavy rain today, 
water has poured into the building from many points. 


There is a lot of water in both basements, 
the dining room and kitchen, laundry and engine rooms. 
Raik.is also pouring through the front wall into the 
infirmary and many of the window frames in the dormitories 
are letting water through in considerable quantities. 


The situation is well in hand and we are 
not fearful of any emergency though the main ditches 
are running at full capacity. Every precaution is be- 
ing taken to keep all drains clear and all roof traps 
have been inspected personally today. 


My object in writing is to suggest that the 
Department be notified of this condition as these in- 
roads of water in the building cannot but have a very 
bad effect on the structure; creating a situation that 
in time is going to cost considerable money to correct; 
and for which the school management through the Commission 
can in no way be held responsible. : 


The Local Indian Agent is away at the time 
of writing or I would have asked him to come and see 
the situation for himself.

I am sorry to have to report we are again having 
trouble with our drainage system at the residential school 
here. Last evening I was called to the school by the 
principal, Mr. Anfield, to look over the situation, and I 
found the field or flat at the rear of the school which 
has two cement drains leading from it to the sea were 
not large enough to take away the flood waters which had 
backed up on the farm. Mr. Anfield also showed me how 
the school building itself was badly leaking. It appears 
the water is getting in through the brick wall penetrating 
through to the plaster; this was noticeable in the upper 
dormitories as well as in the basement of the school, 

As it was of such a serious nature, I wired Mr, C.C.Perry, 
Assistant Commissioner at Victoria and suggested that an 
engineer be sent to Alert Bay to deal with the situation 
and make a renort to the Department. I am under the 
opinion unless Something is done to stop this leakage 
the Department will have a tremendous bill on their hands 
as the plaster no doubt will come off the wall and possibly 
the foundations of the school be undermined. Today the 
weather has cleared somewhat and the situation may be eased 
up a little; however we are constantly watching it and if 
necessary will have to dig another ditch alongside one of the 
present drains.

Recently the Dominion Government Boiler Inspector, 
Mr. T.J, Arnall, made his annual inspection at St. Michael's 
Residential School, Alert Bay, and again informed me boiler 
No. 44325 which he had reported unfavourably on last year, 
must be replaced. In his last report Mr. Arnall stated as 
follows:- 


Boiler No, 443525: - "I gave this boiler a careful internal 
and external inspection, and found that its condition was very 
poor, It has been pitting for some time and although the pitt- 
ing has stopped, the damage to the plates has been done. After 
the coming season it must be taken out and another installed.The 
lagitudinal seam was found to be slightly leaking." 


In the Department's letter of May 28th, No. 156-065, 
they stated an item of $1300.00 had been provided for the supply- 
ing of laundry equipment for the Alert Bey Residential Sehool 
this year. In my letter to the Department dated June 15th it 
was recomvended that a refrigerator plant be installed, but it 
is now realized with the necessary expenditure for a new boiler 
this amount of $1300.00 will not cover both items, 


The matter was thoroughly discussed with Mr. Anfield, 
and he decided, in view of the lateness of the season, he would 
manage without the refrigerator plant, and asked me to write the 
Department requesting that the money originally intended for this 
purchase be used for the purchase of a boiler and Laundry equi p- 
ment, which is urgently required. I am enclosing an illustration 
of the type of Steam Ironer requested by Mr. Anfield, and I would 
therefore now recommend that the refrigerator plant be left in 
abeyance and that the $1300.00 approved for expenditure at the 
school this year be used to purchase the new boiler and Steam 
Ironer,. 


The boiler recommended by lir. Arnall is as follows:- 
1 Vertical Boiler, size 38" x 90", 142 square test heating surface, 
14.2 H.P., 125 pounds working pressure, at on approximate cost of 
$600.00. 


The Steam Ironer required, shown in the enclosed illus- 
tration, would cost asvrox mately $800.00, If $1300.00 ig all that 
is available, I would suggest that the Department purchase the 
boiler and epply the balance on the Ironer and let the Commission 
make up the remainder, 


I regret that so much correspondence has taken place in 
connection with the amount of money approved, but we are trying to 
get the most urgent requirements and that is our reason for request- 
ing the installation of a larger boiler for the laundry. Would the 
Department kindly advise us as quickly as convenient as the school 
will be reopening shortly and with so many primary grades this year 
the laundry equipment is considered urgent,

I have the honour to advise the Department 

that Mr. Webb of the Dominion Water Power Branch, at 

Vancouver, has today discussed with me several matters 

affecting our work in British Columbia, an item of which 

is the necessary waterproofing of part of the Alert Bay 
Indian Residential School, upon which a report has 

already been made to the Department through the 

Director of the Water Branch from Mr. Webb's office. 


It is understood also that Mr. Phelan 
recently visited Alert Bay and would probably have 
discussed with the Indian Agent and School Principal 
the condition of the building. 


Mr. Webb and I consider that it should be 
recommended to the Department that, if funds are 
available, the waterproofing proposed to be done should 
be carried out during the present dry weather rather 
than waiting until the fall rains begin when the 
continued leaky condition will probably recur unless 
the work is done. I would request the Department's 
attention be given to this matter with as little delay 
as possible.

It appeared trom Mr.Warren's inspection 
that the agp ek which was done to the build- 
ing in the summer of 1933 had not been a success 
and the Vancouver agent of the Minwax Company, from 
whom waterproof material had been purchased, was 
communicated with under date of February 20th. 

In this letter we outlined how the waterproofing 
of the buildi had been carried out under the 
Minwax Company's instructions and specifications 
and under the most favourable weather conditions, 
and in view of the fact that the desired results 
had not been obtained we suggested that the company 
should assume responsibility to making the walls 

in question thoroughly waterproof. We have had 
some correspondence with the Canadian Minwax Company 
Ltd. 1176 Benoit St. Montreal, Quebec and up to 

the present no definite settlement of the question 
has been reached. 


A copy of our most recent letter of May 
10th to the Canadian Minwax Company is enclosed, 
from which you will note we have put the matter 
up to them as to whether they are going to undertake 
the satisfactory waterproofing of the building or 
not. It seems to me the responsibility is theirs. 


I am enclosing copy of Mr.Warren's 
memorandum of March 22nd, reporting the result 
of his inspection. I think the Department of Indian 
Affairs would be well advised to immediately have 
a row of Lombardy poplars planted along the south 
and west sides of the building to act as a windbreak 
against the driving rain which ocours each winter, 
and at the same time a row of fir should be planted 
which, when grown, will make a much more permanent 
wind break.

Re: Alert Bay School 


I made an inepeetion of the above school 
builai on the 9th of February and found that 
the ineide walle of the school and residence on 
the sides facing south and east showed unmistakable 
signs of dampness penetrating through the walle. 


I was informed by the principal of the 
sohool that the amount of moisture had been very 
great since the exceptional storm of the week of 
January 20th to 26th and that the school people 
had been employed more or less constantly during 
the latter part of that week and the following week 
in arying up the floors and walle of the building. 
There was, however, at the time of my visit, suffic~ 
fent evidence of moisture penetration on the walls 
to satisfy me that the seepage had occurred to a 
considerable extent. 


Nxemination of the outside walls of the 
Dudlding did not disclose any breaking down of 
mortar or any weakness in the wall and the water- 
proofing material which had been a plied two years 
aps >a did not appear to have been washed out 
y rains. The inside walle of the building are 
commencing to show signs of breaking dow. The 
metal lath on the exposed walls apparently is 
rusting away as the plaster is very weak in places. 


It would appear that the Minwax waterproof- 
ing material applied in 1933 has not been effective. 
As to the reason why this material has been non- 
effective I am not prepared to express an opinion. 

I would suggest, however, that it would he desirable 
during the coming swamer +o make some further tests 
on the building witn the same material and with other 
types of waterproofing before adopting any other 
expedient. 


It would be Gssirable in my opinion, to 
plant a hedge of trees along the south and weat sides 
of the building in order to provide a wind-break 
and to minimise the effect of the driving rains on 
the exposed faces of the building. The Lombardy 
poplar would be suitable for this purpose as it 
grows very fast and to a desirable height. Ite 
life is,however,short and it should o be employed 
until such time as a more lasting tree,such as the 
fir, can be grown to the necessary heighte

I wish to acknowledge your unsigned 
letter of the 3rd instant regarding defective 
waterproofing. 


I note your remarks regardi poss- 
ible structural defects. I would point out 
that for possible defective joints we were 
advised to use pointing and calking material 
manufactured by your company, which we did 
to the extent mentioned in my letter of the 
20th February to Mr. Loney. It would now 
appear from your letter that the material 
supplied was not that which should have been 
used in this instance. 


In view of the fact that you do not 
appear to be satisfied with the conclusions 
arrived at after investigations by this Bureau, 
it would appear to me that the only satisfactory 
method of ascertaining the information you desire 
would be an inspection of the building by the 
Minwax Company. In order to further this and 
provide every assistance possible I am pre~ 
pared to recommend to the Department of Indian 
Affairs that a responsible member of your firm 
be allowed to carry out the test suggested in 
your letter of the 3rd instant. 


As it is necessary that the problem 
of this building be effectively solved by mia- 
summer I shall be pleased to be informed of 
early action in this connection.

Replying to your letter No. 156-0-5 regarding 
the installation of a new boiler at St. Michael's Indian 
Residential School, Alert Bay, I beg to advise Dr. T.B.R. 
Westgate of the Indian Residential School Commission visited 
me yesterday accompanied by Mr. Anfield, the Principal, and 
we thoroughly discussed what was best to do in our difficulty. 


We all agreed the boiler and steam ironer were much 
more important and necessary at the present time than the re- 
frigeration plant. The boiler and ironer are more or less 
hooked up together and one cannot function properly without 
the other. At present the boiler is too small and is being 
used far beyond its capacity, and it being in poor condition 
we are afraid of an accident. This year there are a great 
number of primary grades and it is not possible for the older 
girls to do all the work necessary. After considering our 
position, Dr. Westgate decided to wire the Department as 
followss- 


“After consultation Indian Agent Todd and Principal 
Anfield strongly recommend immediate installation steam 
ironer and high pressure boiler Alert Bay School as 
suggested in Mr. Todd's letter to you August 20th last. 
Season now so far advanced refrigeration plant mentioned 
in your letter August 29th to Mr. Todd may be held over 
until next year. School management will install mach- 
inery and our Society will meet all cost beyond Fifteen 
Hundred Dollars. As School now open with capacity en- 
rollment, kindly wire instructions Indian Agent Todd."

MEMORANDUM : 
The Honourable the Superintendent General,- 


Mr. M. S. Todd, Indian Agent, Alert Bay, 
B. C., has forwarded a request from the Principal of the 
Alert Bay Indian Residential School (Electoral District 
of Vancouver North), for the supplying of cold storage 
equipment for the use of the school. They have no 
facilities for keeping milk and food supplies, as it is 
not possible to obtain natural ice at Alert Bay. 


The Estimates for Indian Education for the 
current fiscal year contain an item, to the amount of 
$1,300, for the supplying of laundry equipment. The 
school authorities now advise that the supplying of cold 
storage equipment is more urgent than the laundry mach- 
inery and also that the church authorities, themselves, 
will purchase part of the laundry,equipment. The Agent 
has forwarded a quotation from Marshall-Wells B. C. 
Limited, Vancouver, B.C., for the supplying and instal- 
ling of a Kelvinator refrigerating system, at a total 
c@st if $825. An additional sum of $75 will be required 
for the erection of a small building to install the plant, 
making a total cost of $900. Mr. Agent Todd has strongly 
recommended the supplying of the cold storage equipment 
as being more urgent than laundry machinery. 


I beg to recommend, for your approval, that 
the funds required to install the cold storage equipment 
be authorized. I shall be pleased to receive your 
direction if it will be satisfactory to place the order 
with Marshall-Wells B. C. Limited, or what other firm 
you request should be asked to quote.

I have your letter of the 20th instant, regarding 
the boiler (No. 44325) which, it is understood, is used for 
laundry purposes at the Alert Bay Indian Residential School. 
In this connection it is noted, from the Dominion Government 
Bodler Inspector's report, that he found the boiler in very 
poor condition and that, after the coming season, it must be 
taken out ond another installed. 


I have to request that you will report, as soon as 
possible, if it is absolutely necessary that a new boiler be 
installed this fall or if the present boiler will be satis- 
factory for the coming winter's use. Unless it is urgent 
that a new boiler be supplied at the present time, we would 
not be prepared to authorize the expenditure. 


The matter of supplying cold storage equipment, as 
mentioned in your letter of June 15th, last, at a total cost 
of $900.00, is now before the Ninister, for his consideration. 
It is thought thet this equipment should be supplied, rather 
than a new boiler. Should the present boiler be satisfactory 
for the coming winter's use, the Department would endeavour 
to include, in the Estimates for the next fiscal year, the 
amount required in the purchace of a new boiler - which is 
stated by you to be $600. 


If a new boiler is required, we would, no doubt, 
be able to provide the funds for the purpose - $600 - and 
also supply the cold storage equipment, at » cost of $900. 
While this will exceed the amount provided for this school, 
yet an effort would be made to obtain the funds for both the 
above named purposes. ‘The Department is not sure, from your 
letter, whether the cost mentioned, viz.: $600, ineludes the 
expense of freight ond installation, and I should be pleased 
to be advised regarding the approximate cost of the supplying 
installing and any freight charges.

Residential School, Alert Bay, and again informed me boiler 
No. 44525 whi he had reported unfavourably on last year, 
must be replaged. In his last report Mr. Arnall stated as 
follows:- 


Boiler No. 443525: -/ a1 gave this boiler a careful internal 
and external inspection, and found that its condition was very 
poor, It has been pitting for some time and although the pitt- 
ing has stopped, the damage to the plates has been done. After 
the coming season it must be taken out and another installed.?he 
lagitudinal seam was found to be slightly leaking.” 


In the Department's letter of May 28th, No. 156-0-5, 
they stated an item of $1300.00 had been provided for the supply- 
ing of laundry equipment for the Alert Bay Residential School 
this year. In my letter to the Department dated June 15th it 
was recommended that a refrigerator plant be installed, but it 
is now realized with the necessary expenditure for a new boiler 
this amount of $1300.00 will not cover both items. 


The matter was thoroughly discussed with Mr. Anfield, 
and he decided, in view of the lateness of the season, he would 
manage without the refrigerator plant, and asked me to write the 
Department requesting that the money originally intended for this 
purchase be used for the purchase of a boiler and laundry equip- 
ment, which is urgently required. I am enclosing an illustration 
of the type of Steam Ironer requested by Mr. Anfield, and I would 
therefore now recommend that the refrigerator plant be left in 
abeyance and that the $1300.00 approved for expenditure at the 
school this year be used to purchase the new boiler and Steam 
Ironer.

I regret that so much correspondence has taken place in 
connection with the amount of money approved, but we are trying to 
get the most urgent requirements and that is our reason for request- 
ing the installation of a larger boiler for the laundry. Would the 
Department kindly advise us as quickly as convenient aa the school 
will be reopening shortly and with so many primary grades this year 
the laundry equipment is considered urgent.

Having reference to the above, upon looking over my 
previous reports on this boiler I find that the 
following various conditions have been reported on. 


In 1933 I reported that this boiler had the appearance 
of having been badly used and Hydrostatic inspection 
could not be completed on account of tubes leaking on 
the top end and recommended that they be rerolled, and 
this was done. 


In 1934, during the Hydrostatic test the longitudinal seam 
started to leak and taking into consideration the internal 
condition of the plates I reported that it was getting 
past its usefulness, and again reported that a new and 
larger boiler be installed. 


In my 1935 report the longitudinal seam was again leaking 
during test. I then reported that it must be renewed as 
soon as possible, as I would be obliged to cut the steam 
pressure considerably below usefulness, which was done 

in 1936, reducing the steam pressure from 120 lbs. to 

100 lbs. If it had not been for the extreme care and 
attention to instructions given to it by Mr. Ward, the 
Engineer, it would not have lasted as long as it has. 


In answer to the request of Mr. Todd, the Indian Agent, 
about selling it for commercial purposes, this would 
mean that it would come under the Provincial Inspection 
Act and as lap longitudinal seams are not now allowed 

I expect that they would not pass the boiler except for 
low pressure. I think that $60.00 would be a fair price 
for it. The suggestion that it be used in another 
school is in my opinion the only way to dispose of it.

As you are aware, the Minwax Company were paid $1,800 to 
waterproof the outside walls.

From previous correspondence you will 
understend we have been in communication with 
the representative of the hiinwax Coe regarding 
the waterproofing job which wae done several 
years ago at the Indian Residential Sohool, the 
results of which proved unsatisfactory. The 
question of responsibility for the fact that 
water still seeps through the building remains 
ansettled and as a matter of fact it seems to 
me we will not arrive at any definite decision 
in the matter. 


Yrom all reports it appears that the 
weather conditions at Alert Bay during the winter 
onths are extremely severe and with driving 
rains which last for several duys at a time, 
any building must be absolutely water-tight if 
seepage is to be avoided and this does not seem 
to be the case in the Alert Bay School. 


Mire HedeLoney, Vancouver, representative 
of the Minwax Co. Inc. made an inspection recently 
at the expense of his company, of the Alert Bay 
Sehool. He reported to his principals that the 
building was not in a satisfactory condition as 
far as water tightness was concerned. He reported 
finding cracks between bricks and mortar in many 
places. Fe also reported finding in quite a4 
number of instances, bricks with pin holes in them 
inte which moisture micht go and lodge, which might 
possibly be the cuase of considerable seepage. ‘he 
condition at this school is unfortunate in view of 
the fact that so much seepage has occurred that now 
the walls of the building are almost continuously 
wet, in fact it its doubtful if the interior of the 
walls Gries out during the summer months. Thies 
condition makes it very difficult to determine what 
would satisfactorily waterproof the building. 

‘rankly [ am at a loss to know what to recommend. 


Mr. Loney is very amxious to have his 
product used in an endeavour to finally seal the 
cuilding against moisture. In order to definitely 
determine if this Minwax product will satisfactorily 
waterproof the building it has been suggested that 
a surface of approximately 600 square feet be

1, Ironing Sheets on the Beatty 


Sheets 
Sheets that are wider than twice the width of the Beatty roll should be folded 
in two first, then passed through the ironer twice, and folded to put away. 


Pillow Cases 
Pillow Cases are ironed from the closed end to the open end. If embroidered, 
the pillow case should be turned right side up the first time through. There is 
no need to release the shoe when thin flat pieces like pillow cases are being ironed. 
These thin articles lie flat on the roll, and the open throat of the Beatty shoe 


permits them to feed into the ironer without wrinkling.

Table Cloth Being Ironed Table Cloths 
Table Cloths are ironed after being folded once with opening at the operator's 
right and with as much of the article in the ironer as possible. The other part 
of the table cloth should extend over the open end of the roll. This extended part 
should be ironed before the second fold lengthwise is made 


Embroidered Doilies 


Embroidered Circular Doilies, when put through the first time, are ironed from 
the centre with the embroidered side up. The second time through, the embroi- 
dered side should be turned towards the roll. This presses the embroidery into 
the pad and makes the design on the doily stand out 


Serviettes 
Feed these into the ironer with the hemmed edge first and with the inside facing 
the shoe. When the article comes off the roll, take the end that is ironed last and 
start it through again first giving it a quarter turn. 
Several serviettes may be folded and ironed together. This saves a great deal 


of time 


Pajama Pants 
Iron each leg of pajama pants separately from the bottom up. Then fold the 
legs together and iron from bottom to top. 


Pajama coats are ironed the same way as men’s shirts. See pages 4 and 5.

When iorning children’s dresses, slip the skirt over the roll with the waist band 
of the dress at the open end. Fold the sleeve of the dress and iron all the way round. 


Sleeves 
Iron one sleeve of the dress at a time. Place the sleeve flat on the roll and iron 
from the cuff to the armpit. 


Yoke 


Iron the yoke of the dress next, Continue to iron over the shoulder and across 
the yoke to the other sleeve 


Collar 


The collar is ironed by placing it around the open end of the roll and allowing 
it to take its own shape 


Placing Pleats 
Slip the dress over the open end of the roll. Place the pressing lever in the Press" 
position.

Smocks or Hoover Aprons 


1. Smocks or Hoover Aprons are ironed in a similar way to a man’s shirt as illus- 
trated and described on pages 4 and 5. 


Detachable Collars 


Soft, detachable collars are ironed by placing a number of them on the roll while 
the pressure is being applied. Then fold them in the centre and iron the right side 
up. This gives them a natural shape. If collars are to be starched use cold starch 
and only a small quantity. 


When small articles like collars are being ironed, their position on the shoe should 
be varied so as to keep the heat in the shoe evenly distributed across its whole 
length. 


ssing Ties 
Ties are pressed by placing a damp cloth over the shoe and pressing them, Then 
iron them with the inside facing shoe 


Pressing Trousers 
Press each trouser leg separately on both sides. To do this, turn the Shoe Release 
Lever so that the shoe is thrown right back from the roll. Place a dampened cloth 
over the shoe so as to completely cover it. Then turn the Pressing Lever to the 
“Press” position, Put the shoe release into place and the Beatty will automatically 
apply the necessary pressure.

Installing the lroner 
If the Ironer is delivered to you crated, remove the 
crate carefully so as not to scratch the ironer. Also 
remove the paper covering the roll. Attach castor 
brackets with screws and lock washers to be found in a 
small sack in the carton under the ironer. The height 
of the ironer may be adjusted to suit the individual by 
raising or lowering the castor brackets. Thumb screws 
are provided to keep the castors from turning too freely. 
Insert the castors and plug into a convenient wall plug. 


Heat Control 


The heat switch which controls the heat of the shoe is 
on the name plate at the right. When the heat is on, the 
pilot light just above the switch will show red. The 
switch for starting the motor is also on this plate. 


Finger Touch Control 

The finger touch lever controls the shoe and roll. Press 
gently, then release and the shoe will come up to the 
roll and the roll start turning. Press again and the shoe 
leaves the roll and the roll stops. If you hold it down the 
shoe will come up to the roll and move back again, 
continuing this forward and backward movement till 
the finger is removed. 


Knee Control 
The knee control lever is on the left beneath the base. 
Pressing the lever gently with the knee and releasing 
it has exactly the same effect as the finger control. It 
is more convenient as it leaves both hands free to feed 
in and smooth out articles being ironed. 


Pressing Control 
The pressing control lever is on top at the right. When 
turned to PRESS” the shoe is brought up to the roll 
without the roll turning. In this position it can be used 
for pressing trousers, pleats, embroidery, etc. 


For raised work, initials, etc., it is not necessary to re- 
lease the shoe to press--simply turn the lever to the 
“PRESS” position, hold for the time required to press, 
then turn back to “IRON” position and roll will turn. 


Turn this lever to “IRON” for ordinary ironing. 


Emergency Control 
The emergency control lever is at the right and behind 
the shoe. If, for any reason, the roll stops turning when 
ironing, push the emergency lever back away from the 
roll. This will move the shoe away from the roll and 
prevent scorching. 


To continue ironing, pull the lever back to its original 
position. 

Try operating all controls before starting to iron the 
first time. 


Heating the Shoe 
To protect it previous to installing, the element is given 
a coating of gum. This is burned off when heat is applied, 
causing a slight ador which will gradually disappear. 


The shoe requires about 7 minutes to heat sufficiently 
for ironing. Test the shoe as you would a hand iron, by 
touching it with a moist finger. If it sizzles it is hot enough 
to iron. 


If the shoe is not heating fast enough or not retaining 
its heat for continuous ironing, have your electrician 
check your voltage. 


To prevent any part of the shoe from overheating when 
ironing small pieces, use first one end of the roll and then 
the other. 


For silks and rayons, the shoe should be cooled. 


When ioning is finished, before turning off the motor, 
make sure the shoe is clear of the roll by releasing the 
emergency lever. This will prevent scorching the roll 
cover. 


Cover and End Tray 
The cover may either be hinged back or lifted right off. 
For some operations, such as steaming velvet, it is better 
to lift the cover off. Before closing the cover, place the 
emergency lever in the “OFF"’ position and then turn 
it over behind the shoe. 


To use the clothes tray raise it and push in. To lower the 
tray pull it out and drop it. 


Oiling 
Some machines are shipped without oil. A red tag tied 
to the “PRESS IRON” control lever will tell what to 
do in this case. 


There are three oil holes requiring two or three drops 
of oil once a month, One is a cup at the back of the 
mechanism case; the other two are at either end of the 
motor. 


General Suggestions 
Start first on simple, flat pieces and, as you become more 
proficient, do the more difficult pieces such as men's 
shirts, ete. 


Avoid, as far as possible, allowing buttons and hooks 
to come into contact with the shoe. Turn them towards 
the roll or cover them with a piece of cloth. 


If you have never used an ironer before, follow the 
methods illustrated in the preceding pages. As you 
become expert you may find other ways that you prefer. 
Don't become discouraged with your first attempts. 
The more you use the ironer, the more proficient you 
will become.

I have the honor to transmit herewith, in duplicate, 
report of Mr. Indian Agent Todd of Kwawkewlth Agency, 
Alert Bay, B.C., with inclosed correspondence from the 
Principal of Alert Bay Indian Residential School, concern- 
ing estimates of school requirements for the fiscal year 
1937-38, with a view to such action being taken as the 
Department may deem to be necessary. 


In regard to the item for waterproofing of the 
walls of the school building, the Department will be 
aware that some experimental waterproofing was done 
previously which was not satisfactory as to the material 
used and that at the instigation of Mr. C.E. Webb, District 
Chief Engineer of the Dominion Water Power and Hydrometric 
Bureau at Vancouver, the firm which supplied the material 
undertook to supply further material and directions with 
a view to a more satisfactory result. Under these circun- 
stances, it is recommended that if the Department is to 
supply the cost of the proposed work, Mr. Webb should be 
again consulted, it being noted that Agent Todd states 
that the "Public Works Department” is considering the 
situation at the School. I was not aware of this arrange- 
ment if made, and I have written to Mr. Todd to ask him 
if he did not intend to refer in his letter to the 
Hydrometric Bureau.

We have recently invested between $15,000.00 
and $20,000.00 in the Construction of a Power Plant and 
Electric Distribution system at Alert Bay, and are now 
writing you with the idea of obtaining a contract from your 
Department to supply Electric Energy to the above mentioned 
properties. 


It is our understanding that although your 
Department does not directly pay for the Lighting of the 
residential School, it does make a considerable contribution 
to the Missionary Society on a per capita basis,and the 
capital expenditure for lighting plant and the mintenance, 
repairs and renewal of sam. 


Figures which we have secured from a re- 
liable source would lead us to believe that the cost of the 
operation of your plant at Alert Bay would be not less than 
$150.00 a month, made up as follows:<

With reference to the report hereunder from Inspector 
Pragnell regarding the moisture penetrating the outside walls 
of the Alert Bay Indian Residential School during heavy rains, 
I may say that the same condition existed at the Shubenacadie 
Indian Residential School in Nova Scotia. 


You will remember that I made a careful investigation 
last year to find a remedy and I found that the Canadian National 
Railways had experienced the same difficulty with their buildings 
in similar locations. 


The Shubenacadie Indian Residential School has been 
waterproofed by the Western Waterproofing Co., and the results 
appear eo far to have been satisfactory. This is the same system 
that has been used by the Engineers of the Canadian National Railways, 


If funds are available in the next fiscal year I would 
recommend that similar procedure be taken in the waterproofing 
of the walls of the Alert Bey School.

aT I also went over the Residential School with Mr. 
Anfield, the Principal, and Indian Agent Todd. There were 
203 children in the school at the time of my visit. I am 
sorry to say, however, that the whole school had been down 
with mumps. Five children had had septic pneumonia, but the 
administration should receive full credit for the fact that 
they had pulled them all through safely. I found everything 
in very satisfactory order, clean and tidy, and all fire 
apparatus in good order, children ooking well despite the 
mumps, and the food good and sufficient. They had plenty of 
milk. There are 11 cows milking. A lot more clearing of 
land has been done and is in progress, barns, outhouses, and 
the land and gardens all in good order, and sanitary. I was 
very pleased with my inspection, and both the Agent, Mr. Todd 
and the Principal, Mr. Anfield, are cooperating well together. 


The matter of the leaking north side wall of the 
main building was discussed. I personally believe, and am 
speaking from personal experience in my old home close to the 
sea, that tarring is the only solution. It is ugly, but 
effective and cheap, and perhaps, nowadays there may be some 
method of colouring the tar, or painting it afterwards.

You will note the last paragraph of our 
letter to the company and, in any interview that you 
may have with their representative, you should point 
out to him that present inquiries are simply to 
obtain information and the Department does not commit 
itself in any manner whatsoever.

With regerd to the ageney, the architect, commenting 
on the report received from the Indian Agent, observes thet if,

Under date of February 17th last, letter No.156-0-5, 
the Department wrote me enclosing copy of a letter received from 
e Pacific Power & Water Company Ltd., 675 West Hastings Street, 
Vancouver, together with their reply to the above company. As 
requested in the Department's letter, I have obtained the required 
information and respectfully submit same for the Department's 
information. 


In regard to the Residential School, I enclose herewith 
copy of Mr. Anfield's report in connection with the electric plant 
now used at the Residential School, which will be self-explanatory. 


The Department will please note in the comparison of 
costs, that at the present time in using the school plant the 
average cost per month does not exceed $54.25, whereas the local 
power company suggest that their cost of supplying electrical 
energy would be somewhat less than $130.00 which they estimate 
as the cost of operating the school under its own plant. 


It is also noted in Mr. Anfielda's figures he has made 
no allowance for depreciation and has provided for only actual 
operating costs. It is also noted he estimates the life of our 
present plant at ten years, and that it has been in service at 
the present time for eight years. These are points which I feel 
should be taken into consideration in arriving at a decision in 
respect to the equipment and the possibility of making a change. 


In regard to the Agency delco light plant, I enclose 
herewith an estimate of what it would cost to re-wire the Agency 
building in order to make it safe for using power other than the 
delco plant. I am inclined to feel the estimated cost as sub- 
mitted by the Pacific Power & Water Company is too high, and that 
if I were given authori to arrange to have this work done my~ 
self and also be able to buy the material wholesale, this cost 
could be reduced considerably, and would be pleased to undertake 
the work if the Department approved of dealing with it in that way. 


I enclose also a letter received fro the Company as 
to the cost of lighting the Agency, submitting the rates which 
sets out the approximate average monthly consumption and cost. My 
own opinion in this respect would be that our light bill would 
not be much higher than it is at the present time when we take 
into consideration that the delco plant is at the point where 
considerable money must be spent on it if we are to continue 
using it. It will require a new set of batteries and a complete 
overhaul, which I would not recommend when we have city lights 
now available. I feel the Department should encourage local en- 
deavour wherever possible, all things being equal.

Replying to your letter of March 5th in connection 
with the lighting plant in the School, I have to advise as 
follows: 


Plant Engine No. 1 - 64 H.P. Lister. Condition fair. 
Piston is sloppy, but it should be 
remembered that this engine has its 
original oylinder, pistons and bearings. 


Plant Engine No. 2- 14+ H.P. Lister. Condition good. New 
cylinders and valves were installed on 


this engine two years ago. Original 
bearings and pistons in both cylinders. 


Switchboard - First class condition. All relays and cut-outs 
100%, and both engines operate on automatic 
control through this board. 


Batteries - Coyle type, installed five years ago this coming 
Christmas. Present condition only fair. In our 
opinion they are the wrong type for an automatic 
Plant, which places a tremendous drain on the 
batteries on starting. These batteries are 
Splendid stor: batteries, but are not heavy 
enough for starting work. This is their sole 
use here, as we only carry 300 watts on them 
before the relays kick in and the engines start. 


Wiring - All 0. K., and would not require replacement for 
an A. GC. cirouit. 
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@o tnaian agent. 


General Efficiency of Plant - This plant is 100% efficient at 
e present time and has never once failed us in the 

eight years of its installation. Credit must undoubt- 
edly go to efficient care by our very competent engin- 
eer, Mir. W. Ward. It should be said, however, that 
with the increased buildings attached to the School, 
that the plant is getting very close to maximum 
capacity and any further heavy drain would overload it. 


Potential Life of Plant - With the steady use of this plant 
here, 1 would imagine that ten years would be its 
normal life. following which time the plant should be 
rebuilt if satisfactory service is to be ensured. 


However, with the advent of the modern automatic 

Diesel plants, it would appear to be poor economy to 
continue with gasoline engines, with their costly fuel 
and obvious danger from fire and explosion. When the 
times comes for replacement, I would strongly recommend 
a 60 H.P. automatic Diesel direct coupled to a 25 K.W. 
flat compound wound generator in conjunction with a 
300 Amp. Hr. heavy duty battery for night work. 


For the calendar year, 1936: the cost of operation of 
this plant amounted to $419.49 or an average monthly 
cost of $35.00 which is very Teasonable. It has remained 


at this saeets for some years, rising from an average of 


$30.00 in 1932 when extra buildings were added to the 
plant. Oost of all parts and replacements in the eight 
years of installation would not exceed $230, or $30.00 
a year at the outside. The engineer would not spend 
more than an hour a day average on the plant throughout 
the year, giving a maintenance cost of less than $200.00 
a year in wages, or $16.76 a month. Fuel, repairs and 
time thus do not exceed an average of $54.25 a month, 
whereas the local power plant figure our light bill 
would average $100.00 a month, according to the local 
manager.

PROPOSED WIRING OF ALERT BAY INDIAN AGENCY 


GENBRAL: This estimate has been drawn in conformance with the 

request of Mr, M.S. Todd that all wiring in the Agency 
Building be protected metallically either with galvanized conduit 
or A.B.C. flexible armoured cable, type A.C. (hereafter designated 
as "B,X."). Due to the world wide rise in the price of iron and 
coover there has been a marked rise in the cost f wiring mater- 
ials recently; there is no indication that top prices have yet 
been reached. 


DESCRIPTION: Since a total of forty-three outlets is necessary 

in this building, it is necessary to divide the 
wiring into five circuits, branching out from the service entrance 
near the office door. These circuits are as follows: 


Circuit l: Kitchen plug (otherwise called “convenience outlet") 
Laundry plug.

SCHOOL WALLS 

An inspeetion was made on May 2nd of work 
carried cut by Mr, MacLean last August. ‘So far as 
I have been able to determine from inspection ant 
reports of the school staff, the work dene approx- 
imately 400 square feet, has been successful in 
overcoming the leak in the area covered, that is, 
above the sunroom in the centre of the school. Other 
parte of the school, residence and laundry still 
leak very badly. Part of one of the interior walls 
at the southeast corner of the school was still 
damp at the time of my visit, from rain that had 
leaked through about one week previously. No addite 
fonal leaks since my last visit in 1935 are apparent 
in the walls, 


FURTHER WATERPROOFING 

I would suggest that a larger area of the 
school wall be treated, as was done last year, as 
a further test of the effectiveness of this water- 
proofing material. It would, however, be desirable 
to have the caulking compound tinted to approximately 
the color of the brick so that a liberal use of the 
caulking material will not disfigure the building 
completely. The section most in need of additional 
treatmeat is the east wall of the school, residence 
and laundry. Most particularly that part immediately 
above the residence on the school wall, about 800

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square feet in area. The estimated cest of treat- 
ing the 800 square feet above referred to, would be 
$250.00. 


APPLICATION 

The application of the waterproofing mater- 
fal should not be done when the walls are wet or damp 
or the temperature is below about 70° Ff, at the point 
where work is being carried out. I noticed that some 
of the waterproofing done by Mr. Maclean appeared to 
have been carried on when the temperature was low as 
the material in places congealed on the surface and 
in consequence will probably scale off. This ocourred 
on parts of the building previously waterproofed. 

The amount of the waterproofing liquid to 
be applied to secure a satisfactory job would appear 
to be more than was recommended by the supplying 
company. Comparing the work done previously with what 
Mr. MacLean 41d, I would say that the material first 
applied had either letched out or had been absorbed 
further into the brick, as the brick in the portion 
done by Mr. MacLean has a glazed appearance, similar 
to that when the building was first waterproofed, 
whereas the brick in the portion first waterproofed 
has much the appearance of the brick in the untreated 


wallse 


DRAINS 

Regarding Mr. Maclean's statement that 
the seepage is through the concrete walls and that 
drains would overcome this, I would like to point 
out that there are large tile drains all around the 


building placed as he suggests. I would also like 


Ircian Affairs, (RC 1C, Volume 6428, file 875-5, part 5) 
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to point out that tere are now geveral cracks in 

the basement walle through which leakage does not 

appear to enter but water still leaks through along 

the firat brick course above the basement wall nearby. 
I would recommend that additional work 

on the walls similar to that done by Mr, MacLean 

be carried out this coming summer, 4f the weather 


is suitable. 


SCHOOL ROOF 

I examined the school roof and find that 
repairs are urgently needed. qite a lot of soil 
has accumulated on portions of the roof and growth 
has commenced. In such places the roof sheeting 
seems to be in process of decay. The bituminous 
coating on the roof surface generally is very thin 
and in places none remains. It would be desirable to 
renew the roofing sheet in many places around the 
roof edge next the parapet wall and particularly 
under the flashing. In some places the edge of the 
roofing sheet butts the parapet wall but does not 
lap it under the flashing, also in places examined, 
where a lap does occur, the paper is very fragile. 

The flashing (copper) is not of the type 
shown on coping detail on sheet § of school plans 
(Lytton) but as shown on attached sketch. The 
intended protection is not provided by the existing 
flashing as ia evident by the condition of the roof 
where examination was possible. A complete exam- 
ination was not possible at the time without being 
prepared to effect immediate repairs owing to the 
probability of causing damage to the waterproof 


membrane « 
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I would like to point out, however, 
that I enly found one leak which I could definitely 
attribute to the condition of the roof along the 
parapet wall. However, I would suggest that when 
repairs are to be made to the roof that sufficient 
funds should be provided to effectively seal the 
roof at its junction with the parapet wall completely 
around the building, although it may not be found 
necessary to carry out the work to that extent when 
a thorough examination is possible. There is 1350 
lineal feet of parapet or other wall protected or 
intended to be protected by flashing. 

I would suggest further that the roof 
be scraped, brushed and washed, and a new coat of 
asphalt applied over the whole roof area and gravel 
re-distributed. 

The cost of the above work is estimated 
as follows:i- 


Repairs and renewals to flashing, about $ 340.00 
Re-surfacing roof, about 480.00 


Inspection 75.00 
$ 895.00 

Appended are specifications for repair 
work on roof and details of cost. 

I would recommend that roof repairs out- 
lined above, be carried out at an early date. While 
it is possible that no serious trouble would 
develop immediately, conditions are such that it 
would not be desivable to allow the roof to remain 
in its present condition over the next winter. It 
would not, however, be desirable to commence work 
after the end of September owing to weather conditions.

TO FLASHING (ABOUT 1350 LINFAL FEET) 


Flashing is to be repaired before renewal 
of asphalt roof coating. 

Serape, brush and wash all along that part 
of roof adjacent to parapet or other wall where 
flashing is to be repaired. Raise counter-flarnhing 
and remove slip flashing. Apply four sheets 15-1b. 
asphalt saturated roofing felt to roof surface. Sheets 
to be one-half roll width. The first sheet to be 
applied to the roof surface with roofing cement and 
turned up the vertical face of the wall as high as the 
counter-flashing will permit, and fastened in place 
with nails driven through flat tin caps placed not 
closer than six inches to the edge of the roof deck.

In complying with your inetruetions to 
waterproof 400 aquare feet of wall at the Indian 
School at Alert May, immediately above the sun 
room, also behind the parapet wail on the south side 
of achool building, I may say { rubbed the bad 
joints with Minwax Compound Noe 1 and gave the bricks 
two very heavy conte of clear waterproofing which 
I soaked in, using over 4 gallons. 


Behind Parapet Wall 


I wire-brushed the brick thoroughly and 
put one coat of damproofing and followed this with 
one coat of trowelling compound about 1/8-ineh thick. 
On my inspection 1 founa « stub of a flag pole which 
had a orack one-half inch wide. This I sawed off 
level with the copper flashing ana covered it with 
a heavy coat of trowellin, compound and sealed it.

The roof is in poor shape, especially 
behind the south and east walle for about three fert. 
There is quite a lot of moss growing there and the 
paper, not being well covered with asphalt, is in 
bad condition.

The brick, | must say, is very porous and 
unevenly laid, and worst of all, the mortar Wes mixed 
with very coarse sand and little cement, which makes 
the joints of the brick very porous and undoubtedly 
allows the mofeture to penetrate. The work done on 
these walle has been of some benefit, although | consider 
the clear waterproofing used has not a heavy enough 
base and would therefore recommend waterproof paint 
of not less than three coats, on these two walle in 
partiouler, coupled with careful inspection of all 
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itholes ara open joints in brick, which should 
Be pointec before painting, and that this be done 
as early as possible next year weather permitting. 
In so doing I consider you will save the metal 
em and plaster on the interior of these two 
wallse 


The brick throughout the whole buildin 
is very unevenly laid and forms small ledges tha 
hola the water and when the wind is blowing will 
eventually seep through the walls.

I fully believe the seepage in the base- 
ment ig entirely caused for the want of a tile 
drain placed one foot away from the foundation 
wall and not lees than 4" below floor level. When 
laying same there should be at least one foot of 
beach pebbles or crushed rock placed above to allow 
perfect drainage. 


I also would suggest while digging is 
being done, to have a damproofing coat put on the 
outeaide of the cement wall to crade height. ‘his 
will be further protection against any seepage 
through concrete wall. 


Your instruetions regarding my accomodation - 
although Mr. Todd no doubt did his best, there was 
no room at the sehool which necessitated my going 
to the hotel.

I am foryarding herewith copy of 
a memorandum received from our Chief Engineer in regard 

to work done in the Fall of 1936 for the perme of 
preventing seepage through the walls of the above school 

and containing recommendations for further work on the 

walls and roof of the school. A re ort is also attached 

on "Proposals for further waterproofing of walls and 

repairs to school roof" prepared by Mr. W.C. Warren as & 
result of investigations carried on under instructions 

of Mr. C.E. Webb of the Dominion Water and Power Bureau. 
There is also attached a letter addressed to Mr. Webb by 

Mr. J.C. McLean who applied the waterproofing last Se tember, 
which describes in detail the general conditions found in 
the school. 


Mr. Warren's recommendations are, 
briefly, - 


(1) That in view of the fact that the 400 square feet treated 
last summer successfully kept out the water during last 
winter, a further 800 square feet of wall be treated, at 
an estimated cost of $280. 


That as the roof is urgently in need of repairs, renewals 
of the flashing and a renewal of asphalt roof surface, 
with addition of gravel, should be made, at an estimated 
cost of $895.

According to advice received from Mr. Webb, 
District Chief Engineer, Dominion Water and Power Bureau, 
British Columbia, it appears that there hes been trouble 
experienced during wet weather at the above school caused 
by seepage through the walls of the building. Following an 
inspection an attempt was made last year to correct the 
seepage with the application of water-proofing material on 
the apparently affected sections of the building. The result 
of such treatment did not prove satisfactory and after much 
correspondence with the manufacturer of the product (Minwax 
Company Incorporated, 11 West 42nd St., New York) it was 
decided to retreat a small section of the more seriously 
affected wall with the Minwax Company's preparations in an 
effort to determine if their product was capable of giving a 
satisfactory water-proofing job. This work was done last 
September by an experienced man obtained in Vancouver and a 
copy of his report is attached. 


Last spring Mr. Webb had Mr. Warren of his 
office make an inspection to ascertain the results of the 
experiment of last September and report on further work that 
he would recommend to improve the remainder of the walls. 
A copy of Mr. Warren's report is attached. From this report 
it appears that the 400 square feet which were treated last 
summer have successfully kept out the water during the last 
winter and Mr. Warren further indicates that no additional 
leaks have developed since his visit in 1935. It would appear 
however that the whole building is in a poor state of repair 
due partly to wall leakage. Although a question which does 
not need to be considered at the present time, it is not 
apparent just how the quality of brick and mortar as indicated 
in Mr. Warren's report was used in the original construction 
of the building.

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As there still seems to be some doubt as to the 
results that might be obtained from using Minwax products on 
an extensive scale, Mr. Warren recommends that as a further 
experiment an additional 600 square feet of wall be treated 
at an estimated cost of $250.00. 


On Mr. Warren's investigation of this building, 
it was found that the roof was urgently in need of repairs and 
he recommends that such work be undertaken. The cost of same 
is estimated at $895.00. Attached to Mr. Warren's report are 
specifications for repairs and renewals to the flashing as 
well as specifications for renewal of asphalt roof surface and 
addition of gravel. ee 


In view of the condition of this building as des- 
cribed in Mr. Warren's report, it is apparent that something 
should be done to preserve this building insofar as the quality 
of its original construction will permit. Mr. Warren's 
suggestions are therefore concurred in and it is recommended 
that repair work be undertaken in accordance with his report 
provided that the money is available and the Indian Affairs 
Branch is agreeable to have such work undertaken. It will be 
noted that it is desirable to have the repair work in question 
done during warm weather and subject to your approval it is 
suggested that if this work is to be undertaken Mr. Webb might 
be instructed that the work is approved, but that it is only 
to be undertaken when weather conditions are suitable.

Replying to your letter No. 156-0-5 dated Ottawa 
October 21st last in respect to 4 report received from Mr. 
Warren of the Surveys and Engineering Branch regarding fur- 
ther treatment to the walls of the Alert Bay Residential 
School, I beg to advise I accompanied Mr. Warren when he 
inspected the school, and it is quite correct that the work 
done last summer appeared successful as far as we could see. 


I have not had any direct communication recently 
with Mr. Webb regarding the school, but have heard indirectly 
it is his intention to purchase the material from funds pro~ 
vided for the work this year, and then have the work done next 
summer when the weather will permit. If this is Mr. Webb's 
plan, then it is not necessary to ask for the thousand dollars 
which I included in my Estimates but rather for funds sufficient 
to take care of the labour only. I would appreciate if you 
would check our estimates and see that sufficient funds are 
provided for this work. 


I might add a few days ago we had one of the most 
severe storms of the year, and Mr. Anfield phoned me stating 
the walls of the building were leaking very badly. I immediately 
went to the school, and in company with Mr. Anfield examined the 
pbuilding, and found the water had penetrated the walls on two 
sides of the building. 


I strongly recommend to the Department the condition 
of the school is serious and that sufficient funds be provided 
to make a good and lasting job. Unless this is done in my opinion 
the metal lath and plaster of the building as well as the found- 
ations will be ruined and ultimately cost the Department a lot of 
money to repair.

I have to notify you onset hig of my intended 
marriage this coming summer, and to request the earnest con- 
sideration of the Department towards putti the Principal's 
residence at this school into better condition than it is now. 


As you are aware, the residence has by ite 
position on the south-east corner of the building, received 
the brunt of the severe leakage which has taken place on the 
whole weather face of the Lee as a result of which the 
residence walle and ceilings are in such condition that the 
house will need a complete renovation from top to bottom. 


A prima facie condition of any such renovation 
must be the waterproofing of the outside walla and I understand 
it is the Department's intention to carry this work through to 
a@ satisfactory conclusion as soon as the weather is suitable. 


When the School was built, the Department 
furnished one room in the residence and supplied a cook range 
for the kitchen. The balance of the furniture required was 
supplied by the Indian Residential School Commission or by 
myself. For some years I lived in the residence, my meals 
and wants supplied by a housekeeper, but the place was so cold 
and damp that eventually I gave up the place and moved into the 
main building. Within the past two years, an inoreased staff 
made it necessary to move four workers back into the residence 
for sleeping puposes only, and though it has been far from com 
fortable for them, the first waterproofi ob helped a little 
and we have been able, by pushing the heat in the evening and 
shutting off all the downstairs radiators, to get the upstairs 
roome fairly warm for sleeping purposes.

Dear Major MacKay:- 


I have read with considerable care the file of 
correspondence with regard to suggested improvements in 
the Principal's residence at St. Michael's Indian Residential 
School, Alert Bay. 


I use a room in the residence when carrying out 
inspections around Alert Bay and have been there from 7 to 
10 days yearly. This has given me an opportunity of seeing 
just what repairs and additions are urgently required. 


In general, I am in agreement with the views put 
forward by Mr. F. E. Anfield and the recommendations of Mr. 
Indian Agent Todd, though I do not know where a sum of almost 
$500.00 is to be found to carry out the requested work. 


I could not possibly recommend the installation 
of a hot-air furance, and I regret that I am unable to even 
recommend that an oil burner be installed for heating purposes 
in the Principal's residence at a cost of $115.50. There is 
no reason, as far as I can see, why the heating of the Prin- 
cipal's residence should prove any more difficult than the 
School in general. I have found that when the engineer 
attends to his work the heating of the School and residence 
is quite satisfactory. It is quite possible that some 
attention should be paid to the regulation of the radiators 
through the School to ensure that when the residence is 
properly heated other parts of the School are at about the 
same temperature and not overheated as at present. It is 
true that when the main part of the School is only heated to 
@ moderate degree, the Principal's residence, being further- 
est from the boilers, does not receive sufficient heat.

The kitchen range originally supplied for use ih the 
Principal's residence has been made use of in the domestic 
Science class, and is now completely worn out.

In conclusion I may say that, if my own recommendations 
are accepted, the cost of the improvements at St. Michael's 
Indian Residential School would be reduced from the estimated 
total of $491.46 to $375.96, which would be increased a 
little by the cost of the metal weather stripping (which I 
consider the boys of the Manual Training Class could install

Dear Sir: 


Replying to your letter No.23/2627 dated March 
22nd last, I beg to advise I have given the matter of heat- 
ing the residence at the Indian Residential School due 
consideration, and in view of the fact that the residence 
at the present time does get a small amount of heat from 
the present heating system located in the main building, it 
is felt if the Department installed an oil burner in the hall 
of the residence it would amply heat these rooms and at the 
same time save the Department a considerable outlay in the 
cost of a furnace. 


This suggestion has been taken up with Principal 
Anfield of the School, and he is of the same opinion as myself 
and therefore I would recommend that in place of installing a 
hot air furnace, at a cost of $300.00, with an additional cost 
of $150.00 for condemsate pumps mak a total of $450.00, an 
oil burner be installed at a cost of $115.50 as per estimate 
and illustration enclosed. 


You will also please find enclosed a letter and quota- 
tions received from Mr. Anfield for additional work and material 
required to put the residence in proper condition so that he may 
make his home there when married. I have perused very carefully 
Mr, Anfield's letter addressed to me under date of March 2lst, 
and agree with him that the work requested is necessary. The 
walls and ceilings and floors should be done over as well as 
installing the two French doors for the living and dining room. 


In respect to the range, you will please note Mr. 
Anfield is requesting a new "Kleen-Kook” oil burner range as 
well as a hot water tank. I.might state in this connection 
when the school was built the Department did supply a cooking 
range for the residence, but as Mr. Anfield has used it all 
these years in the interests of the school for domestic science 
classes as well as in the isolation building, I feel it should 
be replaced at this time and would recommend that a new one be 
supplied. 


In respect to Item 4, "Installation of Power Plugs” 
I would atate the school is now connected with the city power 
lines and electrical energy used for the ironer and frigidaire. 
Our present plant will not permit any further load, and there- 
fore Mr. Anfield is asking that power plugs be installed so 
that he can personally use the city power, and I would recommend 
that this work be done for him. 


You will please note the total items requested amounts 
to $491.46. By using Item No.3, Auxiliary Heater in place of the 


hot air furnace, the Department will save considerable money 
and would cut down the total cost to some extent, 
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Mr. Anfield has given the Department many years 
of faithful service in the interests of the Indian people, 
and I feel in recognition of this service the Department 
should at this time show him every consideration by having 
the residence put into good shape when it is going to be 
permanently occupied as a residence, and I would therefore 
recommend that the requests as submitted be approved at an 
early date so that the work can be got under way and com- 
pleted by July lst at the latest in order that he can take 


up residence there early in August, at which time he expects 
to be married.

is condemned, with his remarks upon the matter. This latter 
letter, of course, is the one that started the correspondence. 


You will see that the Indian Agent and the Principal 
are now using three oil burners as a temporary measure to heat 
this building. These burners were, and are, intended for the 
Preventorium which is to be erected. Both the Indian Agent and 
the Principal are so satisfied with the good results given by 
these burners that they suggest that instead of a new boiler 
being installed at much greater cost, that oil burners be used 
instead. 


I wish to draw your attention to the fact that it would 
necessitate five burners in all, i.e., an additional two to the 
three now being used.

As near as + can find out this boiler was installed in 
1912 and has been in continuous service since. It is used 
to provide heat for the old school building. 


In my 1936 report I pointed out that the metal had crystallized 
and was unreliable and that the life of the boiler could not 
exceed two years. In my 1937 report 1 stated that it should 
not be used more than that firing season. Upon examining it 
this year I found that one section had cracked and during test 
it was leaking quite freely. I must compliment the operating 
engineer for carrying out my instructions to him, which have 
prolonged the life of this boiler. Sut it has now reached 

a state where something must be done before heat is supplied 
to the building. Either a new boiler must be supplied or 

more extensive repairs to the present one carried out. 


If a new boiler is considered 1 would suggest a two pass 

Steel Tubular one similar to those in the main boiler room, 
but of the capacity of the one taken out. A square Cast 

Iron Sectional boiler will cost approximately $1070.00

uvhe building is distant about 450 feet from the main boiler 
room and is of wooden construction and more or less of a fire 
hazard. aif it is decided to purchase a new boiler, 4 would 
suggest that a boiler of the same size and design be purchased 
as those now installed, and instali it in the main boiler 
room and connect to the main steam header of the school heating 
system and a branch line led in the most direct manner to the 
steam mains of the old school. «his will mean that the steam 
branch and returns will have to be led underground, but, as 
the ground is easily dug, it will not add much to the cost, 
which, including boiler, should not exceed 92700.00. .f this 
is considered, it will remove the fire hazard and also provide 
an additional supply of steam for the main school, 


Another method is to take out the broken section and replace

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“Figuring this outlay against possible $325.00 
or $3550.00 for installing five oil burners, which 
will no doubt give the school a better heating system, 
I would recommend to the Department that two more oil 
burners be purchased immediately and have the building 
heated in this manner rather than go to the great 
expense of the installation of a steam heating system."

As you were informed in official letter of the 
8th instant Indian Commissioner MacKay was written 
regarding the suggested change in the lighting 
system at the Alert Bay Indian residential school. 


I have just received a very complete report 
from him and it is found that if any change were 
made at the present time it would involve turning 
over considerable equipment to the Pacific Power 
and Water Company and would also necessitate our 
obtaining a guarantee from the M.S.C.C. that in 
the event of the new system proving unsuccessful 
you would be responsible for placing the lighting 
system in as good a condition as it is at present. 
It is a further fact that the Pacific Power and 
Water Company has only recently commenced to give 
service in the district and it is by no means 
certain that they are at present in a position to 
supply power regularly and in adequate amounts. 
Taking everything into consideration the Department 
feels that it would be inadvisable to make any 
change at the present time.

The Enclosed correspondence has been received from 
Principal Anfield of St. Michael's Indian Residential Sehool 
Alert Bay, and will be self-explanatory. 


It is noted the Principal is considering recomuending 
to the Commission they use electric light and power from the 
Pacific Power & Water Company Ltd., Alert Bay, and discontinue 
the use of their own electric light plant in the school provided 
by the Department. Mr. Anfield sets forth a list of equipment 
required to make the switchover, and at the same time suggests 
the Department turn in the 7 H.P. Petters engine now used for 
pumping at the school well, and also the 6 H.?. Lister gas 
engine and generator which is a smaller unit of the present 
electric light plant, to the above Company, which would mean 
the switchover could be done without any cost to the school. 


In looking up the engineer's recent report, I find he 
reports the electric light plant in good order with the excep- 
tion that the batteries are poor. In looking back further I 
find last year the engineer stated the batteries should be 
»verhauled by the resident engineer in charge, and this was 
reported to the Principal of the school at that time. I do not 
believe any effort was made by the school to have these batter- 

es overhauled as recommended by Mr. Arnall, and this no doubt is 
the reason why the batteries have deteriorated so quickly. 


I cannot recommend to the Department that we assume 
any obligation or cost in the matter of a switchover from the 
present lighting system in order that the school may use 
electrical energy from the Pacific Power & /ater Company for 
the following reasons. 


The 7 H.P. Petters engine which Mr. Anfield values at 
216.00, was purchased new last year and cost over $500.00. 
This engine is in excellent shape and should be worth more than 
the value quoted by Mr. Anfield. I also feel that it should be 
kept intact as an auxiliary plant in case of emergency. 


I am also opposed to our present electric light system 
being dismantled even though this small unit is getting old, as 
I am not satisfied that the present Company can guarantee to 
supply the sehool with continuous electrical energy. It is 
only a new Company starting up, and should anything happen to 
them it might mean the Department would be called upon to ine 
stall a new electric light system at the school were we to 
permit the present plant to be dismantled. 
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I feel if the School wishes to switch over and take 
“city power" they should do this at their own expense and that 
the present equipment should be kept intact at least for the 
present, until such times as we are satisfied the Company can 
ceive continuous service.

Your letter No.156-0-5 dated January 17th last in respect 
to the old tubular boiler now in storage at the Alert Bay Residen- 
tial School has been received, and in reply I beg to advise you 
this boiler was some two years ago replaced by a larger one and 
has been in storage at the School ever since. 


At that time the Salvage Officer requested me to try and 
obtain a sale for the boiler, but I was unable to do so. Later I 
wrote to the Department on May 17th last suggesting it be trans~- 
ferred to the Kwawkewlth Agency and left in my care to be used for 
any useful purpose I might decide; I had in mind at that time poss- 
ibly I could utilize it in some Indian village for a bath house. 
However it was later found impossible to use it for that purpose. 


On December 20th last Mr. Sharpe of Alert Bay, who owns 
a boat building establishment, told me he might be able to use it 
in his plant and offered me Twenty Dollars for it. After giving 
his offer due consideration I felt it was best to do something 
with it rathér than leave it at the school to possibly rust out, 
and wired the Salvage Officer at Ottawa stating we had received 
this offer of Twenty Dollars and asked for authority to authorize 
the sale. 


On the same date I received a telegram stating he would 
accept Twenty Dollars for it, and to advise the name of the pur- 
chaser. 


I notified Mr. Sharpe that the Salvage Officer would 
accept his offer but to date he has not taken delivery of the 
boiler nor has he made any payment for it. Shortly after receipt 
of my letter Mr. Sharpe was injured and has been in the hospital 
ever since, and I presume that is why he has not been able to take 
delivery up to now. 


Possibly I should have reported the matter to our Depart- 
ment in view of their letter of June 20th advising the old boiler 
could be used at some Indian village, but I was under the impression 
when I referred the matter back to the Salvage Officer he would 
immediately notify our Department at Ottawa and if they had any 
objection I would be so advised. When I received his telegram 
authorizing the sale and to accept the Twenty Dollars, I felt that 
everything was clear in Ottawa so far as past correspondence was 
concerned. 


In view of your letter I shall not make delivery of the 
boiler until such time as I receive definite word from you. Would 
you kindly advise me your wishes by return mail so that I will 
know what to do when Mr. Sharpe comes to see mé.

I have torefer to Mr. Hoey's letter of April 13th 
in reply to correspondence dealing with the fire fighting 
intake at the Alert Bay Indian Residential School. The sug- 
gestion that an examination of the intake might be made by a local 
man was referred to Mr. Todd, who has reported that there is no 
one at Alert Bay qualified to undertake the work, 


In discussing this matter with Mr. Warren of the local 
division of the Water and Power Bureau, he suggested that it 
would be best to have the work carried out in June when there 
would be a minus tide. At this time there would not be more than 
two feet of water over the intake and consequently it would be 
much easier, and probably less costly, to raise and examine the 
pipes. 


In the current year's estimates provision has been 
made to improve the present water supply system at the Indian 
village of Alert Bay, and it seems to me that when our engineers 
ere engaged on this work that it would be a good time to examine 
the intake of the fire fighting system of the school, provided 
of course the improvements to the village supply system are 
undertaken before the commencement of the school term in 
September. 


In addition to the work at Alert Bay our engineers 
will in all probability be going up the coast in connection with 
work at Port Simpson, Kitkatla and Greenville, and could stop off 
at Alert Bay and examine the water intake at the school at that time. 
The question of probable costs was discussed with Mr. Warren

Deeply as we may and do regret the outbreak of the 
fire, we cannot but be sincerely thankful that no injuries 
whatever were sustained by either staff agents or pupils,

Further to correspondence regarding the damage done 
in the.wecent fire at this school, attached please find copy 
of letter from the Indian Agent, Alert Bay, of even date. 
You will note that the School is expected to supply the labour 
and in this connection it is necessary to make the following 
statement: 


On the date after the fire, i.e., on June 14th, I 
interviewed Mr. Indian Agent Todd and informed him that the 
School Manual Training Instructor, and a clase of twelve boys, 
were prepared and willing to do this work provided that authority 
was issued to purchase materials immediately. I notified Mr. 
Todd officially that the school would be closing inside of ten 
days, and that if action was not taken at once, we would be 
unable to carry this out. I understand from Mr. Todd that on 
June 17th authority was wired from Ottawa to make the necessary 
purchases. The material is just starting to arrive now, almost 
one month from thedate of the fire. 


The Mamial Training Instructor is away on his Summer 
School course, following which he will take two weeks vacation. 
We have no boys in school capable of undertaking this work 
without skilled supervision. The few boys we have in school are 
kept more than occupied on the farm and other essential work at 
the school. All the boys really capable of doing this work are 
on vacation and most of them are graduates in any case.

Extract from Inspector Barry's report on the Alert 
Bay Indian residential school dated June 27, 1939. 


Following the late fire at Alert Bay school I 
have a number of recommendations to make. These will 
involve the expenditure of a substantial sum of money, 
and I would ask that such suggestions be taken into 
consideration in the drawing of the plans for the 
proposed new residential school in the West Coast Agency. 


(a) Two new escapes are required on the ends of 
the main building. One iron escape of simple design is 
required from the infirmary in the front of the main 
building. 


The present escapes follow the general line of the 
stairs on each side of the school, and it is up the stair 
well that flames and smoke may be most likely to cut orf 
the escape of the children. Escapes of course should not 
follow the same general direction down the outside of the 
school as the stairs do inside. In the present case the 
whole stair well on the boys' side was full of smoke, 
and through the fact that the boys and girls from the front 
dormitories and the supervisors had to pass across the 
stairs well to gain other dormitories and fire escapes 
they encountered dangers to which they should not have 
been exposed. 


Doors should be cut between the dormitories on the 
upper or second floor to allow the children in front 
dormitories access to the escapes through the rear 
dormitories on the same floors, 


Cubicles for supervisors should be constructed in 
each dormitory. These should be located near the doors to 
fire escapes. The latter should be kept unlocked and the 
way to them should be through the supervisors cubicle 
itself as in many of our schools. No doors in the school 
should be locked but they should all be protected by 
electrical alarms as suggested in former reports on different 
schools,

Their 
great-grandfathers were all boat-builders, but 
their boats were dug-out canoes, both small 
and big, with a special type of canoe for the 
river. Now they have about thirty gas boats.

The ease with which 
Ruston engines can be 
started is due to the 
design of the combustion 
chamber and _ injection 
system.

In the first part of your letter you state that you 
are not prepared to approve the installation of 4 
6 H.P. engine and a 12 H.P. engine as requested by 
the Principal but you recommend, in the latter part 
of your letter, the purchase of a 63 H.P. engine and 
a 13$ H.P. engine as per quotation of A. Ni. Williams 
Limited. 


Do you consider that these units would be 
sufficiently powerful to do the work required? 


In sucgesting in the second paragraph of 

your letter the retention of the present engine and the 
supplying of batteries have you taken into account the 
fact that our experience shows that batteries only last 
approximately 3 years at a residential school? The ex- 
penditure involved is much heavier than we anticipated 
and consequently we would like very definite assurance 
from you before further considering the purchase of the 
62 and 133 H.P. engines. 


If you refer to official letter of July 31 
you will note that it was not stated that Hoffars Limited 
were on the approved list.

I have to rei'er to your letter of July 31 in the 
matter of the supply of two Diesel engines to replace the 
65 HP. and 14 H.eP. gasoline engines now at the Alert Bay 
Indian Residential School. Mr. Indian Agent Todd in a letter 
to this office dated August llth stated that Mr. anfield 
recommended that the existing gasoline units be replaced by 
6 and 12 H.P. Lister full Diesel engines. The information I 
have would lead me to conclude that it would be a mistake to 
replace the existing gasoline engines with the Dieselsof the H.P. 
sugeested by Mr. Anfield. 


In the present set-up there is an automatic feature 
built in the engines am connected to the batteries which starts 
the engines in operation when the batteries need recharging 
which lessens the constant attention of an attendant that would 
otherwise be necessary. The present proposal is, of course, to 
do away with the use of batteries and install two Diesels 
directly connected to the present generators. As the engines 
proposed are of less H.P. than the existing gasoline engines 
it is extremely doubtful if they could do the work required of 
them without heavier maintemance costs than we have been called 
upon to meet with the existing set-up. Unless we are prepared 
to put in more powerful units than proposed by Mr. Anfield, my 
Opinion is that we would be well advised to retain the engines 
now in use and supply the batteries required.

Dear Sir: 


I have to refer to Mr. Hoey's letter of the 12th 
instant, and regret that my letter of October 6th dealing 
with the application of St. Michael's Residential School 
for two Diesel engines to replace the present gasoline engines 
of the lighting plant was not sufficiently definite. 


The information I intended to convey was that of the 
engines quoted on in the low price field those offered by A.R. 
Williams Ltd. would be more likely to do the work required of them 
than the lower powered engines quoted on by Hoffars Ltd. Frankly, 
I am not satisfied that the Department would be well advised to 
replace the existing gasoline engines, which are in good condition, 
by the low powered Diesels suggested. Information obtained 
subsequent to my letter of the 6th convinces me that unless the 
Department is prepared to put in more powerful Diesels than 
those referred to herein, the best and most economical course to 
take would be to replace the old batteries by a new set of 
greater capacity and continue to operate the existing gasoline 
engines. 


The capacity of the existing set of batteries when 
installed was 90 ampere hours but it is considered that it would 
be much better to provide 160 ampere hour set in replacement. My in- 
formation is that such a set should last at least six years, 
and with proper care eight years or more. The estimated cost of a 
160 ampere set of batteries suitable for our requirements is 
approximately $475.00, f.o.b. Vancouver. 


I would recommend the replacement of the old batteries 
and the continued use of the existing gasoline engines.

10th, 1938, and to the circular letter regarding this matter under 
date of October 4th, 1939, 502-920, 150-65, signed by Dr. H. W. McGill 
and Mr. R. A. Hoey, it is necessary to inform the Department that for 
the safety of the building the 2" fire hose on each floor of the school 
should be increased in length. 


During the fire in June last it was this inside hydrant which 
gaved the school, but fortunately the fire was on the inner wall rathe: 
than the far om. These hose only reach as far as the doors of the 
large sitting rooms or clase rooms on each side of the building. These 
hose are 50' in length and should be increased by at least 25' on all 
floors except the main floor, which should have an additional 50' as 
the present hose does not reach the residence at all. 


It would also seem necessary to advise that in our opinion 
fire escapes should be installed at each end of this building, rather 
than, or in addition to, the present escapes at the back of the buildi. ¢.

I beg to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of the 19th 
instant, File No. 15/6/4674, with regard to the electric 
light plant engines at the Alert Bay Indian Residential 
Schools, and enclosing a copy of a letter from the Principal 
of that school to the Indian Agent at Alert Bay. 


For your information, I might say that Mr. Arnall, on his 
last inspection at this school, September 12th, 1939, 
Stated the gasoline engines were in fair condition and 
new heads and camshafts were required. Since then the 
engines have been running until the present time and 

there is no doubt that the present Engineer wishes to turn 
over the plant in good condition by asking for these items 
which Mr. Arnall recommended. 


I have spoken to Mr. Arnall on this matter and he advises 
that this work is absolutely necessary and is what he 
reported was required on his last inspection. 


Naturally, the engines having run all winter have got worse, 


I understand the reason this work was not done immediately 
after Mr. Arnall's inspection was that it was contemplated 
putting in Diesel Engines to replace the present gasoline 


engines.

If, however, seventy five 
feet of hose with couplings were supplied so that thie could be 
Gonnected to the hose from the next lower floor, reasonable yee 
tection would be available.

In connection with work carried out at the 
above to render the building waterproof, our records 
show thet in a report dated July 2lst, 1937, Engineer 
Warren of Mr. Webb's staff stated that to determine 
the protective qualities of a product prepared by the 
Minwax Co. Inc. of New York for the purpose, an area 
of 400 sq. ft. of the exterior brickwork was treated, 
with satisfactory results. The material for the work 
was supplied gratis. 


In consequence, in addition to other roof 
repairs found necessary, and ineluded in the report 
referred to above, Mr. Warren recommended that further 
waterproofing be carried out on the east walls of the 
school principal's residence, and laundry, covering 
an additional 800 sq. ft., where leakages were worst. 
Te roof repairs, and waterproofing of walls were es- 
timated to cost approximately $1,145.00. This expendi- 
ture was approved by our Director in his memorandum to 
this Service under date of September 16th, 1937, and 
in a letter dated September 18th, 1937, Mr. Webb was 
instructed to proceed with the work. 


In a letter dated October Sth, 1937, Mr. Webb 
acknowledged our instructions, but advised that owing 
to the leteness of the season, work could not be start- 
ed that year. 


During the 1938-39 fiscal year, funds to the 
amount of $1,345.00 were provided, with which amount 
the repairs to the roof were carried out and water- 
proofing applied. 


The above is all the information that is 
available on our files regarding the matter in question. 


I may say, however, that while en route to 
Bella Bella in March, I was able to spend an hour with 
Mr. Anfield the Principal of the Alert Bay School, who 
hurriedly conducted me through the school, and indicated 
to me what work had been carried out by Mr. Warren. 


The walls treated were: 


1. The whole east wall, above the roof 
of the Principal's residence. 


2. Part of the east wall of the Prin- 
cipal's residence.

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I observed that the brick used in the 
school originally, wes a poor type of lightly burn- 
ed stock brick, commonly used for backup work. It 
is highly absorbent, and poorly laid. I also observed 
that the wall area waterproofed was considerably in 
excess of what I now discover to have been recommended 
in Mr. Warren's report of July 2lst, 1937. However, 
during a conversation with Mr. Warren in this office 
recently, he explained that more work than recommended 
had actually been carried out; but at a cost within 
the estimate. 


I observed while at the school, that 
the waterproofing compound hed been applied to 
exterior, the interior of such walls were dry. 
other untreated areas, the plaster was wet and cracked, 
giving evidence of long-standing trouble. 


While unfamiliar with the compound used, 
it would appear to be giving satisfaction, and in my 
Opinion some similar treatment should be applied to 
all exterior brick surfaces, 


It should be borne in mind, however, that 
applications of waterproofing compound, to exterior 
surfaces, subjected to such reinfall conditions as 
exist at Alert Bay, could not be considered perman- 
ent; but would require treatment at intervals not 
exceeding five years.

In reviewing the estimates submitted for the 
fiscal year 1941-42 from the Kwawkewlth Agency it 
is noted that an amount of $2,310.00 is requested 
for the completion of the waterproofing of the 
<r face of the Alert Bay Indian Residential 
School. 


A similar request was made when forwarding the 
estimates from this agency for the current fiscal 
year and we provided in our appropriation an amount 
of $2,100.00 for the purpose. As we have no record 
of having received any correspondence during the 
past summer in connection with this matter it was 
presumed, until receipt of your estimates for 
1941-42, that the condition had been corrected. 


Would it be possible to have this work done 
this fall? Similar work was done in 1938-39 under 
the direction of Mr. Warren who is an official at 
Mr. Webb's office. Please interview him and, if it 
is possible, you may proceed with the work at once 
on the understanding that the total cost of material 
and labour must not exceed $2,100.00. If not could 
you purchase the material required from the current 
year's appropriation? Mr. Warren will be aware of 
the material needed. It is understood that the work 
done under Mr. Warren's direction in the fiscal year 
1938-39 has proved satisfactory and, therefore, it 
seems advisable to use the same material.
